WHEREAS by Treaty, grant, usage, sufferance, and other 
lawful means, Her Majesty the Queen has power and 
jurisdiction within the territories comprised within the limits of 
this Order : 

Now, therefore. Her Majesty, by virtue, and in exercise of the 
powers on this behalf by " The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890," or 
otherwise, in Her Majesty vested, is pleased, by and with the advice 
of Her Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, as 
follows : — 

Part I. — Preliminary, 

1. This Order may be cited as "The Somaliland Order in 
CouncU, 1899." 

The limits of this Order are the territories comprised in the 
Somaliland Protectorate, which includes the territories bounded on 
the north by the Gulf of Aden, on the east and south by the 
territories imder the Protectorate of Italy, and on the west by the 
territories of the Emperor of Ethiopia, and the French Protectorate 
of Jibuti. 

If Her Majesty is pleased to direct that any other territories, 
for the time being imder the protection of Her Majesty, shall form 
part of the Somaliland Protectorate, those territories shall, from and 
after a date fixed by an Order of the Secretary of State, be deemed to 
be within the limits of this Order. 
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2. This Order is divided into Parts as follows : — 

Part I. Preliminary. 
Part II. Application and effect of Order. 
Part in. Application of law of British India and of the United 
Kingdom. 

Part rV. Criminal matters. 
Part V. Civil matters. 
Part VI. Miscellaneous. 

3. In this Order — 

(i.) " The Protectorate " means the territories for the time being 
comprised in Her Majesty's Somaliland Protectorate ; 

(ii.) "The Secretanr of State" means one of Her Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of State ; 

(iii.) "The Consul-General" means Her Majesty's Cbnsul- 
General for the territories comprised within the limits of this Order, 
including a person acting temporarily, with the approval of the 
Secretary of State, as or for the Oonsul-Q-eneral ; 

(iv.) " British subject " includes a British protected person, that 
is to s^, a person who either (a) is a native of any Protectorate of 
Her Majesty beyond Africa and Arabia, and is for the time being 
in the Somaliland Protectorate, or (6) by virtue of " The Foreign 
Jurisdiction Act, 1890," or otherwise enjoys Her Majesty's protection 
in the Protectorate ; 

(v.) " Eesident " means having a fixed place of abode in the 
Protectorate ; 

(vi.) " Native " means any person who is not a British subject 
as hereinbefore defined, or of European or American race or 
parentage ; 

(vii.) "Foreigner" means a subject or citizen of a State 
in amity with Her Majesty, not being a native as hereinbefore 
defined; 

(viii.) "Protectorate Court" means the Court held by the 
Consul-General, or other Court exercising the principal civil and 
criminal jurisdiction in the Protectorate ; 

(ix.) " The Court " means the Protectorate Court and any Court 
subordinate thereto, as the case may be ; 

(x.) " Treaty " includes any Convention, Agreement, or Arrange- 
ment with any State or Gk)vemment, King, Criief , people, or tribe, 
made by or on behalf of Her Majesty, or to the benefits of which 
Her Majesty has succeeded ; 

(xi.) " Administration " means (unless a contrary intention 
appears from the context) letters of administration, including the 
same with will annexed, or granted for special or limited purposes, or 
limited in duration ; 

(xii.) " Ship " includes tiny vessel used in ^navigation, however 
propelled, with her tackle, furniture, and apparel, and any boat or 
other craft ; 

(xiii.) " Offence " means any act or omission made punishable by 
any law for the time being in force ; 
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(xiv.) " Imprisonment " means imprisonment of either descrip- 
tion, as defined in the Indian Penal Code ; 

(xv.) " Month " means calendar month ; 

(xvi.) "Will" means will, codicil, or other testamentary 
instrument ; 

^xvii.) " Person " includes Corporation ; 

(xviii.) "Words importing the plural or the singular may be 
construed as referring to one person or thing, or to more than one 
person or thing, and words importing the masculine as referring to 
females (as the case may require). 

4. — (1.) Where this Order confers a power or imposes a duty, 
the power may be exercised and the duty shaU be performed irom. 
time to time as occasion requires. 

(2.) Where this Order confers a power or imposes a duty on the 
holder of an office, then, imless a contrary intention appears, the 
power may be exercised and the duty shall be performed by the 
holder of tibe office for the time being, or by a person duly appointed 
to act for him. 

(3.) Where this Order confers a power to make Eules, Eegula- 
tions, or Orders, the power shall be construed as including a power, 
exercisable in the like manner and subject to the like approval and 
conditions (if any) to rescind, revoke, amend, or vary the Eules, 
Eegulations, or Orders. 

(4.) Expressions defined in this Order shall have the same 
respective meanings in any Eules, Eegulations, or Orders made 
under this Order imless other provision is made or the context 
otherwise requires. 

Part II. ^Application and Effect of Order. 

5. The powers conferred by this Order shall extend to the 
persons and matters following inj so f ar as by Treaty, grant, usage, 
sufferance, or other lawful means. Her Majesty has jurisdiction in 
relation to such persons and matters, that is to say : (a) British 
subjects; (6) foreigners; (c) the property and all personal or 
proprietary rights and liabilities in the Protectorate of British 
subjects and foreigners, including ships with their boats, and the 
persons and property on board thereof, or belonging thereto ; and 
{d) natives, in tiie cases and according to the conditions specified in 
this Order,* and not otherwise. 

Provided that jurisdiction over £tny foreign ships under this 
Article shall not be exercised otherwise than according to the practice 
of the High Court in England in the exercise of jurisdiction over 
foreign ships. 

6. All Her Majesty's jurisdiction exercisable in the Protectorate, 
for the hearing and determination of suits, or for the maintenance of 
order, or for the control or administration of persons or property, or 
in relation thereto, shall be exercised under and according to the 
provisions of this Order, so far as such jurisdiction relates to British 
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subjeots and foreigners. Jnrisdiotion over natives shall be exercised 
only in such matters and to suoh extent as the Court in its discretion 



thinks fit 



Part III. — Application of Law of British India and of the 
United Kingdom, 

7. — (a.) Subject to the other provisions of this Order, and to any 
Treaties for the tune being in force relating to the Protectorate, Her 
Majesty's criminal and civil jurisdiction in the Protectorate shall, so 
far as circumstances admit, be exercised on the principles of, and in 
conformity with, the enactments for the time being applicable as 
hereinafter mentioned of the Governor-General of India in Council, 
and of the Governor of Bombay in Council, and according to the 
course of procedure and practice observed by, and before, the Courts 
in the Presidency of Bombay beyond the limits of the ordinary 
original jurisdiction of the High Court of Judicature at Bombay 
according to their respective jurisdiction and authority, and so far as 
such enactments, procedure, and practice are inapplicable, shall be 
exercised under, and in accordance with, the Common and Statute 
Law of England. 

(6.) The enactments mentioned in the Schedule to this Order 
are hereby made applicable to the Protectorate as from the commence- 
ment of this Order. 

(c.) Any other existing or future enactments of the Governor- 
General of India in Council, or of the Governor of Bombay in 
Council, shall also be applicable to the Protectorate, but shall not 
come into operation until such times as may in the case of any of 
such enactments respectively be fixed by the Secretary of State. 

(d.) Any Act of the Governor-General of India in Council, or of 
the Governor of Bombay in Council, whether passed before or after 
the commencement of this Order, amending or substituted for any Act 
of either of those Legislatures which is by or under this Order made 
applicable to and brought into operation in the Protectorate, shall, 
subject to the provisions of this Article, also apply to the 
Protectorate. 

{e.) For the purpose of facilitating the application of any such 
enactments as before mentioned — 

(i.) The Court may construe any such enactment, with such 
alterations not afEecting the substance, as may be necessary or proper 
to adapt the same to the matter before the Court ; 

(ii.) The Secretary of State may by order direct by what 
authority any jurisdiction, powers, or duties incident to the operation 
of any such enactment, and for the exercise or performance of which 
no convenient provision has been otherwise made, shall be exercised 
or performed ; 

(iii.) The Secretary of State may by order modify, for the 
purposes of this Order, any provision of any of the said enact- 
ments, or of any amending or substituted enactment ; 

(iv.) Any order of the Secretary of State made in pursuance 
of this Article shall be published in the Protectorate and in India, in 
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ruoh manner as he directs, and shall have efEeot as from a date to be 
specified in the Order. 

8. The enactments described in the first Schedule to " The 
Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890," shall apply to the Protectorate as if 
it were a British Colony or possession, but subject to the provisions 
of this Order and to the exceptions, adaptations, and modifications 
following, that is to say : — 

(i.) The Oonsul-Greneral is hereby substituted for the Grovernor 
of a Colony or British possession, and the Protectorate Court is 
hereby substituted for a Superior Court or Supreme Court and for 
a Magistrate or Justice of the Peace of a Colony or British 
possession. 

(ii.) For the portions of the Merchant Shipping Acts, 1854 and 
1867, referred to in the said Schedule shall be substituted Part XIII. 
of '' The Merchant Shipping Act, 1894." 

(iii.) In section fifty-one of " The Conveyancing (Scotland) Act, 
1874," and any enactment for the time being in force amending the 
same, the Protectorate Court is substituted for a Court of Probate in 
a Colony. 

(iv.) With respect to "The Fugitive OfEenders Act, 1881 " :— 

(a,) So much of the fourth and fifth sections of the said Act 
as relates to sending a report of the issue of a warrant, together 
with the information, or a copy thereof, or to the sending of a 
certificate of committal and report of a case, or to the information 
to be given by a Magistrate to a fugitive shall be accepted, and in 
lieu of such information the person acting as the Magistrate shall 
inform the fugitive that in the British possession or Protectorate 
to which he may be conveyed he has the right to apply for a writ 
of habeas corpus or other like process. 

(b.) So much of the sixth section of the said Act as requires 
the expiration of fifteen days before issue of warrant, shaU be ex- 
cepted. 

(c.) The Consul-General shall not be bound to return a fugitive 
offender to a British possession imless satisfied that the proceedings to 
obtain his return are taken with the consent of the Governor of that 
possession. 

(d,) For the purposes of Part II. of the said Act, the Pro- 
tectorate, Aden, Zanzibar, the East Africa and Uganda Protectorates, 
and British India shall be deemed to be one group of British pos- 
sessions. 

9. The Secretary of State may, by order published in such 
manner as he directs, declare that any of the Laws or Ordinances for 
the time being in force in any British possession, and not inconsistent 
with this Order, shall have efEeot, and be administered in the Pro- 
tectorate, with such modifications or adaptations as maybe necessary ; 
and thereupon such Laws or Ordinances as so modified or adapted 
shall have effect as if they had been applied by this Order. 
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Party IV. — Criminal Matters, 

10. Subject to the other provisions of this Ordeir, the Code of 
Criminal Procedure and the other enactments relating to the 
administration of criminal justice in India, for the time being 
applicable to the Protectorate, shall have effect as if the Protectorate 
were a Presidency of India. 

For the purposes of those enactments — 

{a,) The Consul-General shall hold and form a Court to be 
called the Protectorate Court, which shall have all the powers of a 
Sessions Court in India ; and 

(S.) The Protectorate Court shall in relation to all Courts within 
the Protectorate have the same appellate jurisdiction and the same 
powers of revision as are possessed by a High Court in India ; and 

{c.) The powers both of the Governor-General in Council and of 
the Local Government under those enactments shall be exercisable 
by the Secretaiy of State, or with his previous or subsequent assent, 
by the Consul-General. 

11. If any person smuggles or imports into or exports from the 
Protectorate any goods whereon any duty is charged or payable to 
the Government of the Protectorate, with intent to evade payment 
of the duty, he shall be punishecj with imprisonment for a term 
which may extend to two months, or with fine which may extend to 
one thousand rupees, or with both. ' 

12. Any act which if done in British India would be an offence 
against the law for the time being in force in British India relating 
to trademarks, merchandise marks, copyright, designs, or inventions, 
shall, if done in the Protectorate, be an offence punishable with 
imprisonment for a term which may extend to two months, or 
with a fine which may extend to one thousand rupees, or with both. 

13. — (1.) In cases of murder or culpable homicide, if either the 
death or the criminal act which wholly or partly caused the death 
happened in the Protectorate, a Court acting under this Order shall 
have the like jurisdiction over any person charged either as a prin- 
cipal offender or as an abettor, as if both the criminal act and the 
death had happened in the Protectorate. 

(2.) In the case of any offence committed on the high seas, or 
within the Admiralty jurisdiction, by any person who at the time of 
committing such offence was on board a British ship, or by any 
British subject on board a foreign ship to which he did not belong, 
a Court acting under this Order shall have jurisdiction as if the 
offence had been committed within the Protectorate. 

(3.) In cases tried under this Article no different sentence can 
be passed from the sentence which could be passed in England if the 
offence were tried there, 

14. When a sentence of death has been passed by the Protec- 
torate Court the Consul-General shall consider whether it is or is not 
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desirable that the sentence should be reconsidered by the Secretary 
of State. 

If he considers that it is so desirable, he shall append to the 
Minutes a certificate under his hand to that effect, together witii such 
observations as he may think fit, and shall, at the earliest opportu^ 
nity, transmit the same to the Secretary of State. 

If he considers that it is not so desirable, he shall, not sooner 
than seven days after the passing of the sentence, certify on the 
Minutes his confirmation of tiie sentence by writing under his hand. 

The Secretary of State may confirm or remit or commute the 
sentence. 

A sentence of death shall not be carried into effect until it is 
confirmed by the Oonsul-General or the Secretary of State, as pro- 
vided in this Article, but upon such confirmation shall be carried into 
effect according to law. 

When the Secretary of State commutes a sentence, the com- 
muted sentence shall be carried into effect as if the Protectorate 
Court had passed, and had authority to pass, that sentence. 

16. — (a.) The Consul-General may, if he thinks fit, by general 
order, prescribe the manner in which, and the places in the Protec- 
torate at which, sentences of imprisonment are to be carried into 
execution. 

(6.) The Consul-General may, if he thinks fit, in any case, by 
warrant under his hand and official seal, cause an offender convicted 
and sentenced to imprisonment before the Court to be sent and 
removed to, and imprisoned in, any place either in the Protectorate 
or in Aden. 

*"' 16. Where an offender convicted before the Court is sentenced to 
imprisonment, and the Consul-General, proceeding under section 
seven of " The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890,'' authority in that 
behalf being hereby given to him, considers it expedient that the 
sentence should be carried into effect within Her Majesty's domi- 
nions, the place shall be a place in some part of Her Majesty's 
dominions out of the United Kingdom, the Government whereof 
consents that offenders may be sent thither under this Article. 

17. — (1.) Where it is shown by evidence on oath, to the satis- 
faction of the Consul-General, that any person subject to this Order 
has conmiitted, or is about to commit, an offence against this Order, 
or is otherwise conducting himself so as to be dangerous to peace 
and good order in the Protectorate or is endeavouring to excite 
enmity between the people of the Protectorate and Her Majesty, or 
is intriguing against Her Majesty's power and authority in the 
Protectorate, the Consul-General may, if he thinks fit, by order 
under his hand and official seal, prohibit that person from being in 
the Protectorate, during any time therein specified, not exceeding 
two years, or may order him to be deported in manner provided by 
this Order. 

(2.) If the person named in the order of prohibition fails to 
obey, or acts in contravention pf the order — 
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(i,) He shall be guilty of an offence against this Order, and on 
conviction thereof shall be liable to imprisonment for any term not 
exceeding two years, without prejudice to the operation of the order 
of prohioition. 

(ii). Whether the offender has been convicted of, or imprisoned 
for, that offence or not, the Oonsul-General may, if he thinks fit, 
order him to be deported. 

(3.) The Consul-General, bv order under his httnd and official 
seal, may vary any order of prohibition (not extending the duration 
thereof), and may at any time revoke the same. 

(4.) The Consul-General shall forthwith report to the Secretary 
of State every order made by him under this Article, and the 
grounds thereof, and the proceedings thereimder. 

18. — (fl) Where a person is convicted of an offence, the Court 
before which he is convicted may, if it thinks fit, require him to give 
security to the satisfaction of the Court for his future good behaviour, 
and for that purpose may, if it thinks fit, cause him to come or be 
brought before tiie Court. 

(b.) If any person required by an order under this Article, or 
under the law relating to criminal procedure for the time being in 
force, to give security for good behaviour or for keeping the peace, 
fails to do so, the Court may, if it thinks fit, order that he be 
deported from the Protectorate. 

(c) Any order of deportation not made by the Consul-General 
must be approved by him. 

(19.) — C^) Any, person ordered to be deported under this Order 
shall be, as soon as practicable, and in the case of a person convicted, 
either after execution of the sentence, or while it is in course of 
execution, removed in custody, under the warrant of the Consul- 
General, to the place named in the warrant and there discharged 
from custody. 

(b) The place shall be a place in that part (if any) of Her 
Majesty's dominions out of the United Kingdom to which the 
person belongs, or in some other part of those dominions, the Govern- 
ment whereof consents to the reception therein of persons deported 
under this Order, or a place under the Protectorate of Her Majesty, 
or in the country out of Her Majesty's dominions to which the 
person belongs. 

(c.) The Coilrt, on making an order of deportation, may if it 
thinks fit, order the person to be deported to pay all or any part of 
the expenses of his deportation, to be fixed by the Court in the order. 

(d.) The Consul-General shall forthwith report to the Secretary 
of State OTery order of deportation made imder this Order, and the 
grounds thereof, and the proceedings thereunder. 

(e.) If a person deported under this Order returns to the 
Protectorate without permission in writing of the Consul-General or 
Secretary of State, he shall be punished with imprisonment for a 
term which may extend to two months, or with fine which may 
extend to one thousand rupees, or with both. 
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(/.) He shall also be liable to be again deported under the 
original or a new order, and a fresh warrant of the Consul-General. 

(g,) The Consul-General may at any time revoke or vary, any 
order or warrant of deportation. 

(20.) — (a.) Where, under this Order, a person is to be sent, or 
removed, or deported from the Protectorate, he shall, by warrant of 
the Consul-General under his hand and seal, be detained, if necessary, 
in custody, or in prison, until a fit opportunity for his removal or 
deportation occurs, and tiien, if he is to be deported beyond sea, be 
put on board one of Her Majesty's vessels of war, or, if none is 
available, then on board some other British or other fit vessel. 

(6.) The warrant of the Consul-General shall be sufficient autho- 
rity to the person to whom it is directed or delivered for execution, 
and to the Commander or Master of the vessel, to receive and detain 
the person therein named, in the manner therein prescribed, and to 
send or remove and carry him to the place therein named, according 
to the warrant. 

(c.) In case of sending or removal for any purpose other than 
deportation, the warrant of the Consul-General shall be issued in 
duplicate, and the person executing it shall, as soon as practicable 
after his arrival at the place therein named, deliver according to the 
warrant, with one of the duplicates of the warrant, to a consteble, or 
proper officer of police, or keeper of a prison, or other proper 
authority or person there, the person named in the warrant, to be 
produced on the order of the proper Court or authority there, or to 
be otherwise dealt with according to law. 

21. The Consul-General, and every officer for the time being 
exercising the powers of a Magistrate, shall have in and for the 
Protectorate, province, or district, as the case may be, all the power 
and jurisdiction appertaining to the office of a Justice of the Pacoe. 

22. A sentence of imprisonment under this Order, or any Eegu- 
lations madei^ under this Order, may be with or without hard labour, 
in the discretion of the Court, unless it is expressed to be without 
hard labour. 

Part V. — Civil Matters. 

23. Subject to the other provisions of this Order, the Code of 
Civn Procedure, " The Bombay Civil Courts Act, 1869," and the 
other enactments relating to the administration of civil justice for the 
time being, applicable to the Protectorate, shall have effect as if the 
Protectorate were the Presidency of Bombay. 

{a,) For the purposes of these enactments the Protectorate 
Court shall be deemed to be the High Court, and the Court 
authorised to hear appeals from and to revise the decisions of 
District Courts ; 

(6.) District Courts shall be established under the provisions of 
" The Bombay Civil. Courts Act, 1869-," as applied by this Order ; 
and 
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(c.) The powers both of the Governor-General in Council and 
the Local Government under those enactments shall be exercisable 
by the Secretary of State, or with his previous dr subsequent assent 
by the Consul-General. 

24. The following enactments of "The Colonial Courts of 
Admiralty Act, 1890," that is to say, section 2, sub-sections (2) to 
(4), sections 6 and 6, section 16, sub-section (3), shall apply to the 
Protectorate Court as if in the said sections the said Court were 
mentioned in lieu of a Colonial Court of Admiralty, and the 
Protectorate were referred to in lieu of a British possession. 

26. — (a.) Every District Court shall endeavour to obtain, as 
early as may be, notice of the death of every British subject or 
foreigner dying in the Protectorate leaving property to be 
administered, and aU such information as may serve to guide the 
Court with respect to the securing and administration of his 
property. 

(6.) On receiving notice of the death of such a person, the Court 
ehaU put up a notice thereof at the Court-house, and shall keep the 
same there until probate or administration is granted, or where it 
appears to the Court that probate or administratiou will not be 
applied for, or cannot be granted, for such time as he thinks fit. 

(e.) The Court shall, where the circimistanoes of the case appear 
so to require, as soon as may be, take possession of the property, in 
the Protectorate of the deceased, or put it under its seal (m eitiier 
case, if the nature of the property or other circumstances so require, 
making an inventory,) and so keep it until it can be dealt with 
according to law. 

(d.) All expenses incurred by the Court in so doing shall be the 
first charge on the property of the deceased, and the Court shall, by 
sale of the property, or part thereof, or otherwise, provide for the 
discharge of these expenses. 

26. Where a British subject or foreigner dies in the Protectorate 
intestate, his property shall, until administration is granted, vest in 
the Consul-General. 

27. If a person named executor in a will, to the establishment 
of whose title, as such, it is necessary to obtain probate of that will, 
takes possession of, and administers or otherwise deab with, any part 
of the property of the deceased, and does not obtain probate within 
one month after the death, or after the termination of any proceeding 
respecting probate or administration, he shall be liable to be punished 
with fine, which may extend to one thousand rupees. 

28. If any person other than the person named executor, or the 
administrator, or a person entitled to represent the deceased without 
obtaining probate or letters of administration, or an officer of the 
Court, takes possession of and administers, or otherwise deals with 
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any part of the property of the deceased, he shall as soon as prac- 
tioable, notify the fact and the circumstances to the District Court 
and shall funiish to that Court all such information as the Court 
requires, and shall conform to any directions of the Court in relation 
to the custody, disposal, or transmission of the property or the 
proceeds thereof, and, in case of any contravention of this Article, he 
shall be liable to be punished ^with fine, which may extend to one 
thousand rupees. 

29 — (1.) When the peculiar circumstances of the case appear so 
to require, for reasons recorded in its proceedings, the District Court 
may, if it thinks fit, of its own motion or otherwise, grant letters of 
administration to an oflEcer or practitioner of the Court. 

(2.) The person so appointed shall act under the direction of the 
Court, and snail be indemnified thereby ; and, if he is a practitioner, 
he shall not act otherwise than as administrator in relation to the 
estate. 

(3.) He shall publish such notices, if any, as the Court thinks 
fit, in the Protectorate, Aden, the United Kingd6m, and elsewhere. 

(4.) The Cowt shall require and compel him to file, in the proper 
office 01 the Oou^, his accounts of his administration at intervals not 
exceeding three months. 

(5.) The accounts shall be audited under the direction of the 
Court. 

^6.) All expenses incurred in behalf of the Court in execution 
of this Article shall be the first charge on the estate of the deceased 
in tiie Protectorate ; and the Court ^laU by the sale of the estate or 
otherwise, provide for the discharge of those expenses. 

30. — (a.) Every agreement for reference to arbitration to which 
a person subject to this Order is a party may, on the application of 
any party, be filed for execution in the proper office of the District 
Court. 

(b.) The Court shall thereupon have authority to enforce the 
agreement, and the award made thereunder, and to control and 
regulate the proceeding before and after the award, in such manner 
and on such terms as the Court may think fit. 



Part VI. — Mmellaneom. 

31. Subject to the approval of the Secretary of State, the 
Protectorate Court may fnune Eules of Procedure and other Eules, 
consistent with this Order, for the better execution of the provisions 
herein contained in respect of civil or criminal proceedings, and for 
regulating the conditions on which persons other than parties may 
be permitted to practise as advocates or solicitors in any Court, and 
for suspending or excluding (subject to a right of appeal) such 
persons from practice in case of misconduct : provided that any 
scales of remuneration fixed by such Eules shaU have been sanctioned 
hy the Treasury. 
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32. The Consul-Q-eneral may make Regulations (to be called 
Queen's Regulations) for the following purposes, consistent with the 
provisions of this Order, that is to say : — 

(i.) For the Regulation of all matters relating to Customs, 
Inland Revenue, post-office, land, highways, railways, money, 
agriculture, trade, and health. 

(ii.) For the establishment of a constabulary or other force to 
be employed in the maintenance of order or (either with or without 
the limits of this Order, in defence of the Protectorate. 

(iii.) For securing the observance of any Treaty for the time 
being in force relating to the Protectorate, or of any native or local 
law or custom ; and 

(iv.) For the registration ofdocimients purporting or operating 
to create, declare, assign, limit, or extinguish any right, title, or 
interest in or over any immovable property situate in the Pro- 
tectorate. 

(v.) Generally for the peace, order, and good government of 
the Protectorate. • 

Any Regulations under this Article may provide for forfeiture 
of any goods, receptacles, or things in relation to which, or to the 
contents of which any breach is committed of such Regulations, or 
of any Treaty, or any native or local law or custom, the observance 
of which is provided for by the Regulations. 

Any Regulations under this Article with respect to the registra- 
tion of documents may prescribe the period within which any 
documents are to be registered, and such penalties for non- 
registration, whether by stamp duties or otherwise, and whether, 
in lieu of, or in addition to, the other penalties provided by this 
Article; but nothing in any such Regulations shall make any 
instrument inadmissible in evidence in any criminal proceeding. 

Any Regulations imder this Article shall, when allowed by the 
Secretary of State, and published by the Consul-General, have effect 
as if contained in this Order : Provided that in case of urgency 
declared by any such Regulations, the same shall take effect before 
such allowance, and shall continue to have effect unless and until 
they are disallowed by the Secretary of State and \mtil 
notification of such disallowance is received and published by the 
Consul-General ; and such disallowajice shall be without prejudice to 
anything done or suffered \mder such Regulations in the meantime. 

The Consul-General may fix such penalties for the breach of 
any Regulations as may seem proper, and where no penalty is so 
fixed, any person guilty of such breach shall, on conviction, be liable 
to a fine which may extend to one thousand rupees, or to imprison- 
ment which may extend to two months, or both, in addition to any 
forfeiture as aforesaid. 

33. The Consul-General may also make Queen's Regulations for 
the governance, visitation, care, and superintendence of prisons in the 
Protectorate, and for the infliction of corporal or other punishment 
on prisoners committing offences against the Prisons Regulations 
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Any Eegulations under this Article shall, when allowed by the 
Secretary of State, have effect, as if contained in this Order, and 
copies thereof shall be exhibited in every prison to which they apply 
in such manner as the Consul-General may direct. 

Any breach of Regulations under this Article, committed by 
any officer of a prison, or by any other person (not being a prisoner), 
shall be punishable in like manner as a breach of Queen's Regula- 
tions under the last preceding Article. 

34. — {a.) The Consul-General may, with the approval of the 
Secretary of State and concurrence of the Treasury, make rules 
imposing fees leviable in respect of any proceedings in, or processes 
issued out of, any Court established under this Order, and in respect 
of the registration of any instrument under this Order. 

{b.) But the Court may in any case, if it thinks fit, on account 
of the poverty of a party, or for any other reason, dispense in whole 
or in part with the payment of any fee chargeable in respect of such 
matter. 

(c.) Nothing in this Order shall affect any Order in Council 
prescribing a table of fees to be taken by Consular Officers ; and, 
where a fee is taken under that Order, no fee shall be taken in 
respect of the same matter imder this Order. 

35. — (a.) All fees, charges, expenses, costs, fines, damages, and 
other money payable under this Order, or under any law made 
applicable by this Order, may be enforced under order of the Court 
by attachment and sale of goods, and in case of deficiency by 
* imprisonment (without hard labour) which may extend to one 
month. 

(b.) Any bill of sale or mortgage, or transfer of property, made 
with the view of avoiding such attachment or sale, shall not be 
effectual to defeat the provisions of this Order. 

(c.) All fees, penalties, fines, and forfeitures levied under this 
Order shall be paid to the public account, and shall be applied in 
such manner as the Secretary of State, with the consent of the 
Treasury, may direct. 

36. Subject to the other provisions of this Order, all expenses 
of removal of prisoners and others, and the expenses of deportation 
and of the seuding of any person to any part of Her Majesty's 
dominions or Protectorates, including expenses of maintenance, shall 
be defrayed in such manner iis the Secretary of State, with the 
concurrence of the Treasury, directs. 

37. — (a.) If an officer of any Court employed to execute an 
order loses, by neglect or omission, the opportunity of executing it, 
then, on complaint of the person aggrieved and proof of the fact 
alleged, the Court may, if it thinks fit, order the officer to pay the 
damages sustained by the person complaining, or part thereof. 

(6.) The order may be enforced as an order directing payment 
of money. 

2 
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38. — [a,) If a clerk or officer of the Court, acting under pretence 
of the process or authority of the Court, is charged with extortion, 
or with not paying over money duly levied, or with other mis- 
conduct, the Court may, if it thinks fit, inquire into the charge in a 
summary way, and may for that purpose summon and enforce the 
attendance of all necessary persons as in an action, and may make 
such order for the repayment of any money extorted, or for the 
payment over of any money levied, and for the payment of such 
damages and costs as the Court thinks fit. 

{h,) The Court may also, if it thinks fit, on the same inquiry, 
impose on the clerk or officer a fine not exceeding fifty rupees for each 
offence. 

(c.) A clerk or officer punished imder this article shall not, 
without the leave of the Protectorate Court, be liable to an action in 
respect of the same matter ; and any such action, if already or after- 
wards begun, may be stayed by the Court in such manner and on such 
terms as the Court thinks fit. 

{d.) Nothing in this Article shall be deemed to prevent any 
person from being prosecuted under any other law for any act or 
omission punishable under this Article, or for being liable under that 
other law to any higher punishment or penalty than that provided 
by this Article : Provided that no person shall be punished twice for 
the same offence. 

39. The Consul-General, or any officer of the Protectorate 
Government appointed by him in that behalf, may exercise any 
power conferred on any Juctices of the Peace within Her Majesty's 
dominions by any Act of Parliament, for the time being in forccf 
regulating merchant seamen or the mercantile marine. 

40: If a question arises whether any place is or is not within the 
Protectorate for the purposes of this Order, it shall be referred to 
and determined by the Consul-General, and a certificate under his 
hand and seal shall be conclusive on the question, and judicial notice 
thereof shall be taken by every Court constituted by or \mder this 
Order. 

41. Not later than the thirty-first March in each year the 
ConsiA-General shall send to the Secretary of State a Eeport on the 
operation of this Order, up to the thirty-first December in the 
previous year, showing: for the then last twelve months the number 
and nature of the proceedings, criminal and civil, taken under this 
Order, and the result thereof, and the number and amount of fees 
received, and containing such other information, and being in such 
form as the Secretary of State from time to time directs. 

42. This Order shall commence and have effect as follows; — 

(1.) As to the making of any warrant or appointment under 
this Order, immediately from and after the date of this Order. 

(2.) As to the framing of Eules of Procedure or Eegulations, 
and the approval thereof by the Secretary of State, immediately from 
and after the date of this Order. 
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(3.) As to all other matters and provisions comprised and 
contained in this Order, immediately from and after the expiration 
of one month after this Order is first exhibited in the public oflBce of 
the Protectorate at Berbera ; for which purpose the Consul-General 
is hereby required forthwith, on receipt by him of a copy of this 
Order, to aflSx and exhibit the same conspicuously in his public office, 
and he is- also hereby required to keep the same so affixed and 
exhibited during one month from the first exhibition thereof ; and 
notice of the time of such first exhibition, shall as soon thereafter as 
practicable, be published in such manner as. the Consul-General 
directs ; and, notwithstanding anything in this Order, the time of 
the expiration of the said month shall be deemed to be the time of 
the commencement of this Order. 

(4.) Proof shall not in any proceeding or matter be required 
that the provisions of this Article have been complied with, nor shall 
any act or proceeding be invalidated by any failure to comply with 
any of such provisions. 

43. A copy of this Order shall be kept exhibited conspicuously 
in the principal office of the Protectorate at Berbera. 

Printed copies shall be provided and sold at such reasonable 
price as the Consul-General directs. 

And the Most Honourable the Marquess of Salisbury, K.G., 
one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, is to give the 
necessary directions herein.

Protectorate. 

Criminal Courts, 

3. The Consul at Zeyla and the Vice-Consul at Berbera shall 
be Magistrates of the 1st class for the Zeyla and Berbera districts 
respectively. 

4. In the Berbera district the District OflSoer at Bulbar shall 
be a Magistrate of the 2nd class, and the Deputy District OflScer at 
Bulbar snail be a Magistrate of the 3rd class. 

Civil Courts, , 

5. The Consul at Zeyla shall be the Judge of the District Court 
for the Zeyla district. 

The Vice-Consul at Berbera shall be the Judge of the District 
Court for the Berbera district. 

6. In the Berbera district there shall be subordinate Courts at 
Bulbar and Berbera. The District OflScer at Bulbar and the 
Deputy District Officer at Berbera shall be the Judges of the said 
Courts respectively. 

7. The jurisdiction of the subordinate Judge at Bulbar shall 
extend to all original suits and proceedings wherein the subject- 
matter does not exceed in amount or value 500 rupees. 

8. The jurisdiction of the subordinate Judge at Berbera shall 
extend to suits wherein the subject-matter does not exceed in amount 
or value 50 rupees.

6. The powers of the Governor-General in Council, and oi. the 
Local Government, under the said Acts respectively, shall be 
exercisable by the Secretary of State, or, with his previous oj sub- 
sequent assent, by the Consul-General.* 

7. Until further order adhesive stamps shall be used in all 
cases, and the provisions of the said Acts, or either of them, as to 
impressed stamps shall not apply. 

8. Any instrument to which proviso (a) or proviso (b) to section 
35 of " The Indian Stamp Act, 1899," applies, may be admitted in 
evidence with or without penalty, as the Court thinks fit in the cir- 
cumstances of the case; but nothing herein shall authorise the. 
admission in evidence of any instrument mentioned in proviso (a) 
imtil the same has been sufficiently stamped ; and when the Court 
imposes a penalty under that section it shall be such as the Court 
thinks fit, not exceeding the penalty specified in respect of the 
instrument in question.

UNDER ARTICLE 32 OF " THE SOMALILAND ORDER 
IN COUNCIL, 1899," AND ALLOWED BY THE 
SECRETARY OF STATE. 



No. 1 of 1900. 
Mines and Minerals. 
1. — Exploring Licences, 

1. Licences to explore for minerals in the Somaliland 
Protectorate may be issued by the Consul-General. 

2. Each licence shall run for one year, but may be renewed for 
a similax term. A fee of 10 rupees will be charged for each licence 
or renewal thereof. 

3. Export duty at the rates mentioned in Schedule (B) will be 
levied on all minerals found and removed by an explorer, whether 
he has taken out a licence or not. 

4. In the case of precious stones, the discovery of such stones 

muet be reported to the Consul-General within a reasonable time. 

Neglect to do so will render the explorer liable to the forfeiture of 

his licence, and of all claim to favourable consideration of any 

application for a prospecting or mining licence. 

* 

5. A licence to explore merely confers on the licensee the right 
to search for minerals within the area specified in the licence, and 
subject to the consent of the tribes or occupiers of the land. It 
conveys no exclusive or preferential rights ; but in considering rival 
claims for a prospecting or mining licence, due regard will be nad to 
operations conducted \mder an exploring licence. 

2. — Prospecting Licences, 

6. A licence to prospect for minerals or mineral oil shall confer 
on the licensee the sole right, subject to the conditions contained in 
the licence, to enter into arrangements with the tribes or occupiers of 
the land, to mine, quarry, bore, dig, and search for, win, work, and 
carry away any mineral or mineral oil specified in the licence, and 
lying or being within, under, or throughout the land specified in the 
licence. These arrangements will be effected through the Consular 
Officer of the district in which the land is situated, and will be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Consul-General. They will be reduced 
to writing, and will be duly recorded. 
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7. Every application for a prospecting licence must be presented 
in writing to the Consul-General, and shall contain the following 
particulars, namely : — 

{a,) The name, residence, and profession of the applicant ; 

(6.) A description as accurate as possible, and illustrated by a 
rough sketch map, of the situation and area of the land with respect 
to which the licence is required ; and 

(c.) A specification of the mineral or minerals for which the 
applicant desires to prospect. 

8. On the receipt of such application, the Consul-Q-eneral shall 
cause such inquiries as he may consider necesssary to be made, and 
if he finds that there is no objection to the grant of the licence 
applied for, may grant to the applicant a licence in such form as may ' 
be prescribed. 

9. A register of applications for prospecting licences shall be 
kept in the Consul-Generars oflBce, specifying briefly the particulars 
of each application received. ^ There shall also be recorded in the 

, same oflSce a copy of each licence issued by the Consul-General under 
these Eegulations. 

10. The term for which the licence shall be granted shall be one 
year or such shorter term as the applicant may desire. The licence 
may be renewed by the Consul-Q-eneral for a further term, not 
exceeding two years, whenever he is satisfied that the licensee has 
been prevented from completing liis search of the land by any cause 
other than his own default. 

11. Every prospecting licence shall contain such conditions as 
may in any particular case seem necessary, but in all cases the 
following conditions shall be implied : — 

(1.) No land in the occupation of any tribe or person shall be 
entered upon without the consent of the occupier, and the licensee 
shall abide by the terms of the arrangements he enters into with the 
tribes or occupiers of the land covered by the licence. 

(2.) The licensee shall pay export duty on all minerals and 
precious stones removed from th,e Protectorate at the rates mentioned 
in the attached Schedule (B). 

(3.) Such licence cannot be assigned, nor any right or interest 
thereunder be transferred without the consent of the Consul-General. 

(4.) In case of any breach on the part of the licensee, or his 
employes, of any of the conditions of his licence, or of any clause of 
the Eegulations, hereinafter mentioned under which the licence is 
granted, the Consul-General may summarily revoke the licence, and 
thereupon all rights conferred thereby or enjoyed thereunder shall 
cease. 

(5.) Should any question arise regarding the licence, or any 
matter or thing connected therewith, or the powers of the licensee 
thereunder, the matter in difference shall be decided by the Consul- 
General, whose decision shall be final. 
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12. On or before the determination of his licence, the licensee 
shall have a right, subject to these Eegulations — 

(a.) In the case of mineral oil or minerals other than precious 
stones, to a mining licence in accordance with the terms contained in 
the Regulations for Mining Licences. 

(J.) In the case of precious stones, to the first offer of such 
Mining Licence as the Consul-General may think fit to grant. 

Such licence may include so much land, whether comprising the 
whole or a part only of the area for which the Prospecting Licence 
was granted, as shall not exceed the area specified with respect to 
Mining Licences in the annexed Schedule (A). 

3. — Mining Licences. 

13. Every application for a Mining Licence shall be presented 
to the Consul-General in writing, stating clearly the object in view, 
and the means by which it is proposed to effect that object. It shall 
further contain: — 

(a.) The name, residence, and profession of the applicant ; 

(b) The name of the mineral which the applicant intends 
to mine; 

(c) A map of the area over which the proposed licence is to 
extend. 

14. The Consul-Q-eneral may then institute any further inquiries 
that may appear to him to be necessary, and may appoint a day when 
the applicant, or his agent, and the heads of the tribe or tribes 
concerned, will be heard. The applicant shall show to the satisfaction 
of the Consul-General that he has effected honest prospecting to a 
sufficient extent to gauge roughly the future prospects of the concern, 
or, at any rate, to indicate that there is some real chance of a 
successful issue being attained. The rights of the tribal owners, or 
occupiers, of the land will be considered, and a record made of the 
same. The terms of the arrangements entered into between the 
applicant and the tribal owners, or occupiers of the land, will then 
be reduced to writing, and explained to both parties, their comments 
or objections, if any, being recorded. 

Provided that when the applicant cannot appear, personally or 
by agent, written application may be dealt with as above. . 

15. When the terms of the arrangements between the applicant 
and the tribal owners, or occupiers, of the land have been finally 
settied and agreed to by the parties, the Consul-General may, if the 
applicant i« entitied to a licence under Regulation 12, or if he thinks 
that the applicant should be granted a Mining Licence, grant the 
same in accordance with these Regulations over such one or more 
blocks, each not. exceeding in extent the area specified in Schedule 
(A) annexed to these Regulations as he may think fit. 

Provided that no Mining Licence shall be granted by thje 
Consul-Greneral \mder these Regulations, so as to cause the total area 
held under Mining Licences by the licensee or by those in joint 
interest with him, to exceed 10 square miles. 
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16. The term for which a Mining Licence may be granted shall 
not exceed thirty years, and no covenant for renewal may be inserted 
in the Kcence without the sanction of the Secretary of State. 

17. Every Mining Licence shall contain such conditions and 
stipulations as may in each particular case seem necessary, but in 
eYBTj case the following conditions shall be implied, namely : — 

(1.) The licensee shall pay export duty at the rate fixed for the 
particular mineral in respect of which the licence is granted ; and if 
any other mineral shall be discovered by him, then export duty shall 
be paid therefore at such a rate, not being less than 20 per cent, of 
the value thereof, as the Consul-General may determine, until a 
Mining Licence had been obtained in respect of such mineral ; but the 
licensee shall be entitled to require and obtain such licence for the 
term then unexpired of his original licence upon the terms herein- 
before mentioned in these Eules ; 

(2.) Neither the licensee nor any person claiming through or 
under him shall assign the licence, or ti'ansfer any right or interest 
thereunder or underlet the whole or any portion of the premises 
comprised in such licence, without the consent of the Consul-General ; 

(3.) The licensee shall commence operations within two years 
from the date of the grant of the licensee, and shall thereafter carry 
them on in a proper, skilful, and mining-like manner, unless prevented 
by unavoidable cause ; 

(4.) The licensee shall keep correct accounts showing the quantity 
and particulars of all minends obtained from the mine and the number 
of persons employed therein, and also complete plans of the mine, 
and shall allow any oflScer authorized by the Consul-General at any 
time to examine such accounts and plans, and shall furnish the 
Consul-General with such information and Eetums in respect of the 
aforesaid matter as he may prescribe ; all information and Eetums 
obtained or furnished under this clause shall be. treated as strictiy 
confidential ; 

(5.) The licensee shall without delay send to the Consul-General 
a report of any accident which may occur at or in the premises 
covered by the Ucenoe, and also the finding therein of any mineral not 
specified in the licence ; 

(6.) In case of any breach on the part of the licensee or his 
employes of any condition contained in the licence, or of any of these 
Eegulations, the Consul-General may determine the licence and take 
possession of the premises and all minerals thereon ; 

(7.) At the end or sooner determination of the licence, the 
licensee shall peacefully deliver possession of all lands occupied by him, 
and all mines dug therein, unless the licence be previously tenewed. 

4. — General. 

18. All prospecting and mining licences granted under these 
Eegulations will be subject to the following conditions, with which it 
is incumbent on the licensee to comply : — ^ 

(1.) The licensee will admit the jurisdiction of the local Courts 
in all cases of dispute, and will abide by all orders of the Consul- 
General ; 
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(2.) The licensee shall abstain from all interference with tribal 
or inter-tribal matters ; 

(3.) The licensee will not sell, give, or barter ammunition to or 
with the natives ; and will not introduce into the premises covered 
by his licence any spirituous liquors, except for the use of European 
employes ; 

(4.) All plant and material shall be imported, and all minerals 
be exported, mrough a Protectorate port. 

(5.) The licensee shall abide by the orders of the Consul-Greneral 
with regard to the employment or non-employment of foreign 
labourers or workmen ; 

(6.) The licensee shall make such arrangements for the arming 
of his servants or employes, and for the protection of his works, if 
any, as may appear to the Consul-General to be right and proper ; 

(7.) The Oonsul-General, or any officer or servant of Government 
deputed by him, shall have access at all times to the land covered by 
the licence, and may inspect any operations being conducted ; 

(8.) Neither Her Majesty's Government nor the Administration 
of the Protectorate shall be under any liability to the licensee in the 
.event of any raids or other interruptions by the tribes or inhabitants 
of the Protectorate. 

19. Where any licence under these Regulations is applied for 
by a person who is not a British subject, the Consul-General may 
either require the applicant to give security by bond or deposit, and 
impose such special conditions as he thinks fit ; or he may in his 
discretion refuse to grant any licence to such person. 

20. These Eegulations may be cited as " The Somaliland Mining 
Eegulations, 1899."

FIEE-ARMS. 

1. These Eegulations may be cited as " The Somaliland Fire- 
arms Regulations, 1899." 

2. In these Regulations — 

" Fire-arm " means any cannon, gun, rifle, machine-gun, or 
other fire-arm, whether whole or in detached pieces. 

** Ammunition " means any gunpowder, cartridges, balls, caps, 
and any other material for loading fire-arms. 

" Arm of precision " means any breech-loading or other rifle, 
or any magazine-gun or machine-gun. 

" Public warehouse " means any building or place which the 
Consul-Greneral shall have by Proclamation appointed for the deposit 
and storage of fire-arms and ammunition, and for the other purposes 
of these Regulations. 

" The Protectorate " means the territories for the time being 
within the jurisdiction of Her Majesty's Consul-General for the 
Somaliland Protectorate. 

"Consular oflSoer" means, in relation to any district of the 
Protectorate, Her Majesty's Consul or Vioe-Consul for that district ; 
but any of the powers of a Consular officer under these Regulations 
may be exercised by the Consul-General. 

" Prohibited " zone means the zone specified in Article VIII. of 
the Brussels Act. 

3. Except with the special sanction of the Consul-Ceneral, all 
fire-arms and ammunition imported into the Protectorate shall be 
imported at Zeyla or Berbera^ and at no other place. 

4. All fire-arms and ammunition imported into the Protectorate 
shall be deposited, at the cost, risk, and peril of the importer, in a 
public warehouse. 

5. Any fire-arm or ammunition shall not be withdrawn from a 
public warehouse except in accordance with a permit in writing signed 
by a Consular officer. 

6. Before a permit for withdrawal is granted, every complete 
fire-arm — and where the parts are not complete, every part of the 
fire-arm — and every package of ammimition shall be stamped with a 
distinctive mark and number, and registered according to such mark 
and number, and, if necessary, according to any other existing marks 
and numbers. 

7. Before granting a permit for the withdrawal of any arms of 
precision, or any ammunition suitable thereto, and intended for use 
within the Protectorate, the Consular officer may require a guarantee 
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(with or without security, as the Consular officer thinks fit) that the 
arms and ammunition wiU not be given, assigned, or sold to any 
person within the Protectorate, except as provided in these Eegula- 
tions. 

If the person applying for the permit is a subject of any 
European Power, a declaration by the competent authority of his 
Government that the arms and ammunition are destined exclusively 
for his personal defence will be accepted as a guarantee imder this 
Eegulation, and no other security shall be required. 

8. Before granting a permit for the withdrawal of any fire-arms 
or ammunition intended for exportation the Consular officer may 
require a guaravutee, with or without security, that the same are to be 
immediately exported to some place beyond the limits of the prohibited 
zone, or to some place within such zone for the service or with the 
approval of the Government having authority there. 

9. Every permit shall specify the number and description of the 
fire-arms and ammunition authorized to be withdrawn. The 
Consular officer may, in his discretion, limit the number of fire-arm^ 
and the quantities of ammunition permitted to be withdrawn at any 
one time. 

10. The Consular officer may annex conditions to any permit 
for withdrawal of fire-arms or ammunition, and in particular he 
may— 

{a^ In* the case of fire-arms or ammunition intended for export- 
ation specify the time within which the same are to be exported after 
withdrawal, and the place or places in which the same are to be 
secured in the interval. 

(ft.) In the case of fire-arms or ammunition intended for sale 
(other than arms of precision and ammunition suitable thereto) 
specify the store or depot within which the same are to be kept before 
sale, and the region or district in which they may be sold, and may 
require accounts to be delivered at fixed times of the fire-arms and 
ammunition sold and remaining in stock respectively. 

11. The storage of fire-arms and ammunition in a public ware- 
house shall be free of charge for six months after deposit. Thereafter 
a rent of 1 anna for each complete fire-arm, or each part of any 
incomplete fire-arm, and 2 annas for each packet of ammunition, will 
be payable for every month during which the same is stored. 

12. For the purpose of cleaning any fire-arms deposited in a 
public warehouse, access, at reasonable times, to be fixed by the 
Consular officer, will be given to the owner or his agent. Such 
cleaning may be done at the owner's request by the persons in charge 
of the warehouse at reasonable charges to be fixed by the Consular 
officer, with the approval of the Consul-General. 

13. A permit for withdrawal shall not be granted until all rent 
for storage and all charges for cleaning are fully paid, and where any 
such rent or charges are in arrear and unpaid for a period of six 
months, the fire-arms or ammunition may be destroyed or otherwise 
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disposed of as the Consular officer, with the approval of the Consul- 
General, may direct. 

14. Any person at the commencement of these Regulations 
possessing any fire-arms within the Protectorate shall, within such 
time as may be fixed by the Consul-Greneral by a Proclamation in 
this behalf, bring the same to a public warenouse or other place 
mentioned in the Proclamation, when the following procedure will 
be observed : — 

(a.) If the owner be a person to whom a permit to possess fire- 
arms may be given under these Regulations, the fire-arm shall be 
stamped and registered in like manner as is required in these Regu- 
lations in the case of fire-arms deposited in a public warehouse. 

(6.) If the owner be not a person to whom a permit to possess 
fire-arms may be given under these Regulations, the fire-arm will be 
retained by the Consular officer. In certain cases a small compen- 
sation, at rates to be fixed in each case by the Consular officer, with 
the approval of the Consul-General, may be granted to persons who 
bring in their fire-arms within the period fixed by the Proclamation, 
when the same are retained by the Consular officer. 

15. Any fire-arm not brought in as herein provided shall be 
deemed to be possessed in contravention of these Regulations. 

16. Arms of precision, and any ammunition suitable to or intended 
for them, shall not be sold, transferred, bought, or received within 
the Protectorate except by permission of a Consular officer in writing, 
signified by him on the note of sale or transfer or otherwise, as 
seems fit. 

17. Until orders to the contrary are issued by the Consul- 
General, no permit shall be given to any native of the Protectorate 
to buy, sell, or possess fire-arms within the limits of the Protectorate. 

18. If any person imports, exports, sells, buys, transfers, keeps, 
uses, possesses, or deals with any fire-arms or ammunition in contra- 
vention of these Regulations, he shall be guilty of an offence, and 
shall, on conviction, be liable to a fine which may extend to 1,000 
rupees or imprisonment, which may extend to twelve months, with or 
without hard labour, and all the fire-arms or ammunition in respect 
of which the offence is committed may be forfeited. 

19. It shall be lawful for any Magistrate, if satisfied by 
information vn oath that any fire-arms or ammunition are being 
unlawfully kept, conveyed, landed, or sold, in contravention of these 
Regulations, at any place, whether a building or not, or in any ship 
or vehicle, to grant a warrant to enter at any time, and, if need be, 
by force, on Sundays as well as any other days, the place, ship or 
vehicle named in such warrant, and every part thereof, and to examine 
the same, and to search for any fire-arms or ammunition unlawfully 
kept therein, and to demand from the owner, occupier, master, or 
other person in charge thereof, the production of his licence or 
authority for keeping, conveying, landing, or selling the same. 
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20. When the officer or other person exec^ing such warrant has 
reasonable cause to beKeve that anj fire-arms or ammunition found 
by him in such place, ship, or vehicle are being kept, conveyed,^ 
landed, or sold in conteavention of th^se Regulations, he may seize 
and detain the same until the Consul-General has decided whetiier 
they are liable to be forfeited or not. 

21. Any person acting under such warrant shall not be liable to 
any suit for seizing or detaining any fire-arms or ammimition, 
subject, or presimiably subject, to the provisions of these Eegulations, 

22. Fire-arms belongiiig to, or imported for the use of, the 
Government of the Protectorate are exempted .from the provisions of 
these Regulati(m8, but any person imlawf ully possessing or dealing 
with any such fire-arms or ammunition shall, nevertheless, be guilty 
of an offence against these Regulations, and be punished accordmgly. 

23. These Regulations shall come into force on such day as may 
be appointed by the Consul-General, and that date is hereinbefore 
referred to as the commencement of these Regulations.

ALCOHOLIC LIQUORS. 

1. After the first day of July, 1900, alcoholic liquors shall not 
be imported, whether by land or sea, into the Protectorate otherwise 
than in accordance with these Regulations. 

2. For the use of the non-native population only, there shall be 
, admitted a limited quantity of alcoholic liquors imported in bottles, 

packed in cases, and of a declared value, supported by invoice or 
other documentary evidence as required, of not less than 18 rupees 
per dozen reputed quarts, or 9 rupees per dozen reputed pints, and so 
in proportion if bottles of other sizes are used, or if imported in 
casks, of a declared value of not less than 5 rupees per liquid gallon, 
and bearing the brands of well-known European producers of the 
higher kinds of spirituous liquors. 

light wines of European production will not be subject to this 
minimum of value. 

With each consignment, the consignee shall give a written 
guarantee that none of the liquor shall be sold by him to any native^ 
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that is to say, any person who is not of European race or parentage ; 
and no person whether he is the possessor of a licence or not, shall 
sell any alcoholic Hquoiito any native as herein defined. 

Special exemption may be made by the Consul-General, or the 
local authorities acting under his sanction, in favour of respectable 
persons of Asiatic, but not of African, parentage. 

3. An o^ mlorem duty of 6 per cent, shall be paid on all 
alcoholic liquors imported for sale in the Protectorate. 

4. No importer of, or trader in, such liquors shall be allowed 
to introduce, for sale in the Protectorate, more tiian twenty-five cases, 
containing 12 quarts or 24 pints in each case, or in casks more than 
50 fi;aUons, within any one period of twenty-four hours. Any 
further quantiiy imported must remain in the Custom-house, from 
which it may be withdrawn in such a manner as not to leave with 
the withdrawer more than 60 cases, or 100 gallons in casks, at any 
one time. 

A certificate must, if required, be furnished m to the quantity 
of alcoholic liquor in his store by any person applying for permission 
to withdraw liquor from the Custom-house. 

5. Except with the special permission of the Consul-General, 
or the local authorities acting under his sanction, not more than 
125 cases, or 300 gallons, shall be withdrawn by any firm or 
individual in any one period of six months. 

6. All alcoholic liquors imported into the Protectorate shall be 
imported at the ports of Zeyla, Berbera, and Bulbar, and at no other 
place, except with the express permission of the Consul-General. 

7. The manufacture of distilled liquor within the limits of the 
Protectorate is prohibited. 

8. No alcoholic liquors may be sold in the Protectorate without 
a licence. 

A limited number of licences may be issued by the Consul- 
General, or Consular oflBcers acting under his authority, for the 
retail sale of alcoholic liquors under these Eegulations. 

The licence will entitle the holder to sell alcoholic liquors, 
subject to the conditions of these Eegulations, and to sell the same, by 
retail, to be drunk either on or off the premises, between the hours of 
6 A.M. and 8 p.m. 

The above mentioned hours may be extended, on particular 
occasions only, by special permission on application of the licensee. 

Each licence shall be valid for one year from the date of its issue. 

A fee of 50 rupees will be charged for each retail sale licence. 

9. Alcoholic liquors imported into the Protectorate for transit to 
Harrar may, with the sanction of the Cousul-General, be introduced 
on payment of an import duty of 2 per cent, ad valorem, but subject 
to the following conditions : — 

On payment of the import duty, a transit licence will be issued 
by the Consular oflSicer at Zeylti, without fee, authorising the 
licensee to transport to Harrar the alcoholic liquors, of which full 
particulars shall be stated in the licence.

The cases or other receptaoles oontaining the liquor shedl be 
sealed or otherwise securely fastened by the Consular officer, or under 
his direction. 

If at any time during the transit the cases or receptacles are 
found to have been opened, or if any of the alcoholic liquor is found 
to have been abstracted, the licensee (unless he proves to the 
satisfaction of the Court that the opening of the cases, or abstraction 
of the liquor, was due to accident or to some cause for which he is 
not responsible) shall be liable to the same penalties hereinafter 
mentioned as if he had sold alcoholic liquor without a licence. 

10. Any person who distils liquor, or who imports or sells 
alcoholic liquor in breach of these Eegulations, shall be guilty of an 
offence, and, on conviction, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
1,000 rupees, and any liquor in respect of which the offence was com- 
mitted shall be forfeited ; and if the offender is the holder of a licence 
for the sale of alcoholic liquor, his licence shall liable to forfeiture. 

11. Any person who makes a false declaration in regard to the 
value and description of liquors imported under these Kegulations^ 
shall, on conviction, be liable to a fine not exceeding 500 rupees.

PLAGUE. 

Part I. 

Article 1. In these Eegidations : — 

The term " ship " includes every vessel or boat, bungalow, or 
other native craft. 

The term " master " used in relation to a ship includes the officer 
or person for the time being in charge or command af the ship, and 
includes a pilot. 

The term " health officer " includes any duly qualified medical 
practitioner appointed or employed to act in the execution of these 
Eegulations, under the orders of Her Majesty's Consul-Q-eneral. 

The 'term " Harbour master " includes any person acting for or 
on behalf of the Harbour ipaster. 

The tewn "healthy ship " means any ship which, though 
coming from an infected port, has had no death from or case of plague 
on board, either before departure, during the voyage, or on arrival. 

The term " infected ship " means any ship with a case of plague on 
board, or on board which there has been a case of plague within twelve 
days. The term " suspected ship " means any ship on which there 
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has been duiing the voyage, or during the stay of such ship in the 
port of departure, a case of plague, but on board which there has been 
ho such case within twelve days : Provided that any ship to which a 
person has been transhipped from an infected or suspected ship shall, 
by reason thereof, be deemed to be infected or suspected, as the case 
may be, the period of twelve days being for this purpose reckoned 
from the date of the last case of plague on board the ship from 
which the said person is so transhipped. 

The term " sanitary station means any place or places ap- 
pointed or prescribed by the Consul-General as a sanitary station or 
stations for the purposes of these Eegulations. 

The term " observation " means isolation either on board ship or 
at a sanitary station. 

Art. 2. Where these Eegulations provide that a person may be 
permitted to proceed to his place of destination subject to surveillance 
such permission shall be granted upon the following conditions : — 

{a.) He must satisfy the Medical OflScer of Health as to his 
name, intended place of destination, and his address at such placid. 

(b.) He must agree to submit himself, and must submit nimself, 
to medical supervision at that place during the prescribed period. 

(<?.) The place must — in the opinion of the Medical Officer of 
Health — be conveniently situated for the medical supervision. 

Part II. — Arrival of Ships, 

Art. 3. An infected or a suspected ship, or a ship arriviilg from an 
infected port, shall not communicate with any ship nor with any port 
or place in the Protectorate, except Zeyla or Berbera, unless it has 
received pratique at one of the two ports aforesaid, or at the port of 
Aden, Aden being at the time a clean port. 

Art. 4. The master of any such ship shall, on arriving at a port in 
the Protectorate, and before entering the harbour, if by day, hoist a 
yellow flag, and indicate by signal the port from which such ship has 
come, or, if by night, exhibit two red lights,. one above the other at 
the main. 

The said flag and signal shall be hoisted and kept hoisted, and 
the said lights shall be exhibited and kept exhibited by day and 
night respectively until permission is given to remove them. 

The said flaff and lights are in these Eegulations referred to as 
" plague signals. ' 

Art. 5. The master shall bring his ship to anchor in the position 
indicated by the Health Officer or Harbour-master, and shall not, 
except as in hereinafter provided, allow any communication, except 
orally or by signal, with the shore, or with any other ship or boat, 
except the pilot's, Health Officer's, or Harbour-master's boat. If a 
pilot is taken on board, he shall proceed straight to the bridge. 

Art. 6. The Medical Officer of Health, having been informed by 
the Harbour-master of the arrival of the ship, shall, as soon as possible, 
visit the ship, and make such enquiries and inspection as he thinks 
necessary for determining whether the ship is an infected, a suspected. 
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or a healthy ship, and for this purpose may require a declaration in 
writing from the medical officer of the ship^ or the master, or both, 
with respect to any material facts within their knowledge. If he is 
satisfied that the ship is either an infected or a suspected diip, he shall 
forthwith give a certificate to that effect in duplicate, and shall give 
one copy to the master and retain the other. 

Part III. — Infected Skips, 

Art. 7. Every infected ship shall be directed to take up her 
position at the Sanitary station, and such ships shall remain there 
until the requirements in force at that station have been duly fulfilled. 
Provided that, should the Health Officer consider, either on account 
of there being no oases on board, and of the ship having on board a 
duly qualified medical officer, and a disinfecting stove, or for such 
other reason as he may consider sufficient, that it is not necessary for 
the ship to proceed to the Sanitary station, he shall certify such 
opinion in writing, and the ship so certified shall take up any other 
position that may be appointed by the Health Oflicer, and in such 
case the provisions of this Part shall, so far as the Health Officer may 
direct, apply in like manner as if the position so appointed were a 
Sanitary station. \ 

Art. 8. On arrival at the Sanitary station the sick shall be immedi- 
ately disembarked and isolated under the orders of the Health 
Officer, and no person so isolated shall leave such place of isolation 
until the Health Officer shall have certified that such person is free 
from plague. 

Art. 9. The other persons on board, except such members of the 
crew as are required for the care of the ship, shall also be disembarked, 
and, when necessary, kept under observation at the Sanitary station 
for a period varying according to the sanitary condition of the ship 
and the date of the last case. Such period must not exceed ten days 
from the date of the last case, whether thai^ occurred on board ship or 
during the period of observation on shore. It is also in the discretion 
of the Health Officer to allow any such persons to proceed to their 
respective places of destination, subject to surveillance, for a period 
not exceeding in any case ten days from the arrival of the ship. 

Art. 10. The master shall disinfect or destroy any clothing and 
bedding and other articles of personal use on board which are likely 
to retain infection, and shall cleanse and disinfect any part of the 
ship likely to retain infection, and if the master shall have neglected 
to do so before the ship arrives in port, the Health Officer shall direct 
or cause the same^ to be disinfected, destroyed, or cleansed, as the 
case may require. 

Art. 11. The bilge water shall be pumped out after disinfection, 
and a wholesome supply of drinking water shall be stored on board. 

Art.. 12. When the Eegulations in this Part, so far as they 
relate to any ship, have been fully complied with, the Health 
Officer shall, by an order in writing under his hand, to be delivered 
to the master permit the plague signals to be removed and grant 
pratique. 
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Part IV. — Suspected Ships, 

Art. 13. Articles 7, 10, and 11 shall apply to suspected ships in 
like manner as they apply to infected ships. 

Art. 14. Every passenger and member of the crew may be sub- 
jected to surveillance for a period not exceeding in any case ten days 
from the date of the arrival of the ship. 

Art. 15. When the Regulations in this Part, so far as they 
relate to any ship, have been fully complied with, the Health Officer 
shall, by an order in writing under his hand, to be delivered to the 
master, permit the plague signals to be removed and grant pratique. 

Part V. — Healthy Ships. 

Art. 16. Every ship which arrives from an infected port, or is 
otherwise likely to be carmng infection, although she be declared 
healthy within the meamng of these Regulations, may, at the 
discretion of the Health Officer, be subjected to the measures pre- 
scribed in Article 10 (so far as relates to clothing, bedding, and 
articles of personal use) and Article 11. 

Art. 17. Every passenger and member of the crew of such a ship 
as last mentioned may be subjected to surveillance for a period not 
exceeding ten days from the date on which the ship left the port of 
departure. 

Art. 18. When the Regulations in this Part, so far as they relate 
to any ship, have been fully complied with, the Health Officer shall, 
by an order in writing under his hand, to be delivered to the master, 
permit the plague signals to be removed and grant pratique. 

Part VI. — Miscellaneom. 

Art. 19. The Health Officer, for the purpose of exercising any 
of the duties imposed upon him under these Regulations, may 
medically examine any and every person on board any ship arriving 
at any port of the Protectorate. 

Art. 20. Where a ship is certified, within the meaning of these 
Regulations, to be healthy, but has passengers on board who are in a 
filthy or otherwise unwholesome condition, or is overcrowded with 
passengers, emigrants, or otherwise, the Health Officer may, if in his 
opinion it is desirable, with a view to checking the introduction or 
spread of plague, and on his certifying to that effect, order such ship 
to proceed to the sanitary station or to such place as he may direct, 
and may detain under observation or surveillance the passengers and 
crew for such period, not exceeding ten days from the arrival of the 
ship, as he may direct. 

Art. 21. The Health Officer shall in the case of every such ship 
give directions and take such steps as to cleansing and* disinfection as 
may appear to him to be necessary. 

Art. 22. The master of any ship, or any other person, shall 
answer truly, and, if required, in writing and on oath, all questions 
put to him by and give all such information to any officer appointed 
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for that purpose by Her Majesty^s Consid^eiieral as may be 
necessary for any purposes of these Regulations. 

Art. 23. Any ship which uses a port of the Protectorate as a port 
of call merely may, instead of submitting to these Eegulations, at the 
choice of the master, remain at such anchorage as may be appointed 
by the Harbour-master during its stay in port. Such ship shall only 
have such communication with the shore as may be authorized by the 
Health Officer. 

Art. 24. Any person on board any ship arriving at a port of the 
Protectorate who is ascertained by the Health Officer to be suffering 
from any illness which such officer suspects may prove to be plague 
may either be detained on board the ship or be taken to some hospital 
or other suitable place appointed for that purpose by the authority, 
and detained there for a period not exceeding three days in the case 
of a ship carrying a Medical Officer, and not exceeding five days in 
the case of a ship not so provided, in order that it may be ascertained 
whether the illness is or is not plague. 

Art. 25: Where any person is found to be suffering from plague, 
he shall immediately be as far as possible isolated, and shall not be 
removed from one place to another except by order and under the 
direction of the Health Officer, and shall not depart from the place 
where he is, until the Health Officer certifies that he is free from 
plague. 

Art. 26. Nothing in these Regulations shall render liable to 
detention, disinfection, or destruction any article being part of any 
mails (other than a parcel mail) conveyed under the authority of the 
Postal Administration of any Government, or shall prejudicially affect 
the delivery in due course of any such mail (other thaii a parcel mail) 
to the post office. 

Art. 27. The introduction into any port of the Protectorate, as 
merchandize, of clothing, sacks, and bedding which have been used, 
whether the same are imported from any infected port or come from 
any infected place, is prohibited. 

Art. 28. Her Majesty's Consul-General may, by public notifica- 
tion, prohibit the introduction, from any specified infected region, of 
hides or skins which have not been cured by arsenical preparations or 
dry salted, or require any such hides or skins, on intK)duction from 
any specified infected region, to be disinfected by such means as may 
be prescribed by the notification. The reasonable costs of the dis- 
infection shall be paid by the importer or consignee, and in case of 
non-payment the goods may be disposed of in such manner as the 
Consul-General may direct or approve. 

Art. 29. Merchandize from infected ports shall be disembarked 
under such precautions, other than disinfection, as the Officer appoint- 
ed by Her Majesty's Oonsul-General may direct, to prevent ihe 
introduction of rats, &c., which may be infected. 

Art. 30. Nothing in these Regulations shall affect the execution 
of any powers with respect to the prevention of any diseases other 
than plague. 
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Art. 31. These EegulationB may be died as '^The Somaliland 
Plague Eegulations, 1900."

EECEUITING OF EMIGEANTS. 

Whereas it is desirable to make better provision for the protection 
of emigrant^, the following Eegidations are issued : — 

1. These Eegulations may be cited as " The Somaliland 
Emigrant Eegulations, 1900." 

2. No person shall be- allowed to recruit emigrants, or to enter 
into any contract or Agreement with any native of the Protectorate 
to leave the Protectorate for the* purpose of obtaining employment 
elsewhere, without the previous sanction of the Oonsul-General. 

3. In oases where such sanction is accorded, each emigrant shall 
be registered in the office of the Consul at ZeyLa or the "^ace-Oonsul 
at Berbera, as the case may be. 

4. The entries in the register shall contain all necessary 
particulars as to the intending emigrant and his dependents, the 
nature of the Agreement to be entered into, and the period for which 
it will remain in force. 

5. The terms of the Agreement will then be explained to the in- 
tending emigrant, and due caref will be taken that he understands them. 

6. If the intending emigrant is then willing, the Agreement will 
be executed in triplicate, and will be attested by the signature of the 
Consul or Vioe-Consul. 

7. For each emigrant registered, the following fee will be 
charged : — 

Bupees. 
If the period of employment is for a period not exceeding 

two months « 2 

For a period not exceeding six months 3 

For a period not exceeding one year 5 

For a period not exceeding two years 10 

The recruiter of emigrants, or person entering into an Agreement 
with natives of the Protectorate to leave the Protectorate for the 
purpose of obtaining employment elsewhere, may further be required 
to furnish security in the sum of 60 rupees for each emigrant or 
native leaving the Protectorate as aforesaid, or may be required to 
deposit the amount in cash, at the discretion of the Consul-U^eneral. 

8. These Eegulations shall come into force immediately.

1 Erom and after the date of these Eegulations, a duty at the 
rate of 2 rupees the gallon at 60 degrees centigrade shall be paid on 
all alcoholic liquors imported for sale or consumption in the 
Protectorate. 

2. The said duty shall be augmented proportionally for each 
degree above 50 degrees centigrade, and shall be diminished 
proportionally for each degree below 50 degrees centigrade.

No. 3 of 1901. 

Preservation of Game. 

1. IN these Eegulations — 

" Hunt, kill, or capture " means himting, killing, or capturing 
by any method, and includes every attempt to kill or capture. 

" Hunting " includes molesting. 

" Game " means any animal mentioned in any of the Schedules. 

" Public OflBcer " means a European officer in the public service 
of the Somaliland Protectorate, or an officer of one of His Majesty's 
ships visiting the coast. 

" Native " means any native of Africa not being of European or 
American race or parentage. 

" Settler " means a person for the time being resident in the 
Protectorate not being a public officer or a native. 

" Sportsman'* means a person who visits the Protectorate wholly or 
partly for sporting purposes, not being a public officer, settler or native. 

" Consular Officer " means the Principal Consular Officer in 
charge of a district of the Protectorate. 

" Schedule " and " Schedules " refer to the Schedules annexed 
to these Eegulations. 

General Provisions, 

2. No person, unless he is authorized by a special licence in that 
behalf, shall hunt, kill, or capture any of the animals mentioned in 
the First Schedule. 

3. No person, unless he is authorized by a special Kcenoe under 
these Eegulations, shall hunt, kill, or capture any animal of the kinds 
mentioned in the Second Schedule if the animal be — 

(a.) immature; or 

(b.) A female accompanied by its young. 

4. No person, unless he is authorized imder these Eegulations, 
shall, hunt, kill, or capture any animal mentioned in the Third 
Schedule. 

5. The Consul-General may, if he thinks fit, by Proclamation, 
declare that the name of any species, variety, or sex of animal, 
whether beast or bird, not mentioned in any Schedule hereto, shall be 
added to a particular Sohedide, or that the name of any species or 
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variety of animal mentioned or included in one Schedule shall be 
transferred to another Schedule, and, if he thinks fit, apply suoh 
declaration to the whole of the Protectorate or restrict it to any 
district or districts in which he thinks it expedient that the animal 
should be protected. 

6. No person shall within the Protectorate sell, or purchase, or 
offer, .or expose for sale any ostrich eggs or any head, horns, skin, or 
flesh of any animal mentioned in any of the Schedules, unless the 
ostrich or animal has been kept in a domesticated state ; and no 
person shall knowingly store, pack, convey, or export any part of any 
animal which he has reason to believe has been killed or captured in 
contravention of these Eegulations. 

7. If any person is found to be in possession of any elephant's 
tusk weighing less than 11 lbs., or any ivory being, in the opinion of 
the Court, part of an elephant's tusk which would have weighed less 
than 11 lbs., he shall be guilty of an offence against these Eegula- 
tions, and the tusk or ivory shall be forfeited imless he proves that 
the tusk or ivory was not obtained in breach of these Eegulations. 

8. Whereat appears to the Consul-General that any method 
used for killing pr capturing animals is unduly destructive, he may, 
by Proclamation, prombit such method or prescribe the conditions 
under which any method may be used ; and if any pe^n uses any 
method so prohibited, or uses any method otherwise than ficcording 
to the conditions so prescribed, he shall be liable to the same 
penalties as for a breach of these Eegulations. 

9.. Save as provided by these Eegulations, or by any Proclama- 
tion under these Eegulations, any person may hunt, kill, or capture 
any animal not mentioned in any of the Schedules. 

Oame Reserves, 

10. The areas described in the Fifth Schedule hereto are hereby 
declared to be game reserves. 

The Consid-General, with the approval of the Secretary of State, 
may, by Proclamation, declare any other portion of the Protectorate 
to be a game reserve, and may defitie or alter the limits of any game 
reserve, and these Eegulations shall apply to every such game reserve. 

Save as provided in these Eegulations, or by any such Proclama- 
tion, any person who, unless he is authorized by a special licence, 
hunts, kills, or captures any animal whatever in a game reserve, or is 
found within a game reserve under circumstances showing that he 
was unlawfully in pursuit of any animal, shall be guilty of a breach 
of these Eegulations. 

Licences to EuropeanSj 8fc. 

11. The following licences may be granted by the Consul* 
General or any Consular officer or such person or persons as may be 
authorized by the Consul-General, that is to say . — 

(1.) A sportsman's licence ; 

(2.) A public officer's licence ; and 

(3.) A settier's licence. 
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The following fees shall be payable for licences, that is to say, 
for a sportsman's licence, 500 rupees, and for a public officer's or 
a settler's licence, 100 rupees. 

Every licence shall be in force for one year only from the date 
of issue. 

Provided that a public officer's licence may be granted for a 
single period of 14 consecutive days in one year on payment of a fee 
of 30 rupees. 

Every licence shall bear in full the name of the person to whom 
it is granted, the date of issue, the period of its duration, and the 
signature of the Consul-General, Consular officer or other person 
authorized to grant licences. 

The applicant for a licence may be required to give security by 
bond or deposit, not exceeding 2,000 rupees, for his compliance witib. 
these Eegulations, and with the additional conditions (if any) 
contained in tis licence. 

A licence is not transferable. 

Every licence must be produced when called for by any officer 
of the Protectorate Government. 

In granting licences under these Eegulations a Consular officer 
or any person authorized to grant licences shall observe any general 
or pfiu:ticular instructions of the Consul-General. 

12, A sportsman's licence and a public officer's licence respec- 
tively authorize the holder to hunt, kill, or capture animals of any of 
the species mentioned in the Third Schedule, but unless the licence 
otherwise provides, not more than the number of each species fixed 
by the second column of that Schedule. 

The holder of a sportsman's or public officer's licence granted 
under these Eegulations may by the licence be authorised to kill or 
capture additional animals of any such species on payment of such 
additional fees as may be prescribed by the Consul-General. 

13. A settler's licence authorises the holder to hunt, kill, or 
capture animals of the species and to the number mentioned in the 
Eourth Schedule only. 

14, A public officer's licence shall not be granted except to a 
public officer, save that the Consul-General may issue a limited 
number of public officer's licences to military officers of the Aden 
Garrison. A settler's licence shall not be granted except to a settler, 
but a sportsman's licence may be granted to a settler. 

15. "Where it appears proper to the Consul-General for scientific 
or administrative reasons, he may grant a special L'cence to any 
person, not being a native, to kill or capture animals of any one or 
more species mentioned in any of the Schedules, or to kill, hunt or 
capture in a game reserve specified beasts or birds of prey, or other 
animals whose presence is detrimental to the purposes of the game 
reserve or in particular cases, to kill or capture, as the case may be, in 
a game reserve, an animal or animals of any one or more species 
mentioned in the Schedules. 

A special licence shall be subject to such conditions as to fees 
and security (if any), number, sex, and age of specimens, district and 
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season for hunting, and other matters as the Gonsol-General may 
presoiibe. 

When the Consular officer, or other European officer of the 
Protectorate Government, in a district comprising a game reserve, 
is the holder of a public officer's licence, the Consul-Gteneral may 
grant a special licence authorising the officer to hunt, kill, or capture, 
in the game reserve, such animaLi, as may be allowed by his public 
officer's licence. 

Save as aforesaid, the holder of a special licence shall be subject 
to the general provisions of these Regulations, and to the provisions 
relating to holders of licences. 

16. Every licence-holder shall keep a register of the ammalB 
killed or captured by him in the form specified in the Seventh 
Schedule. 

The register shall be submitted as often as convenient, but not 
less frequently than once in three months, to the nearest Consular 
officer, who shall countersign the entries up to date. 

Any person authorized to grant licences may at any time call 
upon any licence-holder to produce his register for inspection. 

Every person holding a sportsman's licence shall likewise before 
leaving tjie I^rotectorate submit his register to the Consular officer of 
the port from which he embarks. 

If any holder of a licence fails to keep his register truly he shall 
be guilty of an offence against these Begulations. 

17. The Consul-General may revoke any licence when he is 
satisfied that the holder has been guilty of a breach of these Regula- 
tions or of his licence, or has conmved with any other person in any 
such breach, or that in any matters in relation thereto he has acted 
otherwise than in good faith. 

18. The Consul-General may at his discretion direct that a 
licence under these Regulations shall be refused to any applicant. 

19. Any person whose licence has been lost or destroyed may 
obtain a fresh licence for the remainder of his term on payment of 
a fee not exceeding one-fifth of the fee paid for the licence so lost or 
destroyed. 

20. No licence granted under these Regulations shall entitle 
the holder to hunt, kill, or capture any animal, or to trespass upon 
private property without the consent of the owner or occupier. 

21. Any person who, after having killed or captured animals to 
the number and of the species authorized by his licence, proceeds to 
hunt, kill, or capture any animals which he is not authorized to kill 
or capture, shall be guilty of a breach of these Regulations, and 
puniwiable accordingly. 

22. Persons in the employment of holders of licences, may, 
without licence, assist such holders of licences in hunting animals, 
but shall not use fire-arms. 

In any case of a breach of these Regulations, the licence of 
every licence-holder concerned in the breach shall be liable to 
forfeiture, and such licence-holder shall be guilty of an offence. 
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23. The Gonsul-General oi any person authorized hj him in 
that behalf may, at his discretion, require any person importing fire- 
arms or ammunition that maybe used by such person for the purpose 
of kilh'ng game or other animals to take out a lioenoe imdar ^ese 
Begulations, and may refuse to allow the fire-arms or ammunition 
to be taken from the public warehouse until such licence is taken 
out. Save, as aforesaid, nothing in these Eegulations shall effect 
the provisions of " The Somaliland Fire-Arms Regulations, 1900." , 

Restrictiom on Killing Qame by Natives. 

24. Except as regards the animals mentioned in Schedule 1, 
and larger and lesser kudu, the killing of which by natives will be 
prohibited, the provisions of these Eegulations as to the killing of 
animals other than in the reserve will not for the present be applied 
to the inland tribes who have hitherto been accustomed to depend 
on the flesh of wild animals for their subsistence. 

Legal Procedure, 

25. Where any public officer of the Somaliland Protectorate 
thinks it expedient for the purposes of verifying the register of a 
licence-holder, or suspects that any person has been guilty of a 
breach of these Eegulations, b© inay inspect and search, or authorize 
any subordinate officer to inspect and search, any baggage, packages, 
wagons, tents, building, or caravan belonging to or under the 
control of such person or his agent ; and if the officer finds any 
heads, tusks, skins, or other remams of animals appearing to have 
been killed, or any live animals appearing to have been captured, in 
contravention of tiiese Eegulations, he shall seize and take the same 
before a Magistrate to be dealt with according to law. 

26. Any person who hunts, kills, or captures any animal in 
contravention of these Eegulations, or otherwise commits any breach 
of these Eegulations, shall, on conviction, be liable to a fine which 
may extend to 1,000 rupees^ and, where the offence relates to more 
animals than two, to a fine in respect of each animal which may 
extend to 500 rupees, and in either case to imprisonment whicn 
may extend to two months, with or without a fine. 

In all cases of conviction, any heads, horns, tusks, skins, or other 
remains of animals found in the possession of the offender or his 
agent, and all live animals captured in contravention of these 
Eegulations, shall be liable to forfeiture. 

If the person convicted is the holder of a licence, his licence 
may be revoked by the Court. 

27. Where in any proceeding under these Eegulations any fine 
is imposed, the Court may award any sum or sums not exceeding 
half the total fine to any informer or iniormers. 

Repealy 8fc. 

28. All previous Eegulations as to the killing of game in the 
Protectorate are hereby repealed. 

29. The forms of licences appearing in the Schedule hereto, 
with such modifications as circumstances require, may be used. 
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30. These Eegulations may be cited as '^ The Somaliland Qame 
RegulationB, 1901/'

King's Regulations under Article 32 of "The Somaliland 
Order in Council, 1899." 



No. 4 of 1901. 

Port of Berhera. 

1. For the purposes of these Regulations — 

la.) The " port of Berbera " includes all the waters lying 
between the spit to the north, the town of Berbera on the east, the 
mailand to the south, and a line drawn from the beacon, on the 
western extremity of the spit, to the lighthouse on the west.^ 

(b.) The words " inner harbour " mean and include all that space 
in the port of Berbera to the eastward of and within a line drawn from 
the west side of the military zariba to Shaikh Jabarti. 

(c.) The words " outer harbour " mean and include all the space 
other than the inner harbour within the limits of the port of Berbera. 

(d,) The term " ship " includes every vessel, or boat, bungalow, 
or other native craft. 
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{a,) Entering or Leaving the port, 

2. Ships may enter or leave the harbour at any hour, with the 
exception of native craft from the Persian Gulf, which shall not be 
allowed to leave the harbour between sunset and sunrise. 

3. Every ship when entering or leaving the port between 
sunrise and sunset, shall fly her national flag, and, when entering the 
port, shall show her number. 

4. Every ship arriving from a port which has been declared 
infected shall hoist a yellow flag ; or, if entering the port at night, 
shall exhibit two red lights, one above the other, at the main. 

It shall await the arrival of the Health Officer, who will decide 
whether the ship is an infected, or suspected, or a healthy ship. 

5. No boats shall go alongside a ship on arrival until such ship 
has been boarded by the Medical Officer, a Port Officer, or their 
representatives, and pratique granted. 

(ft.) AnchmHng and Mooring^ 

6. All ships within the limits of the port of Berbera shall be 
bound to take up such berths as may be appointed for them by the 
port authorities and shall change their berths, or remove, when 
required by the same authorities. 

7. Steamers may, however, on arrival, anchor in any part of the 
harbour, provided they do not take up such a position as would 
interfere with the free passage of vessels entering and leaving the 
port, and shift their berths when required to do so by the port 
Authorities. 

8. All native craft shall take up their berths opposite Customs 
Pier, and at a distance of at least 60 yards from it. 

9. All native craft receiving port clearance and anchoring in the 
outer harbour overnight previous to proceeding on their voyage, shall, 
after sunset, hoist a light at the masthead. They shall not anchor 
in the fairv\'ay of the channel, or in such a position as would, in the 
opinion of the port authorities, interfere with vessels entering or 
leaving the port. 

(c.) Ships taking in or discharging Cargo, Passengers^ 8f€. 

10. No steamer shall take in or discharge, except at its anchorage, 
any passengers or cargo other than such as is provided for imder 
Regulation 12. 

11. No native craft shall take in or discharge passengers or cargo 
other than as provided for in Eegulation 12, except at their berths 
opposite the Customs pier, or alongside the said pier. 

12. Ships may lie alongside the Shaab pier for the purpose of 
landing or embarking European passengers and their personal

^^gag©» Government stores, and goods consigned to or by Govern- 
ment officials ; or for taking in or discharging live-stock, or for taking- 
water. Any such ship must not come alongside before sunrise, or 
remain alongside after sunset ; and must not come alongside for any 
of the said purposes until it is ready to accomplish that purpose, and 
shall cast ojff and clear away as soon as its purpose has been 
performed. 

(d.) Passenger Boats, 

13. No boat which shall not have been duly licensed and registered 
shall ply as a passenger boat within the port of Berbera. 

14. Passenger boat licences shall be issued by the Vice-Consul. 
They shall remain in force up to the 31st December of each year, and 
a licence fee of 1 rupee shall be charged on each passenger boat. 

Passenger boat licences shall be in the form appearing in 
Schedule I. annexed to these Regulations, and in respect of passengers 
employing such boats, and their baggage, fares and rates not exceed- 
ing those appearing in that Schedule may be taken. 

A monthly tax of 1 rupee shall be levied on each licensed • 
passenger boat. 

15. No passenger boat shall carry a greater number of passengers 
than that allowed by its licence, and any persons forcing their way 
into the boat after such number is reached must be ejected, if neces- 
sary by force, before the boat proceeds on its journey. AU such 
persons shall also be liable to the penalties for breaches of these 
Eegulations. 

16. No passenger boats shall carry more than 336 lbs. of luggage 
with its full complement of passengers, nor more than 112 lbs. in lieu 
of any or each one of the number of passengers falling below the full 
complement. 

17* Passenger boats shall land passengers at the following places 
•only, and at no other place without special permission : — 

(1.) Shaab Pier. 

(2.) Bunder Jadid Pier. ^ 

^3.) Landing-steps opposite Custom-house. 

(4.) Landing-steps opposite Mahomed Hindi^s house. 

(<?.) Cargo Boats. 

18. No boat which shall not have been duly licensed and 
registered shall ply as a cargo boat for the landing and shipping of 
merchandize within the limits of the port. 

Cargo boat licences shall be issued by the Yice-Consul. 

19. Licences granted to cargo boats under these Eules shall 
remain in force up to the 31st December of each year, and a licence 
fee of 1 rupee shall be charged on each boat. Licences shall be in 
the form appearing in Schedule 11. annexed to these Eegulations, or 
to the like efEect. 
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A monthly tax of 2 rupees shall be levied on each licensed carga 
boat. 

20. No licence shall be given to boats which are not seaworthy 
and well found. 

21. No cargo boat shall carry cargo in excess of the quantity 
determined and certified in the licence by the licenfcing officer. 

22. Each cargo boat shall have the number of its licence painted 
on the stem. 

23. AU licences for boats shall be produced when demanded, and 
shall be in the boat in the custody of the " nakhuda " or crew of the 
boat for the time being. 

24. The licences may be cancelled or suspended if the boats for 
which they have been issued are concerned in a breach of the 
Customs or other law or rules. 

25. licensed cargo boats are at liberty to leave the port as 
coasters on settlement of port dues, 

(f.) Port Dues. 

26. Sea-going ships of the burden of 10 tons and upwards 
entering the port, and discharging or taking in cargo or passengers, 
shall be charged a port due of 1 anna per ton. 

27. Sea-going ships of the burden of 10 tons and upwards 
entering the port, but not discharging or taking in cargo or passen- 
gers, shall be charged a port due of 2 annas per 100 tons or part of 
100 tons. 

28. No stone or sand shall be removed from any part of the 
shore within the limits of the port without permission from the port 
authorities. 

29. No rubbish or sand brought as ballast shall be deposited on 
the beach or in the harbour. 

30. Any person who commits any breach of these Eegulations 
shall, on conviction, be liable to imprisonment of either kind, which 
may extend to two months, or to fine not exceeding 1,000 rupees. 

31. The responsibility for a breach of these Eegulations with 
respect to a ship or boat shall rest with the master, nakhuda, or other 
person for the time being in charge thereof, unless he proves that he 
did all that was reasonably necessary to prevent such breach ; but this 
Regulation shall not be construed to exonerate any other person.

King's Regulations under Article 32 of "The Somaliland 
Order in Council, 1899." 



No. 5 of 1901. 



Native Labour Regulations, 

1. In these Regulations — 

" Labourer " means a person employed for hire in agricultural, 
mining, or pastoral labour. 

" Porter " means a person employed for hire to carry burdens or 
to drive beasts of burden on a journey. 

" Servant " means a person employed for hire to perfdrm domestic 
or personal service. 

" Conduct-money " means money given to a labourer or porter 
to enable him to return to his home. 

** Port of exit " means Zeyla or Berbera, or any appointed station 
at or near the frontier of the Protectorate. 

2. ThbSe Regulations apply only to labourers, porters, and 
servants who are natives of Africa, and are not of European race 
or oriorin. 
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Part I. — General 

3. Every employer of labourers who are housed on the employer's 
premises shall cause such labourers to be properly housed and fed, and 
shall observe all reasonable directions which may be given by a 
Magistrate of the district in respect of housing and feeding such 
labourers, and in respect of sanitary arrangements. 

4. Every employer of porters and servants shall cause such 
porters and servants to be properly clothed and fed. 

6. Every employer of labourers, porters, or servants shall provide 
them with proper medicine, and also, if procurable, medical attendance 
during illness, and any employer failing so to provide shall, in addi- 
tion to his liability for breach of this Eegulation, be liable to pay any 
expenses incurred by a Magistrate in providing such medicines or 
medical assistance. 

6. These Eegulations do not apply to porters performing a 
journey otherwise than under the supervision of the employer or his 
agent, except that the employer shall be bound to see that any such 
porter is properly equipped for his journey. 

7. If a labourer, porter, or servant dies during service the 
employer or his agent shall give immediate notice thereof to the 
nearest Magistrate, together with a medical certificate (if procurable) 
of the cause of death. The employer or his agent shall pay to the 
Magistrate all wages due and deliver all property belonging to the 
deceased person for transmission to the personal representatives, to be 
distributed in accordance with native law or custom. 

8. Any person engaging or emplojdng a labourer, porter, or 
servant who is then engaged to another employer shall be guilty of 
an offence Tinless he proves that he had good reason to believe that 
the labourer, porter, or servant was not Tinder a subsisting 
engagement. 

Part II. — Engagement tvithiny for employment without ^ 
the Protectorate, 

9. A labourer, porter, or servant shall not be engaged or taken 
to be employed in labour in any place outside the Protectorate except 
under the following conditions : — 

10. Any employer may apply to the Consul-General for a permit 
authorizing him to engage native labourers, porters, or servants for 
service without the Protectorate. 

11. In the application shall be stated the place to which it is 
proposed to take the labourers, porters, or servants,. the nature of the 
service, the rates of pay, the period of the service, and the number of 
persons proposed to be engaged, and the districts from which it is 
desired to procure them. The Consul-General may, in his discretion,, 
either grant or refuse the permit. 

12. Before granting a permit, the Consul-General may require 
the employer to deposit a sum not exceeding the total wages of the 
total number of labourers, porters, and servants for the proposed period 
of service. 
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13. Labourers, porters, or servants shall not be engaged for 
service without the Protectorate except on the terms of an agreement 
of service. 

14. Every agreement of service shall be in respect of a single 
labourer, porter, or [servant for a period to be mentioned in the 
agreement, and for a specified rate of wages, and shall contain a 
promise by the employer that, at the termination of the service, the 
employer will pay to the labourer, porter, or servant the sum 
mentioned in the agreement by way of conduct-money for the purpose 
of enabling the labourer, porter, or servant to return to his home. 
Every such, agreement shall be in duplicate in the Form (A) in the 
Schedule hereto, or in such other form as the Consul-Greneral may 
prescribe in lieu of that form. A fee, to be denoted by a stamp or 
stamps, shall be payable on every agreement in accordance with the 
following scale : — 

Eupees. 
If the period of employment is for a period not exceeding two months 2 

For a period not exceeding six months 3 

For a period not exceeding one year 5 

For a period not exceeding two years 10 

15. The agreement shall be executed by the employer or his 
agent, and the labourer, porter, or servant, in the presence of a 
Magistrate, who shall approve and sign the same and himself keep 
one copy of the agreement. 

16. The rates of conduct-money shall be as follows : Where the 
distance between the place of employment and the home of the 
labourer, porter, or servant does not exceed 100 miles, the sum of 
2 rupees ; where such distance exceeds 100 miles, an additional sum 
of 1 rupee ; 8 for every 100 miles or fraction thereof. Where the 
labourer, porter, dr servant is employed over sea, the employer shall 
be bound to pay his passage to a port of the Protectorate, and the 
conduct-money shall be reckoned from that port. 

17. The Magistrate shall not approve of any agreement unless 
the employer produces the permit of the Oonsul-General and unless 
he is satisfied that the labourer, porter, or servant fully understands 
the nature of the service, the distance to be travelled, and such other 
particulars of the service as seem proper to be understood. 

18. The bond to be entered into by an employer shall bind the 
employer to pay the agreed wages regularly, to pay the agreed 
conduct-money, and generally to conform to the provisions of these 
Eegulations. Such bond shall be in the form (B) in the Schedule 
hereto, or in such other form as the Consul-General may prescribe in 
lieu of that form. 

19. The employer shall furnish to the Magistrate a Kst in tripli- 
cate showing the name, village, and district of every labourer, porter, 
or servant engaged, and the place to which they are to proceed, and 
the port of exit by which they are to leave the territory of the Pro- 
tectorate. The Magistrate shaU sign the lists, and shall deliver one 
copy to the employer, and shall send the others to the proper officer 
at the port of exit. 
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20. Labourers, porters, or servants engaged under these con- 
ditions shall not be permitted to leave the territory of the Pro- 
tectorate at any place other than the port of the exit mentioned in 
the said list. 

21. The employer shall bring the labourers, porters, or servante 
engaged by him beiore the appointed officer at the port of exit. He 
shall produce the signed list of labourers, porters, or servants, and the 
officer, if he is satisfied as to the identity of the labourers, porters, or 
servants, shall countersign the list and return it to the employer. 
Until the list is so countersigned the employer shall not take any of the 
labourers, porters, or servants beyond the territory of the Protectorate. 

22. The officer at the port of exit may, at the expense of the 
ejnployer, detain for further inquiries any labourers, porters, or 
servants whose names do not appear in the list, or as to whose 
identity he is not satisfied, or may return them to tiieir homes. 

23. The employer shall be bound to produce the said list for 
inspection when required by any Officer of Government within the 
Protectorate, or by any Consular officer without the Protectorate. 

24. The expenses incurred by the officer under paragraph 22 
shall be a debt due by the employer to the Oonsul-General, and shall 
be recoverable accordingly. 

25. The sum deposited by the employer with the Consul-General 
may be applied in payment of any expenses incurred by the Oonsul- 
General, or any Magistrate, or officer in relation to the employer, or 
to the labourers, porters, or servants engaged by him, including the 
payment of wages not proved to have been paid by the employer, 
but, save as aforesaid, shall be returned to the employer on proof of the 
payment of wages. 

26. A receipt signed by a labourer, porter; or servant, and 
witnessed by a Magistrate or Consular officer in the country or place 
in which the labourer, porter, or servant is employed, or a Magistrate 
of the Protectorate, shall be sufficient evidence of the payment men- 
tioned in the receipt. 

General. 

27. Any employer who contravenes any of the provisions of 
these Eegulations shall, on conviction, be liable to imprisonment for 
any period not exceeding three months, or a fine not exceeding 1,500 
rupees, or to both imprisonment and fine. 

28. These Eegulations may be cited as " The Native Labour 
Eegulations, 1901." 

They shall be subsituted for " The Somaliland Emigrant Eegu- 
lations, 1900," which are hereby repealed.

Public Officials. 

(1.) From and after the publication of these Regulations no 
pensionable oflBicial in the regular service of the Somaliland Protecto- 
rate shall, either directly or indirectly, save with the authorization 
of the Secretary of State, acquire, or hold, whether in his own name 
or in the name or names of members of his family, any land, or any 
share or beneficial interest in land, situated within the territory of the 
Protectorate other than a garden or ground attached to his dwelling, 
and not cultivated with a view to the sale of the produce thereof, or 
in any concession or house property within the Protectorate, other 
than a house for his own occupation. 

The foregoing Eegulation shall not apply to natives as defined 
in ** The Somaliland Order in Council, 1899," or to persons not being 
" natives " who are domiciled in the Somaliland Protectorate. 

(2,) No oflBicial shall engage in commercial pursuits or purchase 
shares in any local land or mining Company, nor take part in the 
management of any commercial undertaking, notwithstandmg that he 
may have invested money therein, nor shall any oflBcial make or 
continue an investment which may interest him privately in an affair 
or undertaking with which his public duty is connected. An oflBicial 
should confidentially consult the Consul-General concerning any 
investment which may be reasonably open to doubt. 

(3.) These Eegulations shall not apply to the case of oflBicials 
becoming possessed of land or houses by inheritance or. devise ; but 
all oflBcials, whether pensionable or unpensionable, and, whether 
native or not, shall report any acquisition of land or houses on his 
part to the Consul-General. 

(4.) The Consul-General shall decide in regard to property or 
interests in land, houses, or commercial undertakings acquired by any 
oflficial prior to the issue of the present Eegulations, whether it is 
necessary in the public interests to require the oflBicial to divest him- 
self thereof.

Grant of leave (1.) LEAVE will be granted in accordance with the present 

exi'^^Sci" rf* Regulations so far as the exigencies of the public service may permit, 
th^public " It cannot be claimed as a ri^t at any particular time.

our dasses. Olass I. — European officers who are in receipt of a sterling salary 

of not less than £250 a-year, exclusive of allowances, and who hold 
their appointment direct from the Secretary of State. 

Class n. — European officers whose salaries are less than £250 
a-year. 

Glass III, — Officials domiciled in Asia or any part of Africa not 
within the Somaliland Protectorate. 

Olass IV.-^— Officials domiciled in the Somaliland Protectorate. 

Claw I. (3.) The Rules governing the grant of leave of absence to 

officers in Class I. are contained in §§ 4 — 9 of the " Regulations for 
the employment of officers in the British Protectorate on the Somali 
Coast," approved by the Secretary of State in January, 1900, viz. : — 

" 4. Officers, whether military or civil, are entitled to two months' leave 
annuaUy on full pay, provided that the exigencies of the Service permit. They 
are aUowed to accumulate this leave up to six months ; that is to say, if they 
remain at their posts without intermission for a year and eight months, they 
are entitled to four months' leave ; if for two years and six months, to six 
months' leave. An officer is not entitled to accumulated leave unless he shall 
have been on duty in East Africa for a minimum period of one year and eight 
months. 

" 5. Leave is reckoned from the date of the officer's leaving the African 
coast imtil his return to the coast on his way to resume his duties.* 

" 6. Three months after the departure from the coast of an officer going on 
accumulated leave, a quarter of nis salary is deducted for the purpose of 
providing an allowance for his substitute. On the termination of his ordinary 
leave his salary ceases unless he is granted sick leave or special extension of 
ordinary leave, in which case he is placed upon half pay. 

"7. When an absent officer is in receipt of full salary the substitute 
receives no remuneration. When any deduction is made from the full salary, 
the substitute may receive such part of the sum deducted as the Secretary of 
State may determine, being not more than one-half of the full salary. 

" 8. An officer entitled to not less than four months' accumulated leave is 
allowed the expenses of his journey to and from the coast, as well as the cost of 
a first-class passage to and from England. 

" 9. In the event of an officer being compelled, owing to illness, to lejCve 
the Protectorate before he has become entitled to accumulated leave of absence, 
a moiety of the actual expenses of his journey home, and a similar allowance on 
his return to his post, may be granted to him by the Secretary of State." 

* Note. — Subject to the proviso contained in § 6 (below). 
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(4.) — [a,) Members of Classes II. and III. will be entitled to Classes II. and 
one month's leave of absence on half -pay for each year of service ^^• 
completed. Such leave may be accumulated for four years only. 
OlBBicers who have accumulated at least three months' leave, that is to 
say, have completed not less than thirty-three months' continuous 
service j will be allowed a second-class passage, provided that the cost 
of such passage shall not, in the case of officers proceeding to Europe, 
America, or any British Colony or Possession outside Asia, exceed 
that of a second-class passage to London, and, in the case of officials 
proceeding to India or elsewhere in Asia, exceed the cost of a second- 
class passage to Bombay. 

(6.) Members of the police service and others in receipt of pay, 
at a rate less than 40 rupees a month, will be granted a deck passage 
only. 

((?.) Those officers of Class II. who joined the Protectorate 
service prior to the 1st April, 1901, and aU officials of Class III., 
will, however, be allowed, as an alternative, to draw full pay during 
their period of leave, provided they forego the passage allowance. 

(5.) — (a.) Members of Class IV. will be allowed annually one Class IV. 
month's leave of absence on full pay. Such leave may be accumiilated 
for two years only. 

(b.) Members of Class IV., however, who joined the Protectorate 
service prior to the 1st April, 1901, will be allowed the privilege they 
have hitherto enjoyed of one month's leave on full pay, which may 
be accumulated for three years. 

(6.) Leave will be reckoned from the date of departure from the Point of 
Somali Coast imtil the date of return thereto, except that when ^^^^ 
officers are unavoidably detained at Aden for more than twenty- 
four hours awaiting connecting steamers Aden will be considered 
the point of departure or arrival. 

(7.) On the termination of the period of leave granted, salary Cessation of 

ceases, imless the official is granted an extension on sick certificate, salaiy on 

in which case he will be allowed half -pay.

(8.) In the event of an official of Classes II. or III. being Passage 
compelled, owing to illness, to proceed on leave before he has allowance in 
become entitled to a free passage under the present Eegulations, leave.^ 
a proportion of the expenses of his journey not exceeding one- 
half of the cost of the passage to which he would have been entitled 
had he earned the requisite accumulated leave, and a similar 
allowance on his return to his post may be granted to him by the 
Secretary of State. 

(9.) With a view to enable officials domiciled outside the Special leave. 
Somaliland Protectorate, in exceptional circumstances, to visit their 
homes for a longer period than is obtainable under ordinary leave, 
and to give officials domiciled within the Protectorate the opportunity 
of performing the pilgrimage to Mecca and Medina, members of 
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Classes III., IV. and V. may, at the discretion of the Consul- 
General, be granted six months' special leave on half -pay, after 
six years' continuous service. Such special leave, which will be 
but sparingly given when due, cannot be taken in extension of 
ordinary leave, nor can ordinary leave be taken in extension of 
special leave.

No. 1 Of 1902. 

CATTLE DISEASE. 

1. In these Eegulations the expression ** cattle " means bulls, 
cows, oxen, heifers, and calves. 

The expression " animals " means cattle, sheep, goats, horses, 
camels, donkeys, and other ruminating animals and swine. 

The expression "disease" means rinderpest • or cattle plague, 
pleuro-pneumonia, foot-and-mouth disease, sheep-pox, sheep-scab, of 
swine fever. 

2. Every person having in his possession or charge an aminal 
affected with disease shall keep that animal separate from other 
animals not so affected, and shall give notice of the existence of 
the disease to the nearest Consular Officer or District Officer. 

3. Every Consular Officer shall cause to be slaughtered aU 
animals f oimd within his district to be affected with cattle plague 
or pleuro-pneumonia, and may cause to be slaughtered any animal 
affected with any other disease, or suspected of being affected with 
cattle plague or pleuro-pneumonia, or any animal which has been 
in contact with a diseased animal, or has been otherwise exposed to 
the infection of disease* 
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4. In respect of any animal slaughtered under these Regula- 
tions the Consul-General shall (except as provided in Regulation 5) 
pay compensation out of the Protectorate Treasury as follows, that is 
to say, where the animal was ajffected with cattle plague, one-half of 
its value immediately before it became so affected, provided that the 
compensation shall not in any case exceed 50 rupees ; and where 
the animal was suspected of being so affected, or was exposed to the 
infection of disease, the value of the animal immediately before it 
was slaughtered, provided that the compensation shall not in any 
case exceed 100 rupees. 

5. The Consul-General may in any case, if he thinks fit, with- 
hold either wholly or partially compensation in respect of any animal 

• or cargo of animals slaughtered under these Regulations where the 
owner or person in charge of the animal has, in his judgment, been 
guilty of any breach of these Regulations, or, in case of an affected 
animal, where the animal was diseased at the time of importation. 

6. Where an animal has been slaughtered imder these Regula- 
tions, its carcase shall belong to the ftotectorate Government, and 
shall be buried or sold or disposed of under such* conditions as the 
Consular Officer of the district shall think fit, and any proceeds of 
sale shall be paid into the Protectorate Treasury. 

7. The Consul-General may, when he thinks it expedient for the 
prevention of disease, make orders for prohibiting the importation of 
animals, or of any specified kind of animals, or of carcases or fodder 
from any specified country or territory. 

8. The Constd-General may also, when he thinks it expedient, 
with respect to the importation of animals from all places beyond the 
Protectorate, or of animals from any specified places from which the 
introduction of disease may be apprehended, make an order that all 
animals imported from such places shall be subject to quarantine, 
and the following Regulations shall thereupon become applicable : — 

(i.) The animal shall be brought into the Protectorate at such 
ports and places (if any) as may be specified in the order, and 
no others. 

(ii.) The animals shall forthwith be taken to the quarantine 
station, and shall be there examined by an inspector appointed by 
the Consular Officer, and the inspector shall have power to detain 
such animals until he is satisfied that all the remaining animals are 
free from disease, or, if any disease is discovered, to cause all or any 
of the animals to be slaughtered. 

(iii.) There shall be charged in respect of each animal so 
examined the following fees, that is to say, for each sheep or goat 
8 annas, and for each other animal 1 rupee. 

9. The Consular Officer may, with the approval of the Consul- 
General, appoint any fit person or persons to be an inspector or 
inspectors for the purposes of these Regulations, and any Consular 
Officer, Administrative Officer, or inspector, may enter any building, 
shed, or place in which he suspects any diseased animal to be, and 
may examine all animals found therein. 

5 
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10. Any Consular OflScer may make and publish such directions 
as he may think fit — 

(a,) For regulating the movement of animals into, within, and 
out of his district; 

(b,) For regulating the isolation or separation of animals which 
are infected or suspected of disease, or have been exposed to 
infection ; t 

(c) For regulating the cleansing and disinfection of buildings, 
sheds, and other places occupied by animals which are affected, or 
are suspected of being affected, with disease ; and 

(d.) Generally for carrying out the provisions of these Regula- 
tions in his district, 

Any person who contravenes any of such directions shall be guilty 
of an offence against these Regulations. 

11. If any person does anything prohibited by these Regulations, 
or fails to perform anything which he is required to do by or under 
these Regulations, or obstructs any person in the lawful exercise of 
his duties under these Regulations, or commits any other offence 
against these Regulations, he shall be liable on conviction to the 
penalties prescribed by " The Somaliland Order in Council, 1899," 
for breach of King's Regulations. 

12. These Regulations may be cited as ** The Cattle Disease 
Regulations, 1902,'^

Business 1- («•) The Ciistom-house shall be open daily for thte landing 

hours. and shipping of goods from 8 a.m. to 12 p.m;, and from 2 p.m. 

to 6 P.M. 
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(i.) Sundays and public holidays are excepted, when landing 
only will be allowed in the case of cargo from mail-steamers, on special 
application being made in writing to the Chief Customs Officer, 

(c.) In the case of other vessels, special permission for the landing 
and shipment of cargo may be granted at the (Jiscretion of the Chief 
Customs Officer on payment of the fees laid down in Schedule III. of 
these Regulations. 

2. Imports. — Commanders of all ships arriving in harbour are Arrival and 
required to deliver to the Custom-house, within twenty-four hours departure of 
after their arrival, a true and full manifest of aU merchandise and ^^^^ ** 
treasure to be landed or transhipped, and no goods shall be landed 

until such manifest has been delivered. 

3. Exports. — ^No vessel, whether laden or in ballast, shall depart 
from any Customs port imtil a port clearance has been granted by the 
Chief Customs Officer of the port. 

4. No goods are to be taken on board any vessel unless accom- 
panied by a Customs pass. 

5. At the port of Berbera no goods other than those provided for Landing and 
by Rule 6 shall be landed at or shipped from any other place than the shipping of 
Customs pier. 

6. Government stores and goods and baggage of officials and 
live-stock may be landed al or shipped from the Shaab pier, and then 
only in the presence of a Customs officer. 

7. At the ports of Zeyla and Bulbar all goods must be landed 
or shipped at the Customs pier and landing-stage opposite the Custom- 
house respectively. 

8. All boats, lighters, &c., used in landing or shipping cargo 
must be properly registered and marked in such a manner as may be 
from time to time prescribed by the port authorities. 

9. Importers and exporters shall enter the particulars of the goods Declarations, 
to be imported or exported on the prescribed declaration form, and 

shall, if required, produce their original invoices in support of their 
declaration. 

10. No goods shall be removed from the Custom-house, either for 
import or export, unless accompanied by a Customs pass. 

11. Duty at the rates laid down in Schedule I. annexed to these Payment of 
Regulations shall be levied on all goods imported or exported at a duty. 
Customs port, except as hereinafter provided in the case of interportal 

trade. 

12. When Customs duties or charges have been erroneously 
short levied or refunded the person chargeable with the duty or 
charge so short levied, or to whom such refund was erroneously made, 
shall, on demand being made, pay the deficiency or repay the 
amount within three months of the date of assessment or making of 
the refund. 

13. No Customs duties or charges which have been paid, and 
of which repayment wholly or in part is claimed, shall be refunded

14. The value of all goods upon which duty is leviable ad valorem 
shall be either — 

{a.) In accordance with the Tarijff approved for each year by 
the Consul-General, and open for inspection at each Custom- 
house; or 

(ft.) Where no provision is made in the Tariff, the wholesale 
cash price, less trade discount, for which goods of the like kind 
and quality are sold, or are capable of being sold, and at the time 
and place of importation and exportation, as the case may be, 
without any abatement of deduction (except in the case of goods 
imported) of the amoimt of the duties payable on the importation 
thereof. 

15. No Customs duties shall be levied on goods exported from 
one Customs port of the Protectorate to another, except as provided 
in Eegulation 16. 

16. Goods exported from Zeyla to another Customs port of 
the Protectorate shall pay an import duty equivalent to the difference 
between the import duty at Zeyla and that at the port of destination. 

17. Goods manifested from one port to another in the Protec- 
torate, if not landed at the manifested port within one month of the 
date of export, shall unless satisfactory proof is shown to the contrary, 
be deemed to have been carried to a foreign port with intent to evade 
payment of duty. 

18. Goods manifested for transhipment to a foreign port shall, 
if not shipped within six calendar months, or if within that period 
they are transferred or sold, be liable to duty and all other charges 
for rent, &c. 

19. All goods lying at the Custom-house for more than seven 
consecutive days shall ' be charged a warehouse rent at the rates laid 
down in Schedule II. annexed to these Eegulations. 

20. Goods which have remained unclaimed in the Custom-house 
for six months from the date of landing may be sold "after due notice 
by public auction, and all claims for duty, rent, and expenses deducted 
from the sale price. 

21. Perishable goods or goods liable to speedy deterioration must 
be removed within four days after landing, or they may be sold on 
behalf of the owner by public auction, and all claims for duty, rent, 
and expenses deducted firom the sale price. 

22. All animals must pass through the Custom-house when 
imported or shipped. Any animals found to be suffering from any 
disease will be dealt with as provided by the Cattle Disease 
Eegulations. 

23. All fire-arms, ammunition, and explosives shall be deposited 
in the custody of the Chief Customs Officer, and shall be subject to 
such special Regulations as may be from time to time in force, 
relating thereto. 

24. Whoever smuggles or attempts to smuggle into or out of 
the Protectorate any goods, article or thing, or whoever does or 
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attempts to do any act in contravention of these Eegulations, shall 
be liable to forfeit such goods, article, or thing ; and any ship or boat 
engaged in smuggling, or attempting to smuggle, goods in contra- 
vention of these Regulations, shall be liable to forfeiture. This 
Regulation shall not affect the liability of any such person to any 
other punishment provided by law, but he shall not be punished 
twice for the same offence. 

25. These Regulations may be cited as " The Somaliland 
Customs Regulations, 1902."

MAEEIAGES. 

1. These Eegulations may be cited as "The Somaliland 
Marriage Eegulations, 1902." 

2. — (a.) In these Eegulations (imless the context otherwise 
requires) — 

{h.) The expression " Eegistrar " means a Eegistrar of Marriages, 
and includes a Deputy Eegistrar when acting as Eegistrar ;

He ^^^^^ i^ 
shall also publish such notice by causing a copy of the same to be and 
affixed on the outer door of his office, and to be kept exposed there published, 
until he grants his certificate as hereinafter mentioned, or until three 

months shall have elapsed. 

11. The Registrar, at any time after the expiration of twenty- Registrar to

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the notice, upon payment of the prescribed fee, shall thereupon issue 
his certificate in the Form (C) in the first Schedule hereto : rrovided 
always that he shall nof issue such certificate until he has been

(a.) That one of the parties has been resident within the district 
in which the marriage is intended to be celebrated at least fifteen 
days preceding the granting of the certificate. 

(ft.) That each of the parties to the intended marriage (not being 
a widower or widow) is 21 years old, or that if he or she is imder that 
age, the consent hereinafter made requisite has been .obtained in 
writing and is annexed to such affidavit. 

(c.) That there is not any impediment of kindred or affinity, or 
any other lawful hindrance to the marriage. 

(d.) That neither of the parties to the intended marriage is 
married by native law or custom to any person other than the person 
with whom such marriage is proposed to be contracted. 

Such affidavit may be sworn before the Registrar, or before a 
Magistrate. 

The Eegistrar or Magistrate taking such affidavit shall explain 
to the person making the same, what are the prohibited degrees of 
kindred and affinity, the effect of the provisions of these Regulations 
as to the succession of property under section 39, and the penalties 
which may be incurred under other provisions of these Regidations. 

12. If the marriage shall not take place within three months 
after the date of the notice, the notice and all proceedings consequent 
thereupon shall be void ; and fresh notice must be given before the 
parties can lavTfully marry. 

13. The Commissioner, upon proof being made to him by 
affidavit that there is no lawful impediment to the proposed marriage, 
and that the necessary consent, if any, to such marriage has been 
obtained, may, if he shall think fit, dispense with the giving of 
notice, and with the issue of the certificate of the Registrar, and may 

frant his licence, which shall be according to Form (D) in the fixst 
chedule hereto, authorising the celebration of a marriage between 
the parties named in such Ucence by a Registrar, or by a recognised 
minister of some religious denomination or body. 

14. Any person whose consent to a marriage is hereby required, 
or who may know of any just cause why the marriage should not 
take place, may enter a caveat against the issue of the Registrar's 
certificate, by writing at any time before the issue thereof the word 
" Forbidden," opposite tc^ the entry of the notice in the Marriage 
Notice Book, and appending thereto his name and place of abode, 
and the groimds upon or by reason of which he claims to forbid the 
issue of the certificate, and the Registrar shall not issue his certificate 
imtil such caveat shall be removed as hereinafter is provided. 

15. Whenever a caveat is entered against the issue of a certificate, 
the Registrar shall refer the matter to the Protectorate Court, and 
that Court shall thereupon summon the parties to the intended 
marriage and the person by whom the caveat is entered, and shall 
require the person by whom the caveat is entered to show cause why 
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the Registrar should not issue his certificate, and shall hear and 
determine the case in a summary way, and the decision of the 
Protectorate Court shall be final. 

16. If the Protectorate Court decides that the certificate ought itemoval of 
to be issued, the Judge shall remove the caveat by cancelling the ca^®8,t 
word " Forbidden " in the Marriage Notice Book in ink, and writing 

in such Marriage Notice Book, immediately below such entry and 
cancellation, the words '* Cancelled by order of the Protectorate 
Court," and signing his name thereto. The Registrar shall then 
issue his certificate and the marriage may proceed as if the caveat 
had not been entered, but the time that has elapsed between the 
entering and the removal of the caveat shall not be computed in the 
period of three months specified in section 11 hereof. 

17. The Protectorate Court may award compensation and costs Compensa- 
to the party injured, if it appecu: that a caveat was entered on insuffi- ^^^^ ^^ ^^^ 
cient grounds. 



Coment to Matriage in certain Cases necessary. 

18. If either party to an intended marriage, not being a widower 
or widow, is under 21 years of age, the written consent of the father, 
or if he be dead or of unsound mind or absent from the Protectorate, 
of the mother, or both be dead or of unsoimd mind or absent from 
the Protectorate, of the guardian of such party, must be produced 
annexed to such affidavit as aforesaid, before a licence can be granted 
or a certificate issued. 

19. (1.) — If the person required to sign such consent is unable 
to write, or is insufficiently acquainted with the English language, or 
both, then he shall sign such consent by placing his mark or cross 
thereto in the presence of one of the following persons : — Any Judge, 
Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, Registrar of the Protectorate Court, 
Registrar of Marriages, Registrar of Deeds, Medical Officer in the 
service of the Protectorate, or minister of religion. 

(2.) Such signature shall be attested by such person in the 
Form (B) in the first Schedule hereto. 

20. If there be no parent or guardian of such party residing in 
the territory and capable of consenting to the marriage, then any 
of the following persons may consent to such marriage in writing, 
upon being satisfied after due inquiry that the marriage is a proper 
one, that is to say, the Administrator; the Judge of the Protectorate 
Court, or a Consul, and such consent shall be as effectual as if the 
father or mother had consented. 
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Celebration of Marriage, 

2L Marriages may hereafter be celebrated in any licensed place 
of worship by any recognized minister of the Church, denomination, 
or body to which such place of worship belongs, and according to the 
rites or usages of marriage observed in such Church, denomination, 
or body, provided that the marriage be celebrated with open doors 
between the hours of 8 o'clock in the forenoon and 6 o'clock in the 
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afternoon, and in the presence of two or more witnesses besides the 
oflSciating minister. 

22. A minister shall not celebrate any marriage if he knows 
of any just impediment to such marriage, nor until the parties 
deliver to him the Registrar's certificate or the Commissioner's 
licence. 

23. A minister shall not celebrate any marriage except in a 
building which has been duly licensed by the Commissioner, or in 
such place as the Commissioner's licence may direct. 

24. The Conmiissioner shall cause to be printed and deliver to 
the several registrars, and to the recognized ministers of licensed 
places of worship, bopis of marriage certificates in duplicate and with 
counterfoils in the form marked (B) in the first schedule hereto. 
Such books shall be kept by the several Registrars and the recognized 
ministers for the time being of such places of worship, under lock 
and key, and be in custody of such Registrars and ministers respec- 
tively. 

25. Immediately after the celebration of any marriage by a 
minister, the officiating piinister shall fill up in duplicate a marriage 
certificate with the particulars required by the said form (E) and 
state also and enter in the counterfoil the number of the certificate, 
the date of the marriage, names of the parties, and the names of the 
witnesses. 

26. The certificate shall then be signed in duplicate by the 
officiating minister, )fy the parties, and by two or more witnesses to 
the marriage. The minister having also signed his name to the 
coimterf oil, he shall sever the duplicate certificate therefrom, and he 
shall deliver one certificate to the parties, and shall within seven days 
thereafter transmit the other to the Registrar of Marriages for the 
district in which the marriage takes place, who shall file the same in 
his office. 

27. After the issue of a certificate under section 11 or 16 hereof, 
or of a licence under section 13, the parties may, if they think fit, 
contract a marriage before a Registrar, in the presence of two wit- 
nesses in his office, with open doors, between the hours of 10 o'clock 
in the forenoon and 4 o'clock in the afternoon, and in the following 
manner : — 

The Registrar, after production to him of the certificate or 
licence shall, either directly or through an interpreter, address the 
parties thus : — 

" Do I understand that you, A. £., and you, (7. i)., come here 
for the purpose of becoming man and wife ? " 

If they answer in the affirmative, he shall proceed thus : — 
" Know ye that by the public taking of each other as man and 
wife in my presence, and in the presence of the persons now here, 
and by the subsequent attestation thereof by signing your names to 
that effect, you become legally married to each other, although no 
other rite of a civil or religious nature shall take place, and that this 
marriage cannot be dissolved during your lifetime,, except by a valid 
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judgment of divorce ; and if either of you before the death of the 
other shall contract another marriage while this remains undissolved, 
you wiU be thereby guilty of bigamy, and liable to pimishment for 
that offence." 

Each of the parties shall then say to the other, " I call upon all . 
persons here present to witness that I, A. B., do take thee, C. i)., to » 
be my lawful wife (or husband)." 

28. The Registrar shall then fill up, and he and the parties and Marriage 
witnesses shall sign the certificate of the marriage in duplicate, and g®!^^^*® ^ 
the Registrar shall then fill up and sign the counterfoil as herein- 
before prescribes in the case of a marriage by a minister, and shall 

deliver one certificate to the parties and shall file the other in 
his oflBice. 

29. Whenever the Commissioner's licence authorizes the cele- Marriage 
bration of marriage at a place other than a licensed place of worship, ^^g^^^^™' 
or the office of a Registrar of Marriages, the Registrar of the district hc^"^^^ ^ 
in which such marriage is intended to take place, upon the produc- 
tion of such licence, shall deliver to the person producing the same, 

Q, blank certificate of marriage in duplicate, and the minister or 
Registrar celebrating such marriage shall fill up such certificate, and 
observe strictly all the formalities hereinbefore prescribed as to 
marriages in a licensed place of worship, or Registrar's office, as the 
case may be. 

Registry of Evidence of Marriage. 

30. — (1) The Registrar of Marriages in each district shall forth- Marriage 
with register in a book to be kept in his office for such purpose, and ^^^^^^^f^red. 
to be caUed the " Marriage Register Book," every certificate of marriage ® ^^^^ ®^® 
•which shall be filed in his office, according to the Form (F) in i£e 
first Schedule hereto ; and every such entry shall be made in the 
order of date from the beginning to the end of the book, and every 
entry so made shall be dated on the day on which it is so entered, 
and shall be signed by the Registrar, and such book shall be indexed 
in such manner as is best suited for easy reference thereto. 

(2.) The Registrar shall at all reasonable times allow searches to 
be made in the Marriage Register Book, and shall give certified 
copies therefrom upon payment of the prescribed fee. 

(3.) Within ten days after the last day of each month, every 
Registrar shall send to the Registrar-General a certified copy of all 
entries made by him during the preceding month in the Mai-riage 
Register Book of his district, and the Registrar-General shall file the 
same in his office. 

31. Any Registrar, when authorized by the Registrar-General, Correction of 
may correct any clerical error in any certificate of marriage filed in j^ mafriagT^^ 
his office, upon production to him of the* certificate delivered to the certificates, 
parties, and shall authenticate every such correction by his signature 

and the date of such correction. 

32. Every certificate of marriage which shall have been filed in Evidence of 
the office of the Registrar of any District, or a copy thereof purport- marriage, 
ing to be signed and certified as a true copy by the Registrar of such 

district for the time being, and every entry in a Marriage Register 
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Book or copy thereof certified as aforesaid, shall be admissible as 
evidence of the marriage to which it relates, in any Court of Justice 
or before any person now or hereafter having by law or consent of 
parties authority to hear, receive, and examine evidence. 

Invalid -Marriages, 

33. — (I.) A marriage may be lawfully celebrated under these 
Regulations between a man and the sister or niece of his deceased 
wife, but, save as aforesaid, no marriage in the Protectorate shall be 
valid which, if celebrated in England, would be null and void on the 
ground of kindred or affinity, or where either of the parties thereto 
at the time of the celebration of such marriage is married by native 
law or custom to any person other than the person with whom such 
marriage is had. 

(2.) A marriage shall be null and void if both parties knovdngly 
and wilfully acquiesce in its celebration [a) in any place other than 
the office of a Registrar of Marriages or a licensed place of worship 
(except where authorised by the Commissioner's licence) ; or {h) under 
a false name or names ; or {c) without the Registrar's certificate of 
notice or Commissioner's licence duly issued ; or {d) by a person not 
being a recognized minister of some religious denomination or body, 
or a Registrar of Marriages. 

(3.) But no marriage shall, after celebration, be deemed invalid 
by reason that any provision of these Regulations other than the 
foregoing has not been complied with. 

34. All marriages celebrated under these Regulations shall be 
good and valid in law to all intents and purposes. 

35. Any person who is married under these Regulations, or 
whose marriage is declared by these Regulations to be valid, shall be 
incapable, during the continuance of such marriage, of contracting a 
valid marriage under any native law or custom, but save as aforesaid 
nothing in these Regulations contained shall affect the validity of 
any marriage contracted under or in accordance with any native law 
or custom, or in any manner apply to marriages so contracted. 

Marriages already celebrated. 

36. Every marriage celebrated in the Protectorate before the 
commencement of these Regulations by any minister of any religious 
denomination or body, according to the rites in use by such 
religious denomination or body, shall be, and shall be deemed to 
have been from the time of the celebration thereof, a legal and valid 
marriage : Provided that nothing herein contained shall legalize any 
marriage which has before the commencement of these Regulations 
been declared invalid by any competent Court, nor any marriage, 
either party to which had at the time of its celebration a lawful wife 
or husband living, nor any marriage which was void by reason of 
kindred or affinity, or fraud, or incapacity to contract marriage ; nor 
any marriage otherwise invalid, either party to which shall before 
the commencement of these Regulations, and in the lifetime of the 
other party thereto, have intermarried with any other person. 
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37. Every minister of religion or other person in the Proteoto- Existing 
rate who has in his custody or control any register, record, or paper, registers of 
purporting to bo such, of marriages heretofore, celebrated in the betraMmitted 
territory, shall, on or before the 1st day of January, 1903, deliver or to Registrar- 
transmit to the Eegistrar-General the said register or official record, C^eneral.

38. The Administrator may defray out of the general revenue Certain 

of the Protectorate all proper expenses connected with the trans- ^^Fw^^ from 
mission or delivery of the said registers, or which may otherwise general 
become necessary to be incurred in carrying out the provisions of revenue, 
these Begulations. 

Succession to Intestate's Property, 

39. — (a.) Where any person who is subject to native law or Succession to 
custom contracts a marriage in accordance with the provisions of this Property of 
or of any other law relating to marriage, or has contracted a marriage married under 
prior to the passing of these Regulations, which marriage is validated Regulations 
hereby, and such person dies intestate, subsequently to the com- ?^^^if^ 
mencement of these Begulations, leaving a widow or husband, or 
any issue of such marriage ; 

(J.) And also where any person who is the issue of any such 
marriage as aforesaid dies intestate subsequently to the commencement 
of these Regulations ; 

(c.) The personal property of such intestate, and also any real 
property of which the said intestate might have disposed by will, 
shall be distributed in accordance with the provisions of the law of 
England relating to the distribution of the personal estates of 
intestates, any native law or custom to .the contrary notwithstanding. 

{d.) Provided always that where by the law of England any 
portion of the estate of such intestate would become a portion of the 
casual hereditary revenues of the Grown, such portion shall bfe distri- 
buted in accordance with the provisions of native law and custom, 
and shall not become a portion of the said casual hereditary revenues. 

{e,) Provided also that real property, the succession to which 
cannot by native law or custom be affected by testamentary disposi- 
tion, shall descend in accordance with the provisions of such native 
law or custom, anything herein to the contrary notwithstanding. 

(/.) Before the Registrar of Marriages issues his certificate in 
the case of an intended marriage, either party to which is a person 
subject to native law or custom, he shall explain to both parties the 
effect of these provisions as to the succession to property as affected 
by marriage. 

Fees. 

40. The fees specified in the second Schedule hereto shall be Fees. 
paid to the Registears for the several matters to which they are 
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applicable, and shall be paid by them into the Treasury of the 
Protectorate. 

41. The Commissioner may, when he is satisfied of the poverty 
of the parties, reduce the amount of the said fees, or remit them 
altogether ; and, if they have been paid into the Treasury, order 
their refimd. 

42. These Regulations shall not preclude a minister from 
receiving the fees ordinarily paid to a minister of his denomination 
for the celebration of marriage. 

Offences and Penalties, 

43. Whoever is guilty of bigamy shall be liable to imprisonment, 
with or without hard labour, for a peiiod not exceeding five years. 

44. Whoever, being unmarried, goes through the ceremony of 
marriage with a person whom he or she knows to be married to 
another person, shall be liable to imprisonment, with or without hard 
labour, for a period not exceeding five years. 

45. Whoever in any declaration, certificate, licence, document, 
or statement by law to be made or issued for the purposes of a 
marriage, declares, enters, certifies, or states any material matter 
which is false, shall, if he does so without having taken reasonable 
means to ascertain the truth or falsity of such matter, be liable to 
imprisonment for a period not exceeding one year, or shall, if he 
does so knowing that such matter is false, be liable to imprisonment, 
with or without hard labour, for a period not exceeding five years. 

, 46. Whoever endeavours to prevent a marriage by pretence that 
his consent thereto is required by law, or that any person whose con- 
sent is so required does not consent, or that there is any legal 
impediment to the performing of such marriage, shall, if he does so 
knowing that such pretence is false or without having reason to 
believe that it is true, be liable to imprisonment, with or without 
hard labour, for a period not exceeding two years. 

47. Whoever performs or witnesses as a marriage officer the 
ceremony of marriage, knowing that he is not duly qualified so to do, 
or that any of the matters required by law for the validity of such, 
marriage has not happened or been performed, so that the marriage 
is void or unlawful on any ground, shall be liable to imprisonment 
with or without hard labour, for a period not exceeding five years. 

48. Wioever, being under a duty to fill up the certificate of a 
marriage celebrated by him, or the counterfoil thereof, or to transmit 
the same to the Registrar of Marriages, wilfully fails to perform 
such duty, shall be liable to imprisonment, with or without hard 
labour, for a period not exceeding two years. 

49. Whoever personates any other person in marriage, or 
marries under a false name or description, with intent to deceive the 
other party to the marriage, shall be liable to imprisonment, with or 
without hard labour, for a period not exceeding five years. 

50. Whoever goes through the ceremony of marriage, or 
any ceremony which he or she represents to be a ceremony of

No. 4 Of 1902. 
KING'S AFEICAN EIFLES. 



IT is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. These Eegulations may be cited as " The King's African 
Eifles Eegulations, 1902." 

2. In these Eegulations — 

(1,) " Officer *' means an officer commissioned or in pay as an 
officer in His Majesty's Imperial, Colonial, or Protectorate forces, or 
any arm, branch, or part thereof. Warrant and other officers holding 
honorary commissions are officers within the meaning of these 
Eegulations. 

(2.) " Native officer " means any officer other than European 
above the rank of sergeant-major.

(3). "Non-commissioned officer *' includes an acting non-com- 
missioned officer, and a schoolmaster and an enlisted clerk, but does 
not include British non-commissioned officers, who are subject to the 
Army Act. 

(4.) " Soldier " does not include an officer as above defined, but 
includes every other person subject to these Eegulations during the 
time that he is so subject. 

(5.) " Superior officer," when used in relation to a soldier, 
includes all officers and non-commissioned officers. 

(6.) " Militfiuy decoration " means any medal, clasp, good- 
conduct badge, or decoration. 

(7.) ** Military reward *' means any gratuity for long service or 
good conduct ; it also includes any good-conduct pay or any other 
military pecuniary reward. 

(8.) " Enemy " includes all armed mutineers, armed rebels, 
armed rioters, and pirates. 

(9.) " Army Act " means the Imperial Statute 44 and 45 Vict., 
cap. 58, as amended from time to time, or any Imperial enactment 
substituted therefor. 

(10.) " Commanding officer " means the officer in command of a 
battalion, and in relation to any officer, native officer, non-com- 
missioned officer, or private, means the officer in command of the 
battalion to which such officer, native officer, non-commissioned 
officer, or private belongs. 

fll.) ** Inspector-General " means the inspector-general of the 
King's African Eifles. 

(12.) " Protectorate " means the Somaliland Protectorate. 

(13.) " Commissioner " means His Britannic Majesty's 
Commissioner, Consul-General, and Commander-in-chief for the 
Somaliland Protectorate, 

3. These Regulations are divided into four parts relating to the Division of 
following subject-matters, that is to say : — RegxOjitionfl. 

Part I. Constitution and Government. 

Part II. Enlistment, Discharge, and Service. 

Part III. Discipline. 

Part ly. General Provisions. 

Part I. — Constitution and Government, 

4. There shall be established and maintained in the Protectorate Constitution 
a battalion of troops to be styled and known as the 6th Battalion of of regiment, 
the King's African Eifles. 

5. — (1.) The battalion shall form part of a regiment of His Duties of 
Majesty's forces styled the King's African Eifles, hereinafter called regiment, 
the regiment. 

(2.) The regiment shall be charged with the defence of the East 
Africa, Uganda, British Central Africa, and Somaliland Protectorates, 
with the maintenance of order and with such other duties as may be 
from time to time defined by the Commissioner of the Protectorate, 
within which any portion of the regiment may from time to time be 
stationed.

6. — (1.) A battalion shall coDsist of an officer with the rank of 
Lieutenant-Colonel or Major in command and such other officers, 
native officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates, as the 
Commissioner, subject to the directions of the Secretary of State, 
shall determine. 

(2.) Officers other than native officers, shall be appointed by the 
Secretary of State. 

(3.) Officers, native officers, non-commissioned officers, and 
privates shall receive such rates of pay as the Commissioner, subject 
to the directions of the Secretary of State, shall determine. 

(4.) The officers, native officers, non-commissioned officers, and 
privates of the battalion shall stand with each other in order of 
precedence and command as they have been here named. 

(6.) Officers of the same rank will stand with each other in the 
battalion and in the regiment according to the date of their appoint- 
ment to or promotion in the regiment. If two or more officers are 
appointed on the same date, their seniority will be determined by 
their respective army rank. 

(6.) The Commissioner may from time to time fill up all 
vacancies that may occur from removal, death, absence, incapacity, 
or other cause, by promotion or fresh appointments, and may at any 
time enrol fit men as privates of the regiment, and every such 
enrolment shall be an appointment under these Eegulations. 

7.-^(1.) The inspector-general shall be appointed by the 
Secretary of State, who may prescribe his duties. 

(2.) The inspector-general shall inspect and report to the 
Secretary of State upon all officers, native officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and privates of the regiment, whether within or without the 
Protectorate, and upon the organization, interior economy, and drill 
of the six iDattalions, and upon all matters appertaining to their 
welfare and efficiency. 

(3.) The inspector-general may, whether within or without the 
Protectorate, issue instructions with regard to the organization, 
interior economy, and drill of the regiment or any part thereof, and 
the officers, native officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates of 
the regiment shall conform to all such instructions. 

(4.) The Protectorate shall make such contribution towards the 
expenses of the iQspector-general and to the expenses of the 6th 
Battalion when serving out of the Protectorate as the Secretary of 
State may determine. 

8. — (1.) The Commissioner may at any time and for any pur- 
pose as the Secretary of State may direct, order that a battalion or 
any part thereof that may be stationed in the Protectorate shall- be 
employed out of and beyond the Protectorate. 

(2.) The Commissioner may, on the recommendation of the com- 
manding officer, order that any non-commisgioned officer or private 
of the regiment shall proceed to the United Kingdom for the 
purpose of undergoing instruction or training or for other duty or 
employment. 

9. These Eegulations shall not apply to the native officers, 
non-commissioned officers, and privates of any battalion of the 
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regiment which is recruited in India, but the said native officers, applicatioii of 
non-commissioned officers, and privates shall be subject to the ^^? m 
Indian Articles of War, and the Indian Articles of War are war!^^ 
hereby applied to such native officers, non-commissioned officers, 
and privates while serving in the Protectorate. 

10. The commanding officer, subject to the orders and direo- Duty of 
tions of the Commissioner, shall have the command, direction, and craimanding 
general superintendence of the battalion, including appointments, ^ ^^' 
promotions, and reductions in the native ranks. 

11. The officers of the regiment, when posted to any station or Duties of 
district, shall be charged with the command, direction, and super- officers, 
intendenoe of the non-commissioned officers and privates of the 
regiment from time to time posted within such station or district, 
subject to the orders of the commanding officer and of the Com- 
missioner. When not posted to a station or district, the officers 

shall have such command and such duties as the commanding officer, 
subject to the orders of the Commissioner, may direct. 

12. The commanding officer shall be charged with, and Responsibility 
accountable for, all public stores of whatever description belonging ?^ command- 
to or appertaining to that battalion in case of their being lost, spoiled, fofstor^r 
or damaged, otherwise than by unavoidable accident, theft, robbery, 

or actual service. 

13. Every officer in command of any detachment of the regi- Responsibility 
ment shall be charged with the arms, accoutrements, ammunition, of officers 
clothing, and all other public stores, and with all pubUc moneys ^etachmeSf 
issued and delivered for the use of the detachment of the regiment for stores. 
under his command, and shall account for such arms, accoutrements, 
ammunition, clothing, and stores to the commanding officer in case 
of their being lost, spoiled, or damaged otherwise than by unavoid- 
able accident, theft, robbery, or actual service, and to the paymaster 
of his battalion for such public moneys in case of their being lost, 
otherwise than by unavjidable accident, theft, or robbery. 

14. The paymaster of a battalion shall be charged with such Duty and 
duties in connection with the accounts of a battalion as may be in- ^sponsibihty 
trusted to him by the commanding officer. The quartermaster shall quarter- 
have the immediate custody of, and account to his commanding masters, 
officer f r aU arms, accoutrements, clothing, necessaries, ammunition, 

and other Government stores appertaining to the battalion in his 
charge, and he shall issue the same upon the requisition of his 
commanding officer, or according to such regulations as the Com- 
missioner may from time to time prescribe. 

15. The Commissioner may from time to time, in consultation Commissioner 
with the commanding officer, make, alter, or revoke such rules <» ma^ 
consistent with these Regulations and subject to the provisions ^^* ^' 
thereof, relative to the battalions, as may be necessary for the 

purpose of preventing the spread of contagious disease, and to 
render the force efficient in the discharge of its duties, and for the 
discipline, good order, and guidance of the force, for the form and 
method of enlistment of the persons constituting the same, and 
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for their general goTemment, the servioes required of them, their 
conduct in the performance thereof, their distribution, posting, and 
removal from station to station, and their inspection, and for the 
description, supply, use, and disposal of arms, accoutrements, 
clothing, necessaries, and other warlike stores, to be furnished to 
them, and also with relation to the fiscal duties to be performed 
bj the pay or quartermasters and other officers with relation to 
the regiment, and generally for the better carrying out of the pro- 
visions of these Regulations. Such rules shall come into operation 
upon the publication thereof in the Gazette, or at such time as shall 
be provided therein.

Pabt II. — Enlistment, Discharge, and Service. 

16. Every private shall be enlisted for the first term of engage- 
ment to serve in the regiment for three years, or such less period as 
may from time to time be fixed by the Commissioner, the term to be 
reckoned from the day on which the recruit shall have been finally 
approved for service and taken on the strength of the regiment. 

17. — (1.) Any non-commissioned officer or private of good 
character who at any time has completed, or who is within three 
months of completing, the term of his engagement may, with the 
approval of his commanding officer, re-engage to serve for a 
further term of three years or less from the expiration of his first 
period. 

(2.) Any non-commissioned officer or private of good character 
who has completed at least twelve years' service may, with the 
approval of his commanding officer, re-engage for such period as 
shall complete a total period of twenty-one years' service, reckoning 
from the time of his first enlistment. 

(3.) And upon completing such period of twenty -one years' ser- 
vice, he may, if he shall so desire, and with the approval of his 
commanding officer and of the Commissioner, continue in the regi- 
ment in the same manner in all respects as if his term of service 
were still unexpired, except that it sh«Jl be lawful for him to claim 
his discharge at the expiration of any period of three months after 
he has given notice to the officer under whose command he is serving 
of his wish to be discharged. 

18. — (1.) Any non-commissioned officer or private who, being 
entitled to his discharge at the expiration of his first, second, third, 
or fourth period of service, re-engages for further service with the 
approval of his commanding officer, will be allowed to proceed on 
three months' furlough, and will receive during that period the haU- 
pay of his rank. 

(2.) If a non-commissioned officer or private offers to re-engage 
within three months after having received a certificate of discharge, 
he will, on re-engagement, be entitled to the advantages to which he 
was entitled with regard to good-conduct badges, pay, and rank at 
the time of his discharge. If, however, a longer period than three 
months from the date of his discharge has elapsed, then it will be 
aiscretionary with the commanding officer to allow the service, or 
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part of the service, of such person previous to the date of such re- 
engagement to reckon towards good-conduct pay and badges ; the 
question of the rank in which the non-commissioned officer or private 
re-engages being also left to the discretion of the commanding officer. 

19. Every man enlisting or re-engaging in the regiment as Declaration 
aforesaid shall, previous to his being approved or re-engaged, make onenliBtment, 
the following declaration, and shall confinn such declaration by oath 

in his native language in such manner as he may declare to be most 
binding upon his conscience : — 

I, A.B.y do hereby solemnly and sincerely declare and promise 
that I will be faithful and bear true allegiance to His 
Majesty King Edward VII., his heirs and successors, and 
that I will faithfully serve and defend His Majesty the 
King, his heirs and successors, for a period of three* years, 
and will obey all orders of His Majesty and of the officers 
placed over me, and subject myself to all ordinances, rules, 
and regulations relating to the Kind's African Eifles now 
in force, or which may from time to tmie be in force, within 
the said period.

The declaration and oath shall be made on parade before the 
senicr officer of the regiment for the time being at the station at 
which the declaration and oath are made, and shall be preserved as a 
part of the enlistment papers of every recruit. 

20. Any non-commissioned officer or private whose period of Prolongation 
service expires during a state of war, insurrection or hostilities, may ?Qy^[^?fn 
be detained and his service prolonged for such further period, not during wa^ 
exceeding twelve months, as the Commissioner may direct. 

21. Subject to the provisions of section 17 and of the last Discharge on 
preceding section, every non-commissioned officer and private who ^™fce.^^" 
has completed his period or periods of engagement or service 
according to the provisions of these Regulations shall be discharged 

by his commanding officer, unless at the expiration of any period he 
is undergoing punishment for, or stands charged with the com- 
mission of, any offence under these Regulations, and in case he is 
undergoing such punishment, or is charged with any such offence, 
his service shall be prolonged and his discharge deferred until such 
punishment shall have terminated or until he has undergone his 
trial and any punishment awarded in respect of the offence with 
which he is charged. 

22. Every non-commissioned officer and private, until he has Non-com- 
received a certificate of discharge, shall remain subject to all the ^c^era^and 
provisions of these Regulations and to all rules made in pursuance privates sub- 
thereof, ject to all 
___^ , regulations 

♦ In case of re-engagement for a period other than three years this figure ^^^} formal 
must be altered as the case may require. aiscnarge. 
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23. A non-commissioned officer or private may be discharged 
by his commanding officer at any time during the currency of any 
term of engagement — 

(a.) When pronounced by the medical officer mentally or 
physically unfit for further service. 

(6.) When sentenced to be dismissed the regiment for mis- 
conduct. 

(c.) If within six months of attestation his commanding 
officer shall consider that he is unlikely to become an efficient soldier. 

(d.) On reduction of establishment. 

24. In reckoning the service of any non-commissioned officer or 
private for discharge, either in the case of limited engagements, 
whether for the first, second, third or fourth term, or for the total 
period of twenty-one years' service, there shall be excluded therefrom 
all periods during which he has been absent from his duty from any 
of the following causes : — 

(a.) Imprisonment for any cause save that of detention 
awaiting any trial which results in the acquittal or discharge of 
the prisoner. 

(6.) Imprisonment with hard labour. 

(c.) Desertion for any period. 

(rf.) Absence without leave exceeding forty-eight hours. 

25. Whenever any non-commissioned officer or private ceases to 
belong to the regiment, either by being dismissed therefrom or by 
being discharged on the termination of his period of engagement, or 
as unfit for further service, or on reduction of establishment, all 
powers and authorities vested in him shall immediately cease and 
determine, and he shall, before a certificate of discharge is delivered 
to him, deliver over his arms, ammunition, accoutrements, uniform, 
and other appointments which are the property of the Protectorate 
Administration, to such person and at such time and place as shall 
be directed by the officer under whose command he may be at the 
time of ceasing to belong to the regiment ; provided that a soldier 
discharged before the expiration of one year for any fault, or as not 
likely to make an efficient soldier, shall not take away with him 
any arms, or any articles of uniform or equipment described by any 
rules as personal property of soldiers. 

26. Every non-commissioned officer under the rank of sergeant 
and every .private who shall have served for three years without 
having incurred a sentence of — 

(a.) Imprisonment or confinement to barracks for more than 
seven days ; 

(6.) Imprisonment with hard labour for any term ; 
(o.) Fine in any sum exceeding 5s. ; 
(d.) Corporal punishment; 
shall be entitled to bear one good conduct badge and to receive extra 
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pay at the rate of Is. per month ; and for every subsequent period 
of three years which he shall have served under Uke conditions he 
shall be entitled to bear one additional good-conduct badge, and to 
receive extra pay at the rate of one additional shilling per month 
for each badge ; provided that no non-commissioned officer or private 
shall receive more than six good-conduct badges. 

27. — (1.) Gfratuities at the following rates, in lieu of pension, Gratuities on 
shall be granted on discharge after a continuous good service discharge, &c.

(2.) No increased rates of gratuity shall be paid in respect of 
any period of service in excess of a total service of twenty -one years ; 
and no native officer, non-commissioned officer, or private, who has 
received a gratuity on discharge after twelve years' service shall, in 
the event of his afterwards re-enlisting, receive in respect of his 
service after such re-enhstment any higher gratuity than may, 
together with such first gratuity, be equal to the gratuity which he 
would have earned by continuous service for twenty-one years. 

(3.) Where any non-commissioned officer or private is discharged 
as unfit for further service, or on account of reduction of establish- 
ment, before completing such continuous period of twelve years or 
of twenty-one years as aforesaid, he may receive such proportion of 
the gratmty which he would have earned if he had completed the 
period of service he is then passing through as his commanding 
officer may, in his discretion, determine, and, in the event of the 
death of any non-commissioned officer or private before receipt by 
him of such gratuity, it shall be lawful for the Commissioner to 
dii^ect and cause the amount thereof to be paid to or for the benefit 
of the widow or widows, or child or children, or to any next-of-kin 
of the non-commissioned officer or private so dying, on such con- 
ditions and if, to or for the benefit of more than one person, in such 
proportions as to the Commissioner shall seem fit. 

28. Any gratuity that would have been due and payable to Gratuities on 
any non-commissioned officer or private had he taken his discharge decease, 
under the provisions of these Eegulations shall, in the event of his 
re-engaging for a further term and dying in the service before the 
completion of such term, be deemed for the purposes of these 
Regulations to be his personal property in the charge of the 
Treasurer for the time being, and shall be paid out and distributed 
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by the Treasurer or such other person as he may appoint in 
accordance with the provisions and conditions of these Regulations, 

29. It shall be lawful for the Commissioner, subject to the 
directions of the Secretary of State, when occasion arises to enrol for 
a limited period, such number of oflScers, native officers, non-com- 
missioned* officers, and privates as he shall deem necessary ; the 
period or number limited by such order may from time to time be 
prolonged, shortened, imcreased, reduced, or varied by any subsequent 
order of the Commissioner ; provided that no man shall be com- 
pelled to serve for a longer period than that for which he was 
enrolled under this section, except with his own consent. 

30. Save as hereinafter enacted, all the provisions of these 
Regulations, and of any Regulations amending or extending the 
same and of the rules which may from time to time be in force 
shall, so far as they may be applicable', apply to all officers, native 
officers, non-commissioned officers and privates enrolled under the 
last preceding section ; and such officers, native officers, non-com- 
missioned officers, and privates shall be deemed to be for all purposes 
part of the regiment as long as they shall be enrolled therein. 

Provided always that when any officers, native officers, non- 
commissioned officers, or privates who are enrolled in, belong to, or 
are in the service of any Colony or other Protectorate shall be 
enrolled for temporary service in the Protectorate under these 
Regulations^ the rate of pay to be given them, the mode and time 
of payment, and all other matters relating to the pay and 
remuneration of such officers, native officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and privates, may be arranged between the Commissioner, 
and the Officer administering the Government of the Colony or 
Protectorate in which the said officers, native officers, non- 
commissioned officers, and privates may be previously enrolled, or 
in the service of which they may be, and paid accordingly; but 
subject to this proviso, all officers, native officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and privates temporarily enrolled under these Regulations 
shall receive the rates of pay respectively drawn by officers, native 
officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates of equal rank in the 
regiment. 

31. Every non-commissioned officer and private temporarily 
enrolled' under these Regulations shall make the following declara- 
tion, and shall confirm his declaration by oath in his native language 
in such manner as he may declare to be most binding upon his 
conscience : — 

I, A, 5., do hereby solemnly and sincerely declare and promise 
that I will be faithful and bear true allegiance to His 
Majesty King Edward VII., his heirs and successors, 
and that I mil faithfully serve and defend His Majesty 
the King, his heirs and successors, and the Government of 
the Protectorate until I am discharged, and will obey all 
orders of His Majesty and of the officers placed over me, 
and subject myself to all ordinances, rules, and regulations 
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relating to the King's African Rifles now in force, or which 
may from time to time be in force during my service.

Part III. — Discipline. 

32. The Army Act and any Articles of War or rules made in Application of 
pursuance of such Act, and for the time being in force, shall, as to the Army Act. 
the provisions therein contained respecting discipline, apply — 

(a.) At all times to European officers and non-commissioned 
officers appointed to or attached to the regiment. 

(b.) To native officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates 
when on active service, within the meaning of the said Act ; pro- 
vided that any native officer, non-commissioned officer or private 
who is guilty of any offence named in this part of these Eegulations 
or in the Army Act when on active service within the meaning of 
that Act, may be punished as provided by these Regulations. 

(c.) To native officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates 
during their residence in the United Kingdom, when sent there for 
the purpose of undergoing instruction or training, or other duty or 
employment. 

33. The remaining sections of this part of these Regulations Application of 
apply to native officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates not Sections 

on active service — * ' 

(a.) When in the Protectorate. 

(b.) When employed out of and beyond the Protectorate, in 
accordance with section 8 (1) of these Regulations, in so far as they 
may be applicable. 

Crimes and Punishments, 

34. Every person subject to these Regulations who — 

(1.) — (a,) Causes or conspires with any other persons to cause Mutiny and 
any mutiny or sedition ; or sedition. 

(J.) Endeavours to seduce any person from allegiance to His 
Majesty, or to persuade any person to join in any mutiny or 
sedition ; or 

(c.) Joins in, or, being present, does not use his utmost 
endeavours to suppress any mutiny or sedition ; or 

(d,) Coming to the knowledge of any actual or intended 
mutiny or sedition does not without delay inform his commanding f^"^^-^' 
or other superior officer of the same ; or who flnpwior"^^ 

(2.) Strikes or uses or offers any violence to his superior officer, officer, being 

beinff in the execution of his office ; or who, j? the execu- 

■^ ' ' tion of his 



office. 
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(3*) Disobeys in such manner as to show a wilful defiance of 
authority any lawful command given personally by his superior 
officer in the execution of his office, whether the same is given 
orally, or in writing, or by signal, or otherwise- 
shall, on conviction be liable to suffer death, or such less punishment 
as in these Eegulations mentioned. 

35. — (1.) Every person subject to these Regulations who — 

(a.) Deserts, or attempts to desert, and shall be proved to have 
previously committed a similar offence ; or 

(6.) Persuades or endeavours to persuade, procures, or attempts 
to procure, any person to desert, and shall be proved to have pre- 
viously committed a similar offence ; or 

(c.) When belonging to any of His Majesty's Imperial or other 
forces, without having first obtained a regular discharge therefrom, 
or otherwise fulfilled the conditions enabling him to enlist, 
, enlists in any other of His Majesty's Imperial or other forces, 
and shall be proved to have previously committed a similar offence — 

shall, on conviction, be liable to suffer imprisonment or such less 
punishment as is in these Regulations mentioned. 

(2.) Where an offender has fraudulently enlisted once or oftener 
he may, for the purposes of this section, be deemed to belong to any 
one or more of the corps to which he has been appointed or 
transferred, as well as to the corps to which he properly belongs ; 
and it shall be lawful to charge an offender with any number of 
offences against this section at the same time, and to give evidence 
of such offences against him, and, if he be convicted thereof, to 
punish him accordingly. 

36. Every person subject to these Regulations who — 

(1.) Being charged with or concerned in the care or distribution 
of any public or regimental money or goods, steals, fraudulently 
misapplies, or embezzles the same, or is concerned in or connives 
at the stealing, fraudulent misapplication, or embezzlement thereof, or 
wilfully damages any such goods ; or who — 

(2.) — {a.) When in command of a guard, piquet, patrol, or post, 
wilfully relcEises without proper authority any prisoner committed to

(d,) Forces a safeguard ; or 

(e.) Leaves his commanding officer for the purpose of committing Offences in 
any offence against the property or person of any inhabitant of, or ?®}f v^f *? 
resident m, the coimtry m wmch he is serving ; or 

(/.) Breaks into any house or other place for the purpose of 
committing any ofEence against the property or person of any 
inhabitant of, or resident in, the country in which he is serving ; or 

(g.) Commits any ofEence against the property or person of any 
inhabitant of, or resident in, the country in which he is serving ; or 

(h.) Does violence to any person bringing provisions or supplies Irregular 

to the forces ; or detention, &c., 

(i.) Irregularly detains or appropriates to his own regiment, ^ *"^^ ^' 
battalion, or detachment any provisions or supplies proceeding to the 
forces, contrary to any orders issued in that respect ; or 

(y.) Being a soldier acting as sentinel, commits any of the Misbehaviour 
following offences; that is to say — of sentinel.

(ii.) Leaves his post before he is regularly relieved ; or who 

(2.) Strikes or uses or offers any violence to his superior officer, Ijasybordi-

(3.) — (a.) Strikes or uses or offers violence to any person, 
whether subject to these Eegulations or not, in whose custody he is 
placed, and whether he is or is not his superior officer ; or 

(6.) Resists an escort whose duty it is to apprehend him or to 
have him in charge ; or 

{e,) Breaks out of barracks, camp, or quarters ; or who 

(4.) Disobeys any lawful command given by his superior officer ; Disobedience. 
or who Neglect to 

(5.) Neglects to obey any general, or garrison, or other orders ; ^^^f^'^'^^^ 
or who orders. 

(6.) — (a.) Deserts or attempts to desert ; or Desertion. 

(b,) Persuades, or endeavours to persuade, procures, or attempts 
to procure, or assist any person to desert ; or 

(c) Being cognisant of any desertion or intended desertion of 
any person, does not forthwith give notice to his superior officer, or 
take any steps in his power to cause the deserter or intended deserter 
to be apprehended ; or 

((/.) When belonging to any of His Majesty's Imperial or other Fraudulent 
forces, without having first obtained a regular discharge therefrom, enlistment. 
or otherwise fulfilled the conditions enabling him to enust, enlists in 
any other of his Majesty's Imperial or other forces ; or 

(e.) Having been discharged with disgrace from any part of Enlistment of 
His Majesty's Imperial or other forces ; or having been dismissed soldier or

(/.) Is concerned in the enlistment of any man, when he knows disgrace,

When in camp or garrison or elsewhere, is found beyond 
any limits fixed or in any place prohibited by any general, garrison, 
or other order, without a pass or written leave from his officer ; or 

(d.) Without leave from his officer, or without due cause, absents 
himself from any school when duly ordered to attend there; or

(8.) — (a.) Attempts to commit suicide ; or 

(b.) Malingers, or feigns, or produces disease or infirmity ; or 

(c.) Wilfully maims or injures himself or any other soldier, 
whether at the instance of such other soldier or not, with intent 
thereby to render himself or such other soldier unfit for service, or 
causes himself to be maimed or injured by any person, with intent 
thereby to render himself unfit for service ; or 

{d,) Is wilfully guilty of any misconduct, or wilfully disobeys, 
whether in hospital or otherwise, any orders, by means of which 
misconduct or disobedience he produces or aggravates disease or 
infirmity, or delays its cure ; or 

(e,) Steals or embezzles, or receives, knowing them to be stolen 
or embezzled, any money or goods the property of a comrade or of 
an officer, or any money or goods belonging to any regimental mess, 
band, or institution, or any public money or goods ; or 

(/.) Is guilty of any other offence of a fraudulent nature not 
before in these Regulations particularly specified, or of any other 
disgraceful conduct of a cruel, indecent, or unnatural kind ; or who 

(9.) Commits the offence of drunkenness, whether on duty or 
not on duty ; or who 

(10.) — (a.) When in command of a guard, piquet, patrol, or 
post, releases without proper authority any person committed to his 
charge ; or 

(b.) Allows to escape any prisoner who is committed to his 
charge, or whom it is his duty to keep or guard ; or who 

(11.) — (a.) Commits or connives at any extortion ; or 
(b,) Without proper authority exacts from any person, carriage, 
porterage, or provisions ; or 

(c.) Lays any duty upon, or takes any fee or advantage in 
respect of, or is in any way interested in, the sale of provisions or 
merchandise brought into any garrison, camp, station, barrack, or 
place, in which he has any command or authority, or the sale or 
purchase of any provisions or stores ; or who 

(12.) — {a.) Makes away with, or is concerned in making away 
with, his arms, ammunition, equipments, instruments, clothing, 
regimental necessaries, or any animal of which he has charge ; or 

{b,) Loses by neglect anything before in this paragraph 
mentioned; or 
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(c.) Makes away with any military decoration granted to him ; or 
{d,) Wilfully injures anything before in this paragraph men- 
tioned, or any property belonging to a comrade, or to an officer, 
or to any regimental mess, band, or institution, or any pubUo 
property; or 

(e,) Ill-treats any animal used in the public service ; or who 

(13.) — (a.) In any report, return, muster-roll, pay-list, certificate, FMljing 
book, route, or other document made or signed by him, or of the documents 
contents of which it is his duty to ascertain the accuracy, knowingly and false 
makes or is privy to the making of any false or fraudulent statement, declarations. 
ot knowingly makes or is privy to the making of any omission with 
intent to defraud ; or 

(b.) Knowingly and with intent to injure any person, or 
knowingly and with intent to defraud, suppresses, defaces, alters, or

Eefuses or by culpable neglect omits to make or send a 
report or return which it is his duty to make or send ; or who 

(14.) — {a.) Makes a false accusation against any officer or soldier, False accusa-

(b,) In making a complaint, where he thinks himself wronged, 
knowingly makes any false statement affecting the character of any 
offikfer or soldier, or knowingly and wilfully suppresses any material 
facts ; or 

(c.) Makes a wilfully false statement to any military or judicial 
officer in respect of his military service ; or who 

(15.) — {a,) Being duly summoned or ordered to attend as a Offences in 
vritness before a court-martial, makes default in attending ; or co^i^-'^ ^ 

(b,) Refuses to take an oath or make a solemn declaration martial, 
legally required by a court-martial to be taken or made ; or 

(c.) Eefuses to produce any docimient in his power or control 
legally required by a court-martial to be produced by him ; or 

{d.) Eefuses when a witness to answer any question to which a 
court-martial may legally require an answer ; or 

(c.) Is guilty of contempt of a court-martial by using insulting 
or threatening language, or by causing any interruption or dis- 
turbance in the proceedings of such Court ; or 

(/.) When examined on oath or solemn declaration before a False 
court-martial or any court or officer authorised by these Eegulations evidence, 
to administer an oath, wilfully gives false evidence ; or who 

(16.) Uses traitorous or disloyal words regarding the Sovereign ; Traitorous 
or who ^<>^^* 

(17.) Without due authority, either verbally or in writing or Injurious 
by signal or otherwise, discloses the numbers or position of any disclosures. 
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forces, or any magazines or stores thereof, or any preparations for, 
or orders relating to, operations or movements of any forces, at such 
time and in such manner as may be injurious to Hia Majesty's 
service ; or who 

(18.) Being a native officer or non-commissioned officer, 

(a.) Strikes or otherwise ill-treats any soldier ; or 

(b,) Having received the pay of any non-commissioned officer 

or soldier, unlawfully detains or unlawfully refuses to pay the same 

when due ; or who 

(19.) On application being made to him, neglects or refuses to 
deliver over to the civil magistrate, or to assist in the lawful appre- 
hension of, any non-commissioned officer or private accused of an 
ofEence punishable by a civil court ; or who 

(20.) Is guilty of any act, conduct, disorder, or neglect, to the 
prejudice of good order and military discipline — 
shall, on conviction, be liable to suffer imprisonment not exceeding 
two years, or such less punishment as is in these Regulations 
mentioned. 

Provided that, in the case of conviction for drunkenness, the 
offender shall be liable, either in addition to or in substitution for 
any other punishment, to pay a fine not exceeding £1. For the 
purposes of this section the expression "drunkenness on duty" 
means drunkenness committed on the march or otherwise on duty, 
or after the offender was warned for duty, or when by reason of the 
drunkenness the offender was foimd unfit for duty. 

38. Punishment may be inflicted in respect of offences com- 
mitted by persons subject to these Regulations and convicted by 
court-martial according to the scale following — 

(a.) Death. 

(b.) Imprisonment with or without hard labour, for a term not 
exceeding five years.

{e,) Corporal punishment not exceeding twenty-four lashes. 

(/.) Forfeitures, fines, and stoppages. 

Provided that — 

(1.) A soldier when sentenced to imprisonment may, in addition 
thereto, be sentenced to be discharged with ignominy from His 
Majesty's service. 

(2.) In addition to or without any other punishment in respect 
of any offence, an offender convicted may be subject to forfeiture of 
any service towards gratuity, military decoration, or military reward. 

(3.) In addition to or without any other punishment in respect 
of any offence, an offender may be sentenced to any deduction 
authorised by these Regulations to be made from his ordinary pay. 

(4.) The Commissioner shall, by regulation, prescribe the 
instrument with which corporal punishment under this section shall 
be inflicted. 
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Arrest 

39. The following regulations shall be enacted with respect to Airesi 
persons subject to these Kegulations when charged with oiEEences 
punishable under these Eegulations : — 

(1.) Every person subject to these Regulations when so charged 
may be taken into military custody ; Provided that in every case 
where any soldier remains in such military custody for a longer 
period than eight days without a court-martial for his trial being 
ordered to assemble, a special report of the necessity for further 
delay shall be made by his commanding officer in manner prescribed ; 
and a similar report shall be forwarded every eight days until a 
court-martial is assembled or the soldier is released from custody ; 

(2.) Military custody means, according to the usages of His 
Majesty's service, the putting the offender imder arrest or the putting 
him in confinement ; 

(3.) An officer may order into military custody any non-com- 
missioned officer or private of the regiment, and any non-com- 
missioned officer may order into military custody any private ; and 
any such order shall be obeyed, notwithstanding the person giving 
the order and the person in respect of whom the order is given do 
not belong to the same corps, arm, or branch of the service ; 

(4.) An officer or non-commissioned officer commanding a guard, 
or a provost-marshal or assistant provost-marshal, shall not refuse to 
receive or keep any person who is committed to his custody by any 
officer or non-commissioned officer, but it shall be the duty of the 
officer or non-commissioned officer who commits any person into 
custody to deliver at the time of such committal or as soon as 
practicable, and in every case within twenty-four hours thereafter, 
to the officer, non-commissioned officer, provost-marshal, or assistant 
provost-marshal into whose custody the person is conmiitted, an 
account, either verbal or in writing, of the offence with which the 
person so committed is charged ; 

(5.) The charge made against every person taken into military 
-custody shall without imnecessary delay be investigated by the 
proper military authority, and, as soon as may be, either proceedings 
shall be taken for pimishing the offence or such persons snail be dis- 
charged from custody. 

Power of Commanding Officer. 

40. The commanding officer shall, upon an investigation being Power of 
had of a cl^ge made against a person subject to these Regulations commanding

Confinement to barracks for any period not exceeding 
twenty-one days, such confinement involving the taking of all duties 
in regular turn, attending parades and punishment drillfi, not 
exceeding one hour at a time, nor four hours in all on the same day, 
inclusive of ordinary parades, and also liability to employment on 
duties of fatigue ; 

(h,) Extra guards and piquets, but only for minor offences or 
irregularities when on or parading for g^uard or piquet.

(a.) For the first and second offence the offender shall be ad* 
monished or confined to barracks ; 

For every subsequent offence the offender shall be fined 
according to such scale as the Commissioner may approve, such fines 
to be levied by stoppttges from the offender's pay, but no single 
award is to exceed 10s. ;

A general court-martial shall be convened by the com- 
manding officer, provided that he is in possession of a warrant 
authorizing him to convene a general court-martial, or provided that 
the power to convene and confirm general courts-martial has been 
delegated to him by the inspector-general. 

A regimeijtal court-martial shall be convened by the com- 
manding officer, or some officer deriving authority to convene a 
regimental court-martial from him. 

(4.) A general court-martial shall consist of not less than five 
officers, each of whom must have held a commission in His Majesty's 
service for not less than one year, unless the officer convening the 
court-martial is of opinion that five officers are not available, having 
due regard to the public service, in which case the court-martial may 
consist of three officers, in which case also the convening officer may 
preside. 

(5.) A regimental court-martial shall consist of not less than 
three officers, each of whom must have held a commission in His

Majesty's service for not less than one year, unless the officer coil-» 
vening the court-martial is of opinion that three officers are not 
available, having due regard to the public service, in which case the 
court-martial may consist of two officers. 

(6.) A general court-martial shall have power to try all personB 
subject to these Eegulations, and to pass sentence of death or such 
less punishment as is in these Regulations mentioned ; provided 
that, if the court-martial consist of less than five members, sentence 
of death shall not be passed on any prisoner without the concurrence 
of all the members. 

(7.) A regimental court-martial shall not award the punishment 
of death or of imprisonment in excess of two years ; but, subject as 
aforesaid, any offence under these Regulations committed by a 
person subject to the^e Emulations may be tried and punished by a 
regimental court-martial. 

(8.) The president of a court-martial shall be appointed by order 
of the aiithorify convening the court, and in the cage of a regiitiental 
court-martial, the convening officer may appoint himself as president. 

(9.) — (a,) One of the members of the court shall, if possible, be 
an officer of the battalion, and the other members of the court may 
be officers of the regiment, or officers of His Majesty's Army ot 
Royal Marine Forces or Royal Navy, or officers of any of His 
Majesty's naval or military services. 

(6.) In case of emergency, or when a sufficient number of 
military officers is not available, it shall be lawful for public officers 
of the Protectorate to sit as members of a court-martial, but in no 
case shall they sit as presidents, unless they are entitled to do so in 
virtue of their military rank in His Majesty's service. 

(10.) In all cases or matters before the court, the proceedings of 
the court shall be, as nearly as may be, in accordance with the Kules 
of Procedure made imder flie Army Act. 

44. The following authorities shall have power to confirm the 
findings and sentences of courts-martial ; that is to say : — 

{a.) In the case of a regimental court-martial, the commanding 
officer or officer having authority to convene such a court-martial at 
the date of the submission of the finding and sentence thereof. 

(b.) In the case of a general court-martial, the convening officer.

Execution of 45.— (1.) Any sentence of imprisonment, or of imprisonment 

Bentences of with hard labour, imposed upon any non-commissioned officer or 
imprisonment, private of the regiment for any offence under tiiese Regulations, may 
be carried out in any prison established within the Protectorate, or 
where the sentence of imprisonment imposed does not exceed fourteen 
days, with or without hard labour, in any lock-up house or cells 
which for that purpose the Commissioner may think fit to attach to 
any fort or barracks. The Comissioner may from time to time make 
rules for the government of any lock-up house or cells attached by

up house or cells unless and until such rules as aforesaid shall have 
"been made, and provided that any soldier of the regiment, notwith- 
standing that his sentence exceeds fourteen days, may, whilst 
iiwaitiiig removal to a prison, be temporarily imprisoned in any such 
loi^-up house or cells. 

(2») A sentence passed upon any person subject to these Regu- 
lations shall be in no respect affected by such person ceasing to be 
fubject to these Reffulatioris by discharge or otherwise. 

(3.) Every gamer shall receive into his custody and carry out 
the sentence upon any soldier of the regiment sentenced to 
imprisonment, or imprisonment with hard labour, for any offence 
under these Regulations, upon an order in writing in that behalf 
being delivered to him under the hand of the commanding officer or 
of the officer or Collector imposing the sentence, which order shall 
specify the offence and the period of imprisonment, or of imprison- 
ment with hard labour.

48. — (1.) All fines recovered within the Protectorate from non- 
commissioned officers or privates of the regiment shall be paid over 
to the Treasurer of the Protectorate, to be placed to the credit of a 
fund to be styled the " MiKtary Fines Fund."

{dSJ Payments to soldiers of the regiment as reward for special 
services when such payments cannot otherwise be met out of Pro- 
tectorate funds ; 

{e,) Provision of any articles for the use of the regiment, when 
the cost of such provision cannot otherwise be met out of Protectorate 
funds. 

(4.) Annual statements of receipts and expenditure on account 
of the Military Fines Fund shall be rendered by the senior command- 
ing officer to the Commissioner, who will submit them to the Secretary 
of State. 

Supplemental Provisions as to Discipline. 

49. The sentence on a non-commissioned officer for any offence 
shall in no case include corporal punishment, or imprisonment, unless 
it also includes reduction of the offender to the rank of a private, but 
a non-commissioned officer sentenced to corporal punishment or im- 
prisonment shall be deemed to be reduced to the ranks, and in such 
ease the sentence of reduction sl^all precede and be carried out before 
that of corporal punishment or imprisonment. 

50. Nt) sentence of corporal punishment shall be carried out 
until a period of twenty-four hours has elapsed, and unless under the 
superintendence of a medical officer, or in case no medical officer is 
available, a European officer of the administration, nor until such 
medical officer or European officer shall certify the physical fitness of 
the offender to undergo the same, and in relation thereto the said 
medical officer or European officer may give and shall have carried 
out such orders for preventing injury to health as he may deem 
necessary, and, in case the said medical officer or European officer shall 
order the punishment to be discontinued, it shall be immediately 
discontinued accordingly. 

51. — (1.) Upon reasonable suspicion that any person is a 
deserter any non-commissioned officer or private of the regiment or 
other person may apprehend him, and forthwith bring him before 
the Collector of the district wherein he was f oimd, who shall deal 
with the suspected deserter as if he were brought before him by 
warrant under the laws in force in the Protectorate. 

(2.) Upon its appearing to such Collector by the testimony of 
one or more witnesses, or by his own confession, that the accused is 
a deserter, he shall cause him to be conveyed to the nearest detach- 
ment of the regiment, and delivered over to the officer in command 
thereof, together with an office copy of the proceedings and of the 
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eridiBiioe taken by him ; and such officer shall deal with the case in 
aceordance with the provisions of these Eegulations. 

52. — (1.) Forfeiture of one good-conduct badge and Is. per 
month of good-conduct pay shall be involved in and deemed a part 
of any sentence of — 

(a,) Imprisonment or confinement to barracks for more than 
seven days ; ■ 

(b,) Imprisonment with hard labour for any term ; 
{c) Fine in any simi exceeding 5s. ; 
(d.) Corporal punishment ; 

and every such forfeiture shall be entered on the offender's defaulter 
sheet and in the guard report. 

(2.) If a non-commissioned officer be reduced to the rank of a 
private, or reduced in degree of rank, he shall forfeit one good- 
conduct badge, should he be in possession of the same, and Is. per 
month of good-conduct pay. 

(3.) The commanding officer may in any ease of aggravated 
ofEence recommend to the Commissioner that the offender forfeit all 
or any good-conduct badges and pay that he may be in possession of 
or may have earned, and all or any decorations or honorary rewards, 
and any advantage as to gratuity on discharge which he may have 
earned by past service, and such effect shall be given to such recom- 
mendation as the Commissioner may determine. 

53. Any non-commissioned officer or private who has forfeited Kestoration of 
any period of past service qualifying towards good-conduct badges forfeited 
and pay or gratuity may have such service restored to him by the 
Commissioner, on the recommendation of his commanding officer, at 
any time as a reward for conspicuous gallantry in the field or other 
notable service, or when he has served with uninterrupted good 
conduct, as shown by his having no entries in the regimental 
defaulters' book, for two years in case of a first conviction entailing 
loss of service, for five years in case of a second conviction of the same 
nature, and for seven years in case of a third conviction of the same 
nature, or should circumstances of an aggravated character have 
attended the offqnce on account of which his service was forfeited. 
Such period of probation shall be reckoned from the release of the 
person convicted from imprisonment or other completion of his 
punishment and his return to duty. 

54. — (1.) Every officer hereinbefore empowered to enquire con- Power of 
corning offences under these Eegulations, shall in any matter touch- summoning 
ing such inquiries have the powers of a Magistrate under the Indian ^^^^esses. 
Code of Criminal Procedure, of summoning and examining witnesses 
on oath or affirmation, and calling for documents in any matter 
before him under these Eegulations, and of adjourning any hearing 
from time to tim^. 

(2.) In every inquiry in which evidence is taken on oath or Form of 
affirmation, the proceedings and evidence shall be recorded in proceeding.-?, 
writing, and the course of proceeding with respect to the taking of 
evidence and the conduct of the inquiry shall be as nearly as may be in 
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tMnlonmfy wiih the praotioe prescribed in the Eules of Procedure 
made under the Army Act. 

65. Nothing in these Eegulations shall he construed to exempt 
any non-commissioned officer or private of the regiment from being 
proceeded against by the ordinary course of law when accused of any 
crime or offence other than the offences hereinbefore mentioned or 
referred to ; and' whenever any non-commissioned officer or private 
of the regiment is accused of any capital crime, or of violence, or of 
any offence against person or proper^ punishable by the law of the 
Protectorate, tiie commanding officers, officers and non-commissioned 
officers, and privates of the regiment shall use their utmost endeavours 
to cause such persons to be discovered and secured, and delivered 
over to be tried in the ordinary course of justice. 

66. — (1.) An offender shall not be liable to be tried by court- 
martial for any offence which has been dealt with summarily by his 
commanding officer, and shall not be liable to be tried by court- 
martial, or to be punished by his conmianding officer for any offence 
of which he has been acquitted or convicted by a competent civil 
court or by a court-martial. An offender shall not be liable to be 
tried by a civil court for any offence which has been dealt with 
summarily by his commanding officer or for which he has been tried 
by court-martial. 

(2.) If any non-commissioned officer or private of the regiment 
has been convicted by a competent civil court of any crime or offence, 
he shall not be liable to be punished for the same under these 
Eegulations otherwise than by loss of pay under section 46, and by 
reduction to an inferior rank or to the rank of a private, by order of 
the Commissioner communicated through the commanding officer, in 
the case of a non-commissioned officer, or by dismissal from the 
regiment, or by the loss of the whole or any period of his previous 
service reckoning towards discharge, or by tiie loss of all or any 
good-conduct badges which he may possess, together with forfeiture 
of the whole or any part of any good-conduct pay of which he is in 
receipt, by order of the Commissioner oommimicated through the 
commandmg officer. 

57. If any non-commissioned officer or private thinks himself 
wronged in any matter by any officer other than his captain, or by 
any non-commissioned officer or private, he may complain thereof to 
his company commander, and if he thinks himself wronged by his 
company commander, either in respect of his complaint not being 
redressed or in respect of any other matter, he may complain thereof 
to his commanding officer ; alid if he thinks himself wronged by his 
commanding officer, either in respect of his complaint not being 
redressed or in respect of any other matter, he may complain thereof 
to the Commissioner ; and every officer to whom a complaint is made 
in pursuance of this section shall cause such complaii^ to be inquired 
into, and shall, if on inquiry he is satisfied of the justice of the com- 
plaint so made, take such steps as may be necessary for giving full, 
redress to the complainant in respect of the matter oomplamed of. 
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Part IV. — General Provisions. 
Legal Penalties in Matters respecting Regiment 

58. Any person who by any means whatsoever, directly or inducing 
indirectly, procures or persuades, or attempts to procure or persuade, members of 
any non-commissioned officer or private of the regiment to desert, or ^^^^^ ^ 
who aids, abets, or is accessory to the desertion of any non-com- 
missioned officer or private of the regiment, or who, having reason to 

believe that any man is a deserter, harbours such deserter or aids him 
in concealing himself, or aids or assists in his rescue, shall be liable 
to be imprisoned, with or without hard labour, for a term not exceed- 
ing six months ; and shall in addition be liable to a fine not exceed- 
ing 200 rupees. 

59. Any person who aids, abets, or is accessory to any mutiny. Inciting to 
sedition, or disobedience to any lawful command of a superior officer °^*"^y' **'• 
by any non-commissioned officer or private of the regiment, or 
maliciously endeavours to seduce any non-commissioned officer or 
private of the regiment from his allegiance or duty, shall be 
punishable with imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for a 

term not exceeding two years ; and shall in addition be liable to a 
fine not exceeding 800 rupees. 

60. Any person who shall knowingly detaiu, buy, exchange, or Unlawful 
receive from any non-commissioned officer or private of the regiment, posseBaon of 
or deserter, or any person acting for or on his behalf, or who shall ^men^';^ 
soUcit or entice any non-commissioned officer or private of the penalty, 
regiment, or who shall be employed by any non-commisioned officer 

or private of the regiment, or deserter, knowing him to be such, to 
sell, make away with, or dispose of any arms, ammunition, clothing, 
accoutrements, medals, or other appointments furnished for the use of 
the regiment, or who shall have in his possession anv such arms, 
ammunition, clothing, accoutrements, medals, or appomtments, and 
shall not give a satisfactory accoimt how he came by the same, shall 
be liable to a penalty not exceeding 500 rupees, together with 
double the value of all or any of the several articles of which such 
offender shall so become or be possessed. 

61. Whoever, not being a member of the regiment, or being a Personating; 
deserter therefrom, puts on the dress or accoutrements of a person P®^^*y- 
serving in the regiment, or part thereof, or any dress intended to 
simulate that of the regiment, or part thereof, or any medal or badge 

which he is not authorized to wear, or takes the name, designation, 
or character of a person appointed to or serving iu the regiment for 
the purpose of thereby doing or obtaining to be done any act which 
he would not be entitled to do, or procure to be done of his own 
authority or for any other unlawful purpose, shall be liable to be 
imprisoned, either with or without hard labour, for a term not 
exceeding six months, or to a fine not exceeding 800 rupees, or to 
both. 

62. All offences under these Regulations committed by persons Procedure 
not belonging to the regiment shtJl be prosecuted, and all sentences ^^®^??T^^ 
imposed on such persons shall be carried into effect, in the manner ^th^ personi 
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provided by the laws in force in the Protectorate, and the amount of 
any fines recovered shall be paid to the Treagurer and form part of 
the pubKo revenue. 

Enforcement of Civil Contracts, 

63. — (1.) Any non-commissioned oflScer or private shall be liable 
to be taken out of the King's African Eifles only by process or 
execution on account of any criminal charge, or on account of an 
original debt proved by affidavit of the plaintiff, or of someone on 
his behalf to the value of £20 at the least over and above all costs of 
suit, but not for any original debt not amounting to £20, nor for 
the breach of any covenant, agreement, or other engagement, nor 
for having left or deserted his employer or master, or his contract, 
work, or labour ; and all warrants or other process of execution on 
account of the matters for which it is herein declared that such non- 
commissioned officer or private is not liable to be taken out of the 
said service shall be nidi and void. 

(2.) Any plainttfiE, upon notice of the cause of action first given 
in writing to the officer under whose command the defendant is 
serving at the date of service of the writ of summons, may proceed 
in any action or suit to judgment, and have execution other than 
against the body of any non-commissioned officer or private, or than 
(except as next after mentioned) against the pay due or accruing 
due to him. 

(3.) The pay of any non-commissioned officer or private due or 
accruing to him at the date of any judgment, or afterwards, shall 
not be liable to be arrested upon any civil process except in respect 
of any debt or liability which he may have incurred within three 
years next before being appointed to the regiment; and for such debt 
or liability, when constituted by decree, his pay may be aiTCsted to 
an extent not exceeding one-third thereof. Where an order for such 
arrestment is made, the court making the order shall give notice 
thereof to the paymaster, and thereupon the amount ordered shall 
be stopped out of the judgment debtor's pay until the amount of 
the decree is made good. 

Wills and Distribution of Property. 

64. — (1.) Every soldier on enlistment shall declare the name 
of the person or persons to whom, in the event of his decease 
without having made a valid will, any money or personal property 
due or belonging to him should be paid or delivered, and the name 
of such person or persons shall be recorded at the headquarters of 
the soldier's battalion. The record shall be v^ified periodically, and 
it shall be the duty of the soldier to report any alteration in the 
record which he wishes made. 

(2.) The paymaster or any officer of the regiment, or of the 
Treasury or other public department, having in his charge or 
control any pay, accumulations of pay, gratuity or other allowance, 
or any personal property or money belonging to any soldier dying 
intestate who has complied with the above conditions, may pay or 
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deliver the same to the person or persons whose name or names has 
or have heen recorded by the soldier in the manner prescribed. 

65. — (1.) Any will made by a non-commissioned officer or Form of will, 
private of the regiment shall be valid for disposing of any money 
or personal property which shall be due or belonging to him at 
his decease : — 

If it is in writing and signed or acknowledged by him in presence 
of, and in his presence attested by one witness, being an officer of 
the regiment or public officer of the Protectorate; or 

If it is executed with the formalities required by any law now 
or hereafter in force in the Protectorate, in the case of persons not 
being soldiers of the regiment. 

Such will shall be deemed well made for the purpose of being 
admitted to probate, and the person taking out representation to the 
testator under such will shall exclusively be deemed the testator's 
representative with respect to the money or personal property thereby 
bequeathed. 

(2.) The paymaster or any officer of the regiment, or of the Accomula- 
Treasury, or other public department, having in his charge or tionofpay, 
control any pay, accumulations of pay, gratuity or other allowance, than £6^mav 
or any personal property, or money belonging to such testator, not be paid with- 
exceeding in the aggregate the value of £50, may pay or deliver out probate, 
the same to any person entitled thereto under the will, or to the 
person entitled to procure probate of, or administration under, such 
will, although probate or administration may not have been taken out. 

If the value of the said money and personal property exceeds Probate to be 
the srid sum of £50, the paymaster or other officer as aforesaid, taken if value 
having the same in his charge or control, shall require probate or ®^^®®^ ^^^• 
administration to be taken out, and thereupon pay and deliver the 
said money and effects to the legal representative of the deceased. 

66. In case any non-commissioned officer or private of the Distribution 
regiment dies without having complied with the requirements stated p cases of 
in Section 64 of these Regulations, and without having made any ^ ^ ^^' 
valid will under this or any law or ordinance regulating wills for the 

time being in force, the paymaster or other offiofer having in his 
charge or control money or personal property of the deceased as 
aforesaid may, with the concurrence of the Commissioner, pay or 
or deliver such money or personal property to any claimant showing 
herself or himself to the satisfaction of the Commissioner to be the 
widow' of the deceased, or to be the child or any near relative of the 
deceased according to the rules of kinship of the tribe to which the 
deceased belonged, and where there are more such claimants than 
one, then in such shares and proportions as the claimants would be 
entitled to receive under the rules of succession prevaiHng among 
such tribe or as nearly as may be. 

67. Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained, if in cases As to payment 
where probate of the will or administration to the estate of the ^^ ^^^^s. 
deceased is not taken out, the paymaster or other officer aforesaid, 

before disposing of the money and personal property of the deceased 
in manner aforesaid has notice of any debt due by the deceased, he 
shall apply such money and property so far as remaining in his charge 
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or control, or eo much thereof as may be requisite in or towards 
payment of such debt, subject to the following conditions : — 

(1.) That the debt accrued within three years before the death. 

(2.) That payment of it is claimed within one year after the deaths 

(3.) That the claimant proves the debt to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioner. 

Any person claiming to be a creditor of the deceased shall not 
be entitled to obtain payment of his debt out of any money that may 
be in the hands of the paymaster or any officer of the regiment, or of 
the Treasury or other public department, except by means of a claim 
on the paymaster or comman^g officer or some Collector, and 
proceeding thereon under and according to these Begulations. 

68. In all cases where the money or personal property of th© 
deceased or any part thereof is paid or delivered to any person a* 
being interested therein by reason of his or her name having been 
recorded in accordance with Section 64 of these Regulations, or under 
the will of the deceased, or as his widow or child or near relative, or 
in any other manner under thesei Regulations, any creditor of th^ 
deceased shall have the same rights and remedies against such person 
as if he had received the same as a legal personal representative of 
the deceased. 

69. If the money or personal property belonging to the deceased, 
or any part thereof, remains for one year undisposed of or un-' 
appropriated, and without any valid claim thereto having been made, 
then the paymaster or other officer having the charge or conti^ol 
thereof shall apply and make over the same towards any reward and 
gratuity fund for the benefit of the regiment as maybe prescribed hy 
an order or rules of the Commissioner. 

Provided that the application under this Section of any such 
money or property, or part thereof, undisposed of or unappropriated 
as aforesaid, meJl not be deemed t(3 bar any claim of any person to 
the same, or any part thereof, that may b^ established at any tim^ 
after such appKcation. 

70. Medals, uniforms, and decorations shall not be considered to 
be comprised in the personal estate of any deceased with reference to 
claims of creditors, or for any of the purposes of administration under 
these Regulations or otherwise, and the same shall be delivered to 
and held by the paymaster, and disposed of according to regulations 
made by the Commissioner. 

71. In every case of desertion the money or property of the 
deserter in the charge or control of the paymaster, or any other officer 
as aforesaid, shall be disposed of accordmg to regulations made by 
the Commissioner. 

Provided that in every such case the provisions of Section 65 of 
these Regulations shall, mutatis mutandis^ apply as nearly as may be,

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SOMALILAND PROTECTORATE. 



RULES FOR THE GUIDANCE OF PERSONS INTENDING 
TO TRAVEL IN THE SOMALILAND PROTECTORATE 
FOR SPORTING OR OTHER PURPOSES. 

Oeneral Provisians, 

1. No shooting, exploring, or other party is allowed to enter the 
Protectorate without the previous permission of the Oonsul-General, 
to whom timely application should be made in writing, stating ihe 
proposed time, scope, duration, and object of the tour. 

Game Licences. 

2.— («.) Under " The Somaliland Game Regulations, 1901," 
visitors travelling for the purpose of sport are required to take out a 
sportsman's licence, for which a fee of 500 rupees is charged. 

(6.) Exception is made in the case of military officers of the 
Aden garrison, to whom a limited number of " public officers' 
licences " may be issued on payment of a fee of 100 rupees. It is 
also provided that a ** public officers' licence " may be granted for a 
single period of fourteen consecutive days in one year on payment of 
a fee of 30 rupees. 

(c.) A copy of the Game Regulations may be seen at Messrs. 
Cowasjee, Dinshaw's, Aden, and may be obtained on application to 
the Foreign Office, or to the Protectorate authorities. 

Cmtoma Duty, 

3. An import duty of seven per cent, ad valorem is charged on 
all stores and provisions imported, ydih the exception of bona fide 
wearing apparel and articles of personal use, which are passed free. 

Cfuns and Ammunition. 

4. All consignments of arms and ammunition must be preceded, 
at least a week before the arrival of such consignments, by a declara- 
tion signed by their owners and addressed to the agents of the latter 
in Aden, of the number and description of arms and ammunition, 
and also by a copy of the permission accorded them to enter the 
Protectorate, failing which, the said arms and ammunition are liable 
to be overcarried as, under the provisions of the Indian Arms Act 
and the Explosives Act, the Aden authorities will be unable to grant 
a licence for their import or transhipment. 

6. — (a.) " The Somaliland Fire-arms Regulatioi^s, 1899," 
provide tiiat : — 

(i.) All fire-arms and ammunition must be imported either at 
2eyla or Berbera, and at no other place in the Protectorate. 

(ii.) They must be deposited in the Customs warehouse, and 
cannot be withdrawn without a permit in writing signed by Consular 
officer. 
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(iii.) Previous to withdrawal they must be stamped and 
registered. 

(b.) Forms of application for game licences and for permits of 
withdrawal may be previously obtained and filled in at Messrs. 
Oowasjee, Dinshaw's, Aden. 

Escort and Followers, 

6. — (fl.) Every party intending to travel in the interior is 
required to take an escort in sufficient number, and so armed as to 
satisfy the Consul-General, according to the district to be visited. 

(ft.) Arms and ammunition for escorts must be provided by the 
parties themselves ; none can be lent by the Administration. 

7. Each caravan must be under a Headman. A list of Head- 
men, at present qualified, is given in Schedule I. annexed hereto, and 
none but men entered on tms list, or who may hereafter be added 
thereto by the Consul-General, will be permitted to aoconipany 
parties in that capacity. 

8. Men composing the escort, personal servants, and other 
followers, may be selected by the traveller*, but must be approved 
and registered by the Consular officer of the district in which they 
are engaged, and the provisions of " The Native Labour Eegulations, 
1901," shall be compKed with in all respects. Copies of these 
regulations can be obtained from Messrs. Cowasjee, Dinshaw. 

9. To prevent imposture and disappointment, visitors are 
recommended to engage their servants and followers locally in 
consultation with the local officials, who wiU be competent to advise 
them in their selection. 

Schedule II., annexed hereto, gives the recognised scale of wages. 

Miscellaneous, 

10. There is no desire to make hampering conditions, but it is 
evident that the molestation of British subjects travelling in the 
interior would be most injurious to Great Britain's position in 
Somaliland, and the necessary precautions must be taken with 
this view : 

(i.) A thorn zariba should, where possible, be made round 
the camp. 

(ii.) Night watch should be strictly kept. 

(iii.) Interference in tribal disputes must be avoided. When 
travellers find themselves at a distance from the coast in the vicinity 
of tribes between whom an affray appears imminent, they should 
confine their action to advising the parties to keep the peace and to 
send deputations to the nearest Protectorate official, to whom a report 
in the matter should at once be made. 

11. The giving of fire-arms and ammunition to natives is 
strictly forbidden. 

12. It is essential that information as to the whereabouts and 
welfare of any party should be communicated to the District Officer 
not less frequently than once a fortnight. 
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13. Travellers must make their own arrangements for suppKes, 
camels, ponies, &o. This cannot be done by the local officials, 
though the latter will be glad to assist with advice as far as possible. 
Travellers are also reminded that they must make their own arrange- 
ments for the safe custody of any money they may leave behind 
them at the coast towns, for the payments of any cheques they may 
draw thereon, and for the keeping of their accounts, in which matters 
the Protectorate officials are forbidden to interfere. 

Messrs. Cowasjee, Dinshaw, and Brothers have an agent in 
Berbera who will receive deposits and act as a general agent for 
touring parties. 

14. As there are no hotels or rest-houses at either Zeyla or 
Berbera, visitors should be prepared to camp out in tents during 
their stay on the coast. A camping ground is set apart for this 
purpose.

WHEEEAS by Trfeaty, ^ant, usage, sufferance, and other 
lawful means. His Majesty the THng, has power and juris- 
diction within the Somaliland Protectorate ; 

Now, therefore. His Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of the 
powers on this behalf by " The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890," or 
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otherwise in His Majesty vested, is pleased, by and with the advice 
of His Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered as follows > — 

1. This Order may be cited as "The Somaliland Order in 
Council, 1903," and shall be construed as one with " The Somaliland 
Order in Council, 1899." 

2. Where, under " The Merchant Shipping Act, 1894," or any 
amendina; Act, anything is authorised to be done by, to, or before a 
British Consular officer, such thing may be done in any place in the 
Protectorate at which there is no Consular officer by, to, or before 
such officer of the Protectorate as the Consul-General may appoint.

Order op the Secretary of State. 

In pursuance of the powers conferred by " The Somaliland Order 
in Council, 1899," I hereby order that " The Indian Post Office Act, 
1898 " (Act VI. of 1898), shall apply to the SomalilandTroteotorate, 
and shall come into operation on the day on which this Order is 
publicly notified at Berbera by His Majesty^s Commissioner and 
Consul-Oeneral. 

In the said Act, as applied to the Protectorate, the following 
modifications shall be made, that is to say : — 

1. The Somaliland Protectorate shall be substituted for British 
India. 

2. Notifications required to be made in any Gazette shall be 
published in such manner as the Commissioner shall by any general 
or special order direct. 

3. The powers of the Governor-General in Council and of the 
Local Government under the said Act shall be exercisable by the 
Secretary of State, or by the Commissioner, with the previous or 
subsequent assent of the Secretary of State. 

4. The Commissioner is hereby substituted for the Secretary of 
State for India in Council. 
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5. A certificate under section 26 may be signed by the Commis- 
sioner or by a Sub-Commissioner. 

6. The reference in section 25 to a Notification unjier section 19 
of " The Sea Customs Act, 1878," shall be read as a reference to a 
Notification by the Commissioner under any law for the time being 
in force in the Protectorate authorising him to prohibit or restrict the 
bringing or tajdng by sea or land of goods of any specified description 
into or out of the Protectorate. 

7. The powers of the Director-General shall be exercisable by 
the Postmaster-General of the Protectorate, with the previous assent 
of the Commissioner, and the powers of a Postmaster-General shall 
be exercisable by the Postmaster-General of the Protectorate. 

8. The Schedule to this Order shall be substituted for the first 
Schedule.

KING'S AFRICAN RIFLES. 

REGULATIONS EESPECTING MEDALS FOE DISTIN- 
GUISHED CONDUCT IN THE FIELD, AND FOE 
LONG SEEVICE AND GOOD CONDUCT. 

I. A silver medal for " Distinguished Conduct in the Field," of 
the same patterti as that for the British Army, may be awarded by 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, upon the special recom- 
mendation of the officer commanding a Field Force or other Expedi- 
tion on active service and the officer administering the Government

q{ the Protectorate in or about which the operations took place, to a 
soldier (including Native officer and non-commissioned officer) who 
has performed service of a distinctly gallant and distinguished nature. 
Bars may be added on account of further distinguished conduct. 

(a.) Eecommendations for this medal should be submitted in 
connection with despatches relative to operations in the field, and 
should be accompanied by a descriptive return, record of service, and 
statement of service in the field, and of the wounds and distinctions of 
those recommended. 

(b.) A soldier awarded a medal for distinguished conduct in the 
field shall, on discharge, receive a gratuity of £10, and a further 
gratuity of £10 for each bar on that medal. In the eVent of the 
death of such soldier while still serving, the amount of the gratuity 
shall be added to the value of his effects. 

Medals for Long Service and Good Conduct. 

II. A silver medal for " Long Service and Good Conduct," of 
the same pattern as that for the British Army, may be awarded by 
the officer administerinff the government of a Protectorate to which 
a Battalion of the King^s African Rifles belongs, to a soldier (in- 
cluding Native officer and non-commissioned officer) of not less than 
18 years' service, who is recommended by the officer commanding the 
Battalion, and certified to be of exemplary character as defined in 
paragraph 1832 of the King's Regulations. 

(a.) Recommendations for this medal should be accompanied by 
certified copies of : 

(i.) The defaulter sheet for the whole of the soldier's service ; 

(ii.) The record of service of the soldier. 

(6.) A soldier awarded a medal for long service and good con- 
duct shall, on discharge, receive a gratuity of £5, and in the event of 
his death while still serving, the gratuity shall be added to the 
amount of his effects. 

Notification and Presentation of Medals. • 

III. Notification of all awards of medals for distinguished con- 
duct in the field, and for long service and good conduct, shall be 
published in the " Government Gazette," and in General and Regi- 
mental Orders. Medals will, whenever possible, be presented to a 
soldier at a full dress regimental parade. 

Forfeiture and Restoration of Medals and Gratuities. 

IV. Every soldier who is convicted by court-martial of — 

Desertion, 

Fraudulent enlistment. 

Mutiny, 

Cowardice, 

Fraud when in charge of money or goods, or 

Disgraceful conduct, 
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as defined in the laws for the time being in force for the Kinff^s 
African Eifles ; or who is sentenced to penal servitude, or to be dis- 
charged with ignominy ; or who is discharged as incorrigible and 
worthless, expressly on account of misconduct, or in consequence of a 
conviction by the civil power ; or who is liable to trial on confession 
of desertion or fraudulent enlistment, but whose trial has been dis- 
pensed with ; shall forfeit all medals (other than the Victoria Cross, 
which is dealt with imder special regulations), together with any 
gratuities appertaining thereto. 

V. A court-martial may, in accordance with provisions of the 
laws for the time being in force for the King's African Eifles, in 
addition to or without any other punishment, in respect of any offence, 
sentence an offender to forfeiture of any military decoration or 
military rewaxd (other than the Victoria Cross, which is dealt with 
under special regulations), together with any gratuity appertaining 
thereto. 

VI. When the conduct of a soldier who has earned the medal 
for long service and good conduct has, after the a,ward of the medal 
and gratuity, been such as to disqualify him from wearing the medal, 
he may, on the recommendation of the officer commanding the King's 
African Eifles in the Protectorate to which he belongs, be deprived 
of the medal and gratuity by the officer administering the govern- 
ment thereof. 

VII. Any medal or gratuuity forfeited by a soldier under these 
Eegulations may on the like recommendation be restored by the 
officer administering the government. 

Loss AND Eeplacement of Medals. 

VIII. When a soldier is unable to produce his medal the fact is 
to be reported with a view to enquiry by a Board as to the cause 
thereof. When no evidence regarding the loss of the medal except 
that of the soldier can be obtained, the Board shall take evidence re- 
garding his character from an officer acquainted therewith. 

The Board will record, in addition to the evidence, its opinion as 
to whether the loss occurred : 

(a.) When the soldier was on duty and from causes entirely 
beyond his control ; 
(b.) By accident ; 
(c.) WilfuUy. 

IX. In cases under (a) and (b) applications to replace lost medals 
may at once T^e submitted, accompanied by a copy of the proceedings 
of the Board, but replacement at the public expense cannot b6 
entertained unless the loss is proved to come under {a). 

In cases under (c) the soldier, if convicted of making away with 
his medal, must serve three years clear of a regimental entry, before 
he can be recommended for the grant on payment of a new medal. 

X. Applications from ex-soldiers for new medals to replace those 
which they have lost will not be entertained, unless the applicant is 

8a 
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still in Government employ, and is shown to have incurred the loss 
on Government service from causes beyond his own control. 

XI. New medals will not be issued until a period of six months 
has elapsed from the date of the loss. 

Disposal of Medals. 

XII. When medals are forfeited they are ip be transmitted to 
the officer administering the Government for disposal. The same 
coui*se is to be followed in the case of medals of soldiers dying in the 
service, and of medals which may be recovered after a soldier has 
been convicted of making away with them. 

XIII. Letters containing medals, when forwarded through the 
post, are to be registered.

No. 1 of 1903. 

MINES AND MINERALS. 

1. — Exploring Licences, 

1. Licences to explore for minerals, mineral oil, metals, or 
precious stones, in the Protectorate may be issued by the Consul- 
General. 

2. Each licence shall run for one year, but may be renewed 
for a similar term. A fee of 10 rupees will be charged for each 
licence or renewal thereof. 

3. The discovery of any minerals, mineral oil, metals, or 
precious stones, must be reported to the Consul-General within a 
reasonable time. Neglect to do so will render the explorer liable 
to the forfeiture of his licence, and to all claim to the favourable 
consideration of any application for a prospecting or mining licence. 

4. An exploring licence confers upon the licensee no right to 
dig, quarry, remove or carry away any minerals, mineral oil, metals, 
or precious stones, except in small quantities for the purpose of 
investigation. 
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5. A licence to explore only confers ou the licensee the right 
to search for minerals, mineral oil, metals, or precious stones, within 
the area specified in the licence, and subject to the consent of the 
tribes or occupiers of the land. It conveys no exclusive or 
preferential rights ; but in considering rival claims for a prospecting 
or mining licence, due regard will be had to operations conducted 
under an exploring licence. 

2. — Profipecting Licences. 

6. A prospecting licence confers on the licensee the sole right, 
subject to the conditions contained in the licence, to enter into 
arrangements with the tribes or occupiers of the land, to mine, 
quarry, bore,. dig, and search for, win, work, and carry away any 
minerals, mineral oil, metals, or precious stones, specified in the 
licence, and lying or bein^ within, imder, or throughout the land, 
specified in the licence. These arrangements will be effected through 
the Consular officer of the district in which the land is situated, and 
will be subject to the approval of the Consul-General. They will be 
reduced to writing, and will be duly recorded. 

7. Every application for a prospecting licence must be presented 
in writing to the Consul-General, and shall contain the following 
particulars, namely : — 

(a,) The name, residence, and profession of the applicant ; 

(b,) A description as accurate as possible, and illustrated by a 
rough sketch map, of the situation and area of the land in respect to 
which the licence is desired ; and 

(c) A specification of the substance for which the applicant 
desires to prospect. 

8. On the receipt of an application, the Consul-General shall 
cause such inquiries as he may consider necessary to be made, and 
if he finds that there is no objectioji, may grant a licence to the 
applicant. 

9. The term for which the licence shall be granted shall be one 
year or such shorter term as the applicant may desire. The licence 
may be renewed by the Consul-General for a further term, not 
exceeding two years, whenever he is satisfied that the licensee iias 
been prevented from completing his search of the land by any cause 
other than his own default. A fee of 25 rupees will be charged 
for the licence or any renewal thereof. 

10. A prospecting licence confers upon the licensee no right to 
dig, quarry, remove, or carry away any minerals, mineral oil, metals, 
or precious stones, except in small quantities for the purpose of 
investigation. 

H. Every prospecting licence shall contain such conditions as 
may in any particular case seem necessary, but in all cases the 
following conditions shall be implied : — 

(1.) No land in the occupation of any tribe or person shall be 
entered upon without the consent of the occupier, and the licensee 
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shall abide by the terms of the arrangements lie enters into with the 
tribes or occupiers of the land covered by the licence. 

(2.) The licensee shall report to the Consul-General the results 
of the prospecting, and shall inform him whether there is reason to 
believe that any minerals, oil, metals, or precious stones, are present 
in payable quantities. 

(3.) The licence shall not be assigned, nor any right or interest 
thereunder be transferred without the consent of the Consul- 
General. 

(4.) In case of any breach on the part of the licensee, or his 
employes, of any of the conditions contained in his licence, or in 
these Regulations, the Consul-General may suminarily revoke the 
licence, and thereupon all rights conferred thereby or enjoyed there- 
under shall cease. 

(5.) Should any question arise regarding the licence, or any 
matter or thing connected therewith, or the powers of the licensee 
thereunder, the matter in difference shall be decided by the Consul- 
General, whose decision shall be final. 

12. On or before the determination of a prospecting licence, 
the licensee shall have a right, subject to these Regulations — 

(a.) In the case of mineral oil, minerals, or metals, to surrender 
his licence and take in exchange a mining licence in accordance 
with these Regulations. 

(b,) In the case of precious stones, to the first offer of such 
mining licence as the Consul-General may think fit to grant. 

3. — Mining Licences. 

13. Every application for a mining licence shall be presented to 
the Consul-General in writing, stating clearly the object in view, and 
the means by which it is proposed to effect that object. It shall 
further contain — 

(a.) The name, residence, and profession of the applicant ; 
(b.) The substance for which the applicant intends to mine ; 
(c.) A map of the area over which the proposed licence is to 
extend. 

14. The Consul-General may then institute any further 
inquiries that may appear to him to be necessary, and may appoint a 
day when the applicant, or his agent, and the heads of the tribe or 
tribes concerned, will he heard. The applicant shall show to the 
satisfaction of the Consul-General that he has effected honest 
prospecting to a sufficient extent to gauge roughly the future 
prospects of the concern, or, at any rate, to indicate that there is 
some real chance of a successful issue being attained. The rights of 
the tribal owners, or occupiers, of the land will be considered, and a 
record made of the same. The terms of the arrangements entered 
into between the applicant and the tribal owners, or occupiers of the 
land, will then be reduced to writing, and explained to both parties, 
tibeir comments or objections, if any being recorded : 

Provided that when the applicant cannot appear, personally or 
by agent, a written application may be dealt with as above. 
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15. When the terms of the arrangements between the applicant 
and the tribal owners or occupiers of the land have been finally 
settled and agreed to by the parties, the Consul-Qeneral may, if the 
applicant is entitled to a licence under Regulation 12, or if he thinks 
that the applicant should be granted a mining licence, grant the 
same in accordance with, these Regulations over such one or more 
blocks, each not exceeding in extent the area specified in Schedule (A), 
as he may think fit, and may consider the applicant to be capable 
of working c 

Provided that no mining licence shall be granted by the Consul- 
General under these Regulations, so as to cause the total area held 
under mining licences by the licensee or by those in joint interest 
with him, to exceed 10 square mile^. 

16. The term for which a mining licence may be granted shall 
not exceed thirty years, and no covenant for renewal may be inserted 
in the licence without the sanction of the Secretary of State. A fee 
of 100 rupees will be charged for each licence. 

I . . * 

17. Every mining licence shall contain such conditions and 

stipulations as may in each particular case seem necessary ; but in 
every case the following conditions shall be implied, namely : — 

(1.) The licensee shall pay royalty at the rate fixed for the 
particular mineral or substance in respect of which the Kcence is 
granted ; and if any other mineral, mineral oil, metal, or precious 
stone shall be discovered by him, then royalty shall be paid thereon 
at such rate, not being less than 20 per cent, of the value thereof, as 
the Consul-General may determine, until a mining licence has been 
obtained in respect thereof ; but the. licensee shall be entitled to such 
licence for the time then unexpired of his original Kcence ; 

(2.) Neither the licensee nor any person claiming through or 
under him shall assign the licence, or transfer any right or interest 
thereunder, or imderlet the whole or any portion of the premises 
comprised in such licence, without the consent of the Consul- 
General : 

(3.) The licensee shall commence operations within two years 
from the date of the grant of the licence, and shall thereafter 
carry them on in a proper, skilful and mining-like manner, unless 
prevented by unavoidable cause ; 

(4.) The licensee shall keep correct accoimts showing the 
quantity and particulars of ^11 minerals, mineral oil, metals, or 
'precious stones obtained from the mine and the number of persons 
employed therein, and also complete plans of the mine, and shall 
aUow any officer authorized by the Consul-General at any time to 
examine such accounts and plans, and shall furnish the Consul- 
General with such information and returns in respect of the afore- 
said matter as he may prescribe ; all information and returns 
obtained or furnished under this clause shall be treated as strictly 
confidential ; 

(5.) The licensee shall, without delay, send to the Consul- 
Greneral a report of any accident which may occur at or in the 
premises covered by the licence, and also the finding therein of any 
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minerals, mineral oil, metals, or precious stones, not specified in the 
licence ; 

(6.) In case of any breach on the part of the licensee or his 
employes of any condition contained in the licence, or in these 
Regulations, the Consul-Greneral may determine the licence and take 
possession of the premises and all minerals, mineral oil, metals, or 
precious stones, thereon ; 

(7.) At the end or sooner determination of the licence, the 
licensee shall peacefully deliver possession of all lands occupied by 
him, and all mines dug therein, imless the licence be previously 
renewed, 

4. — General. 

18. All licences granted imder these Regulations will be 
subject to the following conditions: — 

(1.) The licensee will admit the jurisdiction of the local Courts 
.in all cases of dispute, and will abide by all orders of the Consul- 
Greneral ; 

(2.) The Hcensee shall abstain from all interference with tribal 
or inter-tribal matters ; 

(3.) The licensee will not sell, give, or barter ammunition to 
or with the natives ; and will not introduce into the premises 
covered by his licence any spirituous liquors, except for the use of 
European employes ; 

(4.) All plant and material shall be imported, and all minerals 
be exported, through a Protectorate port : 

(5.) The licensee shall abide by the orders of the Consul- 
Greneral with regard to the emplojnnent or non-employment of 
foreign labourers or workmen ; 

(6.) The licensee shall make such arrangements for the arming 
of his servants or employes, and for the protection of his works, if 
any, as may appear to the Consul-Greneral to be right and proper ; 

(7.) The Consul-General, or any officer or servant of Govern- 
ment deputed by him, shall have access at all times to the land 
covered by the licence, and may inspect any operations being 
conducted ; 

(8.) Neither His Majesty's Government nor the Administration 
of the Protectorate shall be under any liability to the licensee in the 
event of any raids or other interruptions by the tribes or inhabitants 
of the Protectorate. 

19. Where any licence under these Regulations is appHed 
for by a. person who is not a British subject, the Consul-Qeneral may 
require the appKcant to give security by bond or deposit, and impose 
such special conditions as he thinks fit, or may in his discretion 
refuse to grant any Hcence to such person. 

20. A register of application for licences, specifying briefly the 
particulars of each application received, and a copy of all licences 
issued under these Regulations shall be kept in the Consul-General's 
Office. 
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21. Any person digging, quarrying, removing or carrying away 
any minerals, mineral, oil, metals or precious stones, shall unless 
authorized by a licence so to do, be guilty of an offence, and shall 
also pay royalty at double the rates specified in Schedule (B). 

22. Any person being the holder of a licence under these Regu- 
lations who by himself or his employes digs, quarries, removes or 

' carries away any minerals, mineral oil, metals or precious stones, 
contrary to the terms of his licence or to the provisions of these 
Regulations, shall be guilty of an offence, and shall pay royalty at 
double the rates specified in Schedule (B), and his licence may also 
be forfeited. 

23. Any person committing an offence against these Regulations, 
or wilfully disobeying any orders, rules, or directions given or issued 
under these Regulations, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
1,000 rupees or to imprisonment not exceeding two months of either 
kind, or to both. 

24. The Cbnsul-General may make rules for carrying into effect 
the provisions of these Regulations, and may prescribe the forms of 
applications, licences or other documents hereunder. 

25. " The Somaliland Mining Regulations, 1899," are hereby 
repealed. 

26. These Regulations may be cited as " The Somaliland 
Mining Regulations, 1903."

King's Eegulations under Article 32 of "The Somaliland 
Order in Council, 1899." 



No. 2 of 1903. 
FIEE-AEMS. 



WHEEEAS by the General Act of the Brussels Conference 
the importation of fire-arms was prohibited except in certain cases 
and under certain conditions therein laid down, and whereas it is 
necessary to make further and better provision for enforcing within 
the Protectorate the provisions of the said General Act. 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. These Eegulations may be cited as " The Somaliland Fire- 
arms Amendment Eegulations, 1903," and shall be read as one 
with " The Somaliland Fire-arms Eegulations, 1899," (hereinafter 
called the principal Eegulations), and both Eegulations may be cited 
together as " The Somaliland Fire-arms Eegulations 1899 and 1903." 

2. The captain or officer of any vessel in the public service of 
the Protectorate may board any ship, vessel, or dhow, in the 
territorial waters of the Protectorate, and may demand her papers 
and may search her. 

3. Any ship, vessel, or dhow which is hailed by a vessel in the 
public service of the Protectorate shall immediately heave to. 

4. The captain or other officer of any vessel in the public service 
of the Protectorate desirous of making any vessel, ship, or dhow heave 
to, may hail her, or may signal, or fire blank charge, or may fire a 
shot across her bows, or take such other measures as he may think 
necessary for compelling her to heave to. 

5. Any ship, vessel, or dhow disregarding the signals, or other 
proceedings referred to in Eegulation 4, of the captain or other officer 
of any vessel in the public service of the Protectorate, or attempting 
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to escape, or in any way resisting being boarded and searched, or in , 
any way obstructing him while acting in the execution of his 
duty, may be seized and taken to Berbera, and on proof of the facts 
to the satisfaction of a magistrate, shall be forfeited, and all or any 
of the members of the crew shall be liable to imprisonment of either 
kind not exceeding six months. 

6. — (1.) Any ship, vessel, or dhow refusing to produce her 
papers, or without papers, or whose papers are irregular, or which 
there is good reason to believe has been illegally carrying arms, 
or has thrown overboard arms that she was illegally carrying, 
may be seized and taken to Berbera and a complaint laid before a 
magistrate. 

(2.) If the magistrate finds that the facts alleged in the com- 
plaint are proved, he may make an order detaining the ship, vessel, 
or dhow until a fine not exceeding 2f,000 rupees is paid, or may 
sentence all or any of the members of the crew to imprisonment of 
either kind not exceeding three months. 

(3.) If the magistrate finds that the facts alleged in the com- 
plaint are not proved, and that there was no reasonable cause for 
Seizing and bringing in the ship, vessel, or dhow, he may award 
compensation to her owners and crew. 

7. — (1.) Any ship, vessel, or dhow found with arms on board 
of her which are being illegally carried, may be seized and carried 
to Berbera and dealt with as the Commissioner may direct, and 
her crew shall be guilty of an offence and liable to imprisonment of 
either kind not exceeding six months. 

(2.) Any cargo jiot being illegally carried shall be landed and 
may be claimed by its owners at any time within six months, or 
within such shorter time as the Commissioner may by rule prescribe ; 
if not claimed within such period it shall be dealt with as the 
Conmiissioner may direct. 

(3.) Any arms or other cargo being illegally carried shall be 
forfeited and dealt with as the Commissioner may direct. 

8. Any ship of His Majesty's navy and its captain or officers 
shall have all the powers conferred by these Eegulations on the captain 
or officers of a vessel in the public service of the Protectorate. 

9. In these Eegulations arms include fire-arms, arms of 
precision, and ammunition as defined in the principal Regulations.

KING'S AFEICAN EIFLES. 

IT is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. These Eegulations may be cited as " The King's African 
Eifles Amendment Eegulations, 1903." 

2. Where any native officer is discharged as unfit for further 
services, or on account of reduction of establishment, before com- 
pleting a continuous period of twelve years or of twenty-one years, 
he may receive such proportion of the gratuity which he would have 
earned if he had completed the period of service he is then passing 
through as his Commanding Officer may in his discretion determine ; 
and, in the event of the death of any native officer before receipt 
by him of such gratuity, it shall be lawful for the Commissioner to 
direct and cause the amount thereof to be paid to or for the benefit 
of the widow or widows, or child or children, or to any next-of-kin 
of the native officer so dying on such conditions, and, if to or for the 
benefit of more than one person, in such proportions as the 
Commissioner shall seem fit. 

3. Any gratuity that would have been due and payable to any 
native officer had he taken his discharge under the provisions of " The 
King's African Eifles Eegulations, 1902," shall, in the event of his 
re-engaging for a further teim and dying in the service before the 
completion of such term, be deemed for the purpose of these Eegula- 
tions to be his personal property in the charge of the Treasurer for the 
time being, and shall be paid out and distributed by the Treasurer, 
or such other person as he may appoint, in accordance with the 
provisions and conditions of "The King's African Eifles Eegulations, 
1902," for the distribution of the personal property of deceased non- 
commissioned officers and privates.

EEGULATIONS FOE THE EMPLOYMENT OF 0FFICEE8 
IN THE BEITISH PEOTECTOEATE ON THE SOMALI 
COAST. 

APPOINTMENTS on the stafE of the Protectorate are fiUed 
by the Secretary of State. Officers holding appointments are 
subject to the Eegulations laid down by the Secretary of State, or 
by the Consul-General, with the approval of the Secretary of State. 

2. All appointments to the administrative, military, or clerical 
branches of the Protectorate service are subject to one year's proba- 
tion from the date of the holder's first arrival in Africa. If, at the 
expiration of that period, the officer is reported by the Commissioner 
or Acting Commissioner to have shown himself unfitted for service 
in AMca, his employment may be terminated without further notice. 
In any such case the passage' home will be paid. This Eegulation 
does not affect the general right of the Secretary of State to termi- 
nate the employment of any member of the Protectorate Service 
whenever he may see fit to do so for the public advantage. 

3. Officers, on proceeding to their posts, are paid half salary 
from date of embarkation, and full salary from the date of leaving 
the coast for the interior. 
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Full salary can only be claimed on journeys from or to the 
coast for the period ordinarily occupied in a direct j oumey . Should that 
period be exceeded, full salary is not given unless a satisfactory ex- 
planation of the cause of delay is forthcoming. If an officer is 
detained by sickness, he is considered as being on sick leave during 
the period of his detention, and receives pay accordingly ; but excep- 
tions may be made by the Secretary of State as regards short periods 
of sickness. 

4. Officers are entitled, when travelling on official business 
within the Protectorate or the adjoining territories connected with 
their administration, to payment of their reasonable travelling 
expenses, duly supported by vouchers. The extent of these travelling 
expenses is controlled within certain limits at the discretion of the 
Consul-General. 

5. Officers, whether military or civil, are entitled to two months' 
leave annually on full pay, provided that the exigencies of the Ser- 
vice permit. They are allowed to accumulate this leave up to six 
months ; that is to say, if they remain at their posts without inter- 
mission for a year and eight months they are entitled to four months' 
leave ; if for two years and six months, to six months' leave. An 
officer is not entitled to accimiulated leave unless he shall have been on 
duty in East Africa for a minimum period of one year and eight months. 

6. Leave is reckoned from the date of the officer's leaving the 
African coast until his return to the coast on his way to resume his 
duties. 

7. Three months after the departure from the coast of an 
officer going on accumulated leave a quarter of his salary is 
deducted for the purpose of providing an allowance for his sub- 
stitute. On the termination of his ordinary leave his salary ceases, 
unless he is granted sick leave, in which case hejis placed upon half -pay. 

8. When an absent officer is in receipt of full salary, the sub- 
stitute receives no remuneration. When any deduction is made from 
the full salary, the substitute may receive such part of the sum 
deducted as the Secretary of State may determine, being not more 
than one-half of the full salary. 

9. An officer entitled to not less than four months' accumulated 
leave is allowed the expenses of his journey to and from the coast, 
as well as the cost of a first-class passage to and from England. 

10. In the event of an officer being compelled, owing to illness, 
to leave the Protectorate before he has become entitled to accumu- 
lated leave of absence, a moiety of the actual expenses of his journey 
home, and a similar allowance on his return to his post, may be 
granted to him by the Secretary of State. 

11. Officers are forbidden to accept employment or emolument 
from any person or association whatever without the sanction of the 
Secretary of State. 

12. Officers are forbidden to make communications to the press 
on any matter connected with the Service. Any breach of this re- 
striction may entail dismissal. 
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13. An officer cannot be dismissed by His Majesty^s Consul- 
General without the sanction of the Secretary of State. If the 
Consul-General should be of opinion that grounds exist for dis- 
missal, he must inform the Secretary of State and await *his decision. 

In cases of urgency he may suspend the officer from pay and 
duty pending the arrival of the decision. He must at once report 
having done so. 

14. The post at which an officer is employed is determined 
by the Consul-General, who may also at his discretion transfer 
him, either permanently or temporarily, from one post to another ; 
each transfer is reported to the Secretary of State for approval. 

15. Powers conferred on the Consul-General by these Eegu- 
lations are exercised in his absence by the Acting Consul-General. 

16. All officers will be required to furnish security for the 
faithful discharge of their duties, and arrangements with an Insur- 
ance Company will be made on their behalf with this ofcject through 
the Crown Agents for the Colonies. The necessary premium for this 
service will be a charge against the salary of their appointment.* 

17. Officers, whether military or civil, will be expected to pttss 
an examination in colloquial Somali after one year's service ; on so 
doing they will receive a bonus of £30. Officers having passed in 
Somali may submit themselves for examination in Arabic, and if 
successful in this, will recive a further bonus of £50. 

Officers who may have passed tests in either Somali or Arabic 
previously to their entering the Protectorate Service will not be 
entitled to a bonus in respect of the knowledge of such language. 
The examinations will be conducted in accordance with Eules 
approved by the Secretary of State.

ORDER IN COUNCIL. 



SOMALILAND OEDEE IN COUNCIL, 1904. 
Buckingham Paiuce, 23rd JunCy 1904. 

AT the Court at Bmkingham Palace^ the 23rd day of Juncy 1904. 
Present, 
The KING'S Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

WHEEEAS by Treaty, grant, usage, sufferance, and other 
lawful means. His Majesty the King has power and juris- 
diction within the SomalUand Protectorate : 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of the 
powers on tMs behalf by " The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890," or 
otherwise in His Majesty vested, is pleased, by and with the advice 
of His Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows : — 

1. This Order may be cited as "The Somaliland Order in 
Council, 1904," and shall be construed as one with the Somaliland 
Order in Council, 1899. 



•* Paragraph 16 does not apply in the case of military appointments, 

9 
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2. In this Order— 

"Crown Lands'' means all public lands in the Protectorate 
which are subject to the control of His Majesty by virtue of any 
Treaty, Convention, or Agreement, or of His Majesty's Protectorate, 
and all lands which shaU have been acquired by His Majesty for 
the public service or otherwise howsoever : 

" The principal Order " means the Somaliland Order in Council, 
1899. 

3. — (1.) His Majesty may by Commission under his Sign Manual 
and Signet appoint a fit person to administer the Government of the 
Protectorate under the designation of Commissioner, or such other 
designation as His Majesty tninks fit, and the person so appointed is 
hereinafter referred to as the Commissioner. 

(2.) In the event of the death, incapacity, removal, or absence 
from the Protectorate of the Commissioner for tiie time being, all and 
every the powers and authorities by this Order granted to him shall, 
until His Majesty's further pleasure is signified through the Secretary 
of State, be vested in the Deputy Commissioner or other principal 
oflBcer of the Protectorate Government for the time being in the 
Protectorate. 

(3.) The Commissioner shall administer the Government of the 
Protectorate in the name and on behalf of His Majesty, and shall 
do and execute in due manner all things that shall belong to his said 
command and to the trust thereby reposed in him, according to the 
several powers and authorities granted or appointed to him by virtue 
of this Order and of his Commission, and according to such instruc- 
tions as may from time to time be given to him under His Majesty's 
Sign Manual and Signet, or by Order of His Majesty in Council, or 
by His Majesty through a Secretary of State, and according to such 
laws as are or shall hereafter be in force in the Protectorate. 

4. All references to the Consul-General in the Principal Order 
or in the Somaliland Order in Council, 1903, or in any King's Regu- 
lations, Proclamations, Notices, Eules of Court or other documents 
issued or made under the Principal Order shall be deemed to be 
references to the Commissioner and construed accordingly. 

5. The Commissioner shall have an oflBcial seal, bearing the 
style of his office, and such device as a Secretary of State from time 
to time approves, and such seal shall be deemed the public seal of the 
Protectorate, and may be kept and used by the Commissioner for the 
sealing of all things whatsoever that shall pass the public seal. And 
until a public seal shall be provided, the seal of the Commissioner 
may be used as the public seal. 

6. — (1.) The Commissioner may with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of State by proclamation define any boundaries of tne territories 
for the time being within the limits of this Order, and divide those 
territories into provinces or districts in such manner and with such 
sub-divisions as may be convenient for purposes of administration, 
describing the boundaries thereof and assigning names thereto. 

(2.) If a question arises whether any place is or is not within 
the Protectorate, or within any province or district, and such question 
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does not appear to be determined by any such Proclamation, or other 
evidence, it shall be referred to the Commissioner, and a certificate 
under his hand and seal shall be conclusive on the question, and 
judicial notice shall be taken thereof. 

7. — (1.) All rights of His Majesty in or in relation to any 
Crown lands shall vest in and may be exercised by the Commissioner 
for the time being in trust for His Majesty, or, if the Secretary of 
State at any time with respect to all or any such lands by order 
under his hand so directs, in such other trustee or trustees for His 
Majesty as the Secretary of State may appoint. 

(2.) The Secretary of State may, when he thinks fit, by a like 
order remove any trustee so appointed, and may appoint any new or 
additional trustee or trustees. 

(3.) The Commissioner, or such other trustee or trustees, may 
make grants or leases ^ of any Crown lands, or may permit them to be 
temporarily occupied, on such terms and conditions as he or they 
may think fit, subject to the provisions of any King's Regulations. 

(4.) All mines and minerals being in, under, or upon any lands 
in the occupation of any native tribe, or any members thereof, or of 
any person not possessed of the right to work such mines and 
minerals, shall vest in the Commissioner, or such trustee or trustees, 
in like manner as the mines and minerals being in, under, or upon 
any Crown lands. 

8. — (1.) A Secretary of State, or the Commissioner, subject to 
the directions of a Secretary of State, may, on behalf of His Majesty, 
appoint or authorise the appointment of, such public officers for the 
adiiinistration of the Protectorate, under such designations as he 
may think fit, and may prescribe their duties. 

(2.) The Commissioner may, upon sufficient cause to him 
appearing, suspend froni the exercise of his office in the Protectorate 
any such public officer, which suspension shall continue and have 
efEect only until His Majesty's pleasure therein shall be made known 
and signified to the Commissioner. 

(3.) Subject to the provisions of any King's Regulations, the 
Commissioner may appoint, or may authorise Heads of Departments 
to appoint, such clerks and other subordinate officers as may be 
required ; and unless other provision is made all subordinate officers 
shall be removable by the respective officers by whom they were 
appointed. 

9. The powers of the Secretary of State, with respect to the 
application to the Protectorate of enactments and Acts of the 
Governor-General of India in Council or of the Governor of Bombay 
in Council under Article 7 of the Principal Order, and of laws and 
ordinances for the time being in force in any British possession 
under Article 9 of that Order shall on the commencement of this 
Order be transferred to the Commissioner, but those powers shall be 
exercised by him only by means of Regulations made under and 
subject in all respects in the provisions of Article 32 of the Principal 
Order. 

10. The Commissioner may by such Regulations repeal or 
amend with respect to 'the Protectorate any enactments, Acts, laws,

or ordinances which are made applicable or have been brought into 
operatiem in the Protectorate by or under any of the provisions of 
Articles 7 and 9 of the Principal Order. 

11. All King's Eegulations made or to be made under Articles 
32 or 33 of the Principal Order, or under Article 3 of the Somaliland 
Order in Council, 1903, shall, imless a contrary intention appears, extend 
to natives, and may in relation to natives comprise such special provi- 
sions, modifications, and penalties as the Commissioner may think fit. 

12. In all cases, civil and criminal, to which natives are parties, 
every Court (a) shall be guided by native law, so far as it is applic- 
able and is not repugnant to justice and morality, or inconsistent 
with any Order in Council or King's Eegulations or any Regulation or 
rule made under any Order in Council or King's Regulations ; and 
(ft) shall decide all such cases according to substantial justice, without 
excessive regard to technicalities of procedure and without undue delay. 

13. The production of a grant of probate or of letters of 
administration shall, notwithstanding any provision to the contrary 
contained in any Indian Act or law in force in the Protectorate or 
in the Principal Order, be necessary to establish the right to recover 
or receive any part of the estate or efEects of any deceased person 
situate in the Protectorate. 

14. — (1.) Article 3 (iii.) of the Principal Order and the words 
" in the Protectorate " in Article 25 (a) of the Principal Order are 
hereby repealed. 

(2.) In Article 26 of the Principal Order the words " in the 
Protectorate " shall follow the word " property," and shall not appear 
after the word " dies." 

And the Most Honourable the Marquess of Lansdowne, K.Q-., 
one of His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, is to give the 
necessary directions herein.

ORDER IN COUNCIL. 



BRITISH PROTECTORATES NEUTRALITY, 1904. 
Bmkingham Palace, 24:th October, 1904. 

AT the Court at Buckingham Palace, the 24fch day of October, 1904. 
Present 
The KING'S Most ExceUent Majesty. 
Lord President. 
Lord Windsor. 
Mr. Secretary Brodrick. 
Mr. A. Graham Murray. 

WHEREAS it is expedient to make provision for the regulation 
of the conduct of the inhabitants of British Protectorates and 
other persons residing thei*ein during the existence of hostilities 
between foreign states with which His Majesty is at peace : 
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It is hereby ordered by the King's Most Excellent Majesty by 
virtue and in exercise of the powers in that behalf by the Foreign 
Jurisdiction Act, 1890, or otherwise in His Majesty vested, and by 
and with the advice of His Majesty's Privy Council, as follows : — 

Preliminary. 

1. This Order in Council may be cited for all purposes as " The 
British Protectorates Neutrality Order in Council, 1904." 

2. This Order shall extend to all the Protectorates of His 
Majesty, including the adjacent territorial waters, enumerated in the 
Schedule to tliis Order. 

3. This Order shall be proclaimed in every British Protectorate 
by the Governor thereof as soon as may be after he receives notice of 
this Order, and shall come into operation in that British Protectorate 
on the day of such Proclamation, and the time at which this Order 
comes into operation in any place is, as respects such place, in this 
Order referred to as the commencement of tins Order. 

Illegal Enlistmint. 

4. If any person, without the licence of His Majesty, being a 
British subject or a native of a Protectorate, either within or without 
the Protectorate, accepts or agrees to accept any commission or 
engagement in the military or naval service of any foreign state at 
war with any foreign state at peace with His Majesty, and in this 
Order referred to as a friendly state, or whether a British subject or 
not, within the Protectorate induces any other person to accept or 
agree to accept any commission or engagement in the military or 
naval service of any such foreign state as aforesaid — 

He shall be guilty of an offence against this Order and shall be 
punishable by fine and imprisonment, or either of such punishments, 
at the discretion of the Court before which the offender is convicted ; 
and imprisonment, if awarded, may be either with or without hard 
labour. 

5. If any person, without the licence of His Majesty, being a 
British subject or a native of a Protectorate, quits or goes on board 
any ship with a view of quitting a Protectorate, with intent to accept 
any commission or engagement in the military or naval service of 
any foreign state at war with a friendly state, or whether a British 
subject or not, within a Protectorate — induces any other person to 
quit or to go on board any ship with a view of quitting a Protectorate 
with the like intent — 

He shall be guilty of an offence against this Order, and shall be 
punishable by fine and imprisonment, or either of such punishments, 
at the discretion of the Court before which the offender is convicted ; 
and imprisonment, if awarded, may be either with or without h«u:d 
labour. 

6. If any person induces any other person to quit a Protectorate 
or to embark on any ship within a Protectorate under a misrepresen- 
tation or false representation of the service in which such person is to 
be engaged, with the intent or in order that such person may accept 
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or agree to accept any commission or engagement in the miKtary or 
naval service of any foreign state at wai* with a friendly state — 

He shall be guilty of an offence against this Order, and shall be 
punishable by fine and imprisonment, or either of such punishments, 
at the discretion of the Court before which the offender is convicted ; and 
imprisonment, if awarded, may be either with or without hard labour. 

7. If the master or owner of any ship, without the licence of 
His Majesty, knowingly either takes on board, or engages to take on 
board or has on bo«u:d such ship within a Protectorate any of the 
following persons, in this Order referred to as illegally enlisted 
persons ; that is to say : — 

(1.) Any person who, being a British subject or a native of a 
Protectorate, within or without a Protectorate, has, without the 
licence of His Majesty, accepted or agreed to accept any commission 
or engagement in the military or naval service of any foreign state 
at war with any friendly state ; 

(2.) Any person, being a British subject or a native of a 
Protectorate who, without the licence of His Majesty, is about to 
quit a Protectorate with intent to accept any commission or engage- 
ment in the military or naval service of any foreign state at wax with 
a friendly state ; 

(3.) Any person who has been induced to embark under a 
misrepresentation or false representation of the service in which such 
person is to be engaged, with the intent or in order that such person 
may accept or agree to accept any commission or engagement in the 
mifitary or naval service of any foreign state at war with a friendly 
state, such master or owner shall be guilty of an offence against this 
Order, and the following consequences shall ensue ; that is to say : — 

(1.) The offender shall be punishable by fine and imprisonment, 
or either of such punishments, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the offender is convicted ; and imprisonment, if awarded, may 
be either with or without hard labour ; and 

(2.) Such ship shall be detained until the trial and conviction or 
acquittal of the master or owner, and until all penalties infiicted on 
the master or owner have been paid, or the master or owner has given 
security for the payment of such penalties to the satisfaction of a 
magistrate; and 

(3.) All illegally enlisted persons shall immediately on the 
discovery of the offence be taken on shore, and shall not be allowed 
to return to the ship. 

Illegal Shipbuilding and Illegal Expeditions. 

8. If any person within a Protectorate, without the licence of 
His Majesty, does any of the following acts ; that is to say : — 

(1.) Builds or agrees to build, or causes to be built any ship with 
intent or knowledge, or having reasonable cause to believe that the 
same shall or will be employed in the military or naval service of any 
foreign state at war with any friendly state ; or 

(2.) Issues or delivers any commission for any ship with intent 
or knowledge, or having reasonable cause to believe that the same 
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shall or will be employed in the military or naval service of any 
foreign state at war with any friendly state ; or 

(3.) Equips any ship with intent or knowledge, or having 
reasonable cause to believe that the same shall or will he employed in 
the military or naval service of any foreign state at war with any 
friendly state ; or 

(4.) Despatches, or causes or allows to be despatched, any ship 
with intent or knowledge, or having teasonable cause to believe that 
the same shall or will be employed in the military or naval service of 
any foreign state at war with any friendly state : 

Such person shall be deemed to have conmaitted an offence 
against this Order, and the following consequences shall ensue : — 

(1.) The offender shall be punishable by fine and imprisonment, 
or either of such punishments, at the discretion of the court before 
which the offender is convicted ; and imprisonment, if awwrded, may 
be either with or without hard labour ; 

(2.) The ship in respect of which any such offence is committed, 
and her equipment, shall be forfeited to His Majesty : 

Provided that a person building, causing to be built, or equipping 
a ship in any of the cases aforesaid, in pursuance of a contract made 
before the commencement of such war as aforesaid shall not be liable 
to any of the penalties imposed by this article in respect of such 
budding or equipping if he satisfies the conditions following ; that is 
to say : — 

(1.) If forthwith upon a proclamation of neutrality being issued 
by His Majesty he gives notice to the Governor that he is so building, 
causing to be built, or equipping such ship, and furnishes such 
particiJars of the contract and of any matters relating to, or done, 
or to be done under the contract as may be required by the 
Governor ; 

(2.) If he gives such security and takes and permits to be taken 
such other measures, if any, as the Governor may prescribe for ensuring 
that such ship shall not be despatched, deKvered or removed without 
the licence of His Majesty until the termination of such wax as 
aforesaid. 

9. Where any ship is built by order of or on behalf of any 
foreign state when at war with a friendly state, or is delivered to or 
to the order of such foreign state, or any person who to the knowledge 
of the person building is an agent of such foreign state, or is paid for 
by such foreign state or such agent, and is employed in the miKtary 
or naval service of such foreign state, such ship shall, until the 
contrary is proved, be deemed to have been built with a view to being 
so employed, and the burden shall lie on the builder of such ship of 
proving that he did not know that the ship was intended to be so 
employed in the military or naval service of such foreign state. 

10. If any person within a Protectorate and without the licence 
of His Majesty — 

By adding to the number of the guns, or by changing those on 
board for other guns, or by the addition of any equipment for war, 
increases or augments, or procures to be increased or augmented, ox 
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IB knowingly concerned in increasing or augmenting the warlike 
force of any ship which at the time of her being within the Pro- 
tectorate was a ship in the military or naval service of any foreign 
state at war with any friendly state — 

Such person shall be guilty of an offence against this Order and 
shall be punishable by fine and imprisonment, or either of such 
punishments, at the discretion of the Court before which the o£Eender 
IS convicted ; and imprisonment, if awarded, may be either with or 
without hard labour. 

11. If any person within the limits of a Protectorate, and 
without the licence of His Majesty — 

Prepares or fits out any naval or military expedition to proceed 
against tne dominions of tmy friendly state, the following consequences 
shall ensue : — 

(1.) Every person engaged in such preparation or fitting out, or 
assisting therein, or employed in any capacity in such expedition, 
shall be ffuilty of an offence against this Order, and shall be punish- 
able by fine and imprisonment, or either of such punishments, at the 
discrenon of the court before which the offender is convicted ; and 
imprisonment, if awarded, may be either with or without hard labour. 

(2.) All ships, and their equipments, and all arms and munitions 
of war, used in or forming part of such expedition, shall be forfeited 
to His Majesty. 

12.* Any person who aids, abets, counsels or procures the com- 
mission of any offence against this Order, shall be liable to be tried 
and punished as a principal offender. 

13. The term of imprisonment to be awarded in refipect of any 
offence against this Order shall not exceed two years. 

Illegal Prize, 

14. If, during the continuance of any war in which His Majesty 
may be neutral, any ship, goods or merchandise captured as prize of 
war within the territorial jurisdiction of His Majesty, in violation of 
the neutrality of His Majesty, or captured by any ship which may 
have been built, equipped, commissioned, or despatched, or the force 
of which may have been augmented, contrary to the provisions of 
the Foreign Enlistment Act, 1870, or of this Order, or any other 
Order of the like nature, are brought within the limite of a 
Protectorate by the captor, or any agent of the captor, or by any 
person having come into possession thereof with knowledge that the 
same was prize of war so captured as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for 
the original owner of such prize, or his agent, or for any person 
authorised in that behalf by the Government of the foreign state to 
which such owner belongs, to make application to the Court for 
seizure, and detention of such prize, and the Court shall, on due proof 
of the facts, order such prize to be restored. 

Every such Order shall be executed and carried into effect in 
the same manner, and subject to the same right of appeal, as in case 
of any order made in the exercise of the ordinary jurisdiction of such 
Court ; and in the meantime and until a final Order has been made 
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on such application the Court shall have power to make all such 
provisional and other orders as to the care or custody of such captured 
ship, goods, or merchandise, and (if the same be of perishable nature, 
or incurring risk of deterioration) for the sale thereof, and with 
respect to the deposit or investment of the proceeds of any such sale 
as may be made by such Court in the exercise of its ordinary 
jurisdiction. 

General Provision. 

15. For the purposes of this Order a licence by His Majesty 
shall be imder the Sign Manual of His Majesty, or be signified by 
Order in Council or by Proclamation of His Majesty. 

Illegal Procedure 

16. Any offence against this Order shall, for all purposes of and 
incidental to the trial and punishment of any person giulty of any 
such offence, be deemed to have been committed either in the place 
in which the offence was wholly or partly committed, or in any 
protectorate in which the person who committed such offence may be. 

17. Any offence against this Order may be described in any 
indictment or other document relating to such offence, in cases where 
the mode of trial requires such a description, as having been 
committed at the place where it was wholly or partly committed, or 
it may be averred generally to have been committed within His 
Majesty's Dominions, or to have been committed within a British 
Protectorate, and the venue or local description in the margin may 
be that of the district town or place in which the trial is held. 

18. The Court having the highest criminal jurisdiction in any 
British Protectorate may by warrant or instrument in the nature of 
a warrant in this article included in the term " warrant " direct that 
any offender charged with an offence against this Order shall be 
removed to some other place either in His Majesty's dominions or in 
some other British Protectorate for trial in cases where it appears to 
the authority granting the warrant that the removal of such offender 
would be conducive to the interests of justice, and any prisoner so 
removed shall be triable at the place to which he is removed, in the 
same manner as if his offence had been committed at such place. 

Any warrant for the purposes of this section may be addressed 
to the master of any ship or to any other person or persons, and the 
person or persons to whom such warrant is addi'essed shall have 
power to convey the prisoner therein named to any place or places 
named in such warrant, and to deliver him, when arrived at such place 
or places, into the custody of any authority designated by such warrant. 

Every prisoner shall, during the time of his removal under any 
such warrant as aforesaid, be deemed to be in the legal custody of 
the person or persons empowered to remove him. 

19. All proceedings for the condemnation and forfeiture of a 
ship, or ship and equipment, or arms and munitions of war, in 
pursuance of this Order shall require the sanction of the Governor, 
and shall be had in the Court as defined by this Order, and not in 
any other court ; and the Court shall, in addition to any power given 
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to the Court by this Order, have in respect of any ship or other 
matter brought before it in pursuance of this Order all powers which 
it has in the case of a ship or matter brought before it in the exercise 
of its ordinary jurisdiction. 

20. Where any offence against this Order has been committed 
by any person by reason whereof a ship, or ship and equipment, or 
arms and munitions of war, has or have become liable to forfeiture, 
proceedings may be instituted contemporaneously or not, as may be 
thought fit, against the ' offender and against tlie ship, or ship and 
equipment, or arms and munitions of war, for the forfeiture ; out it 
shall not be necessary to take proceedings against the offender 
because proceedings are instituted for the forfeiture, or to take 
proceedings for the forfeiture because proceedings are taken against 
the offender. 

21. The following officers, that is to say : — 

(1) Any officer of customs or other public officer drawing a salary 
of not less than £200 a year in the Protectorate, subject nevertheless 
to any special or general instructions from the Govemor ; 

(2) Any commissioned officer on full pay in the military service 
of the Grown, subject nevertheless to any special or general 
instructions from his commanding officer ; 

(3) Any commissioned officer on full pay in the naval service of 
the Crown, subject nevertheless to any special or general instructions 
from the Admiralty or his superior dficer, may seize or detain any 
ship liable to be seized or detained in pursuance of this Order and 
such officers are in this Order referred to as the " local authority " ; 
but nothing in this Order contained shall derogate from the power of 
the Court to direct any ship to be seized or detained by any officer 
by whom such Court may have power under its ordinary jurisdiction 
to direct a ship to be seized or detained. 

22. Any officer authorised to seize or detain any ship in respect 
of any offence against this Order may, for the purpose of enforcing 
such seizure or detention, call to his aid any constable or officers of 
police, or any officers of His Majesty's Army or Navy or marines, or 
any excise officers or officers of customs, or any harbour master or 
dock master, or any officers having authority by law to make seizures 
of ships, and may put on board any ship so seized or detained any 
one or more of such officers to take charge of the same, and to enforce 
the provisions of this Order, and any officer seizing or detaining any 
ship under this Order may use force, if necessary, for the purpose of 
enforcing seizure or detention, and if any person is killed or maimed 
by reason of his resisting such officer in the execution of his duties, 
or any person acting under his orders, such officer so seizing or 
detaining the ship, or other person, shall be freely and fully 
indemnified as well against the King's Majesty, his heirs and 
successors, as against all persons so kUled, maimed or hurt. 

23. If the Governor is satisfied that there is ja reasonable and 
probable cause for believing that a ship within the Protectorate has 
been or is being built, commissioned, or equipped contrary to this 
Order, and is about to be taken beyond the limits of such Protectorate, 
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or that a ship is about to be despatched contrary to this Order, such 
Governor shall have power to issue a warrant stating that there is 
reasonable and probable cause for believing as aforesaid, and upon 
such warrant the local authority shall have power to seize and search 
such ship, and to detain the same until it has been either condemned 
or released by process of law, or in manner hereinafter mentioned. 

The owner of the ship so detained, or his agent, may apply to 
.the Court for its release, and the Court shall, as soon as possible, put 
the matter of such seizure and detention in course of tnal between 
the applicant and the Crown as represented by the Governor. 
, If the applicant establish to the satisfaction of the Court that 
the ship was not^and is not being built, commissioned, or equipped, 
or iAtended to be despatched contrary to this Order, the ship shall be 
released and restored. 

If the applicant fail to establish to the satisfaction of the Court 
that the ship was not and is not being built, commissioned, or equipped, 
or intended to be despatched contrary to this Order, then the ship 
shall be detained till released by Order of the Governor. 

The Court may, in oases ^riiere no proceedings are pending for 
its condemnation, release any ship detained under this article on the 
owner giving security to the satisfaction of the Court that the ship 
shall not be employed contrary to this Order, notwithstanding that 
the applicant may have failed to establish to the satisfaction of the 
Court that the ship was not and is not being built, commissioned, or 
intended to be despatched contrary to this Order. The Governor 
may likewise release any ship detained under this article on the owner 
giving security to the satisfaction of such Governor that the ship 
shall not be employed contrary to this Order, or may release the ship 
without such security if the Governor think fit so to release the same. 

If the Court be of opinion that there was not reasonable and 
probable cause for the detention, and if no such cause appear in the 
course of the proceedings, the Court shall have power to declare that 
the owner is to be indemnified by the pajonent of costs and damages 
in respect of the detention, the amount thereof to be assessed by the 
Court, and any amount so assessed shall be payable by the proper 
financial officer of the Protectorate out of any moneys legally applic- 
able for that purpose. The Court shall also have power to make a 
like order for the indemnity of the owner, on the application of such 
owner to the Court in a summary way, in cases where the ship is 
released by the order of the Governor before any application is made 
by the owner or his agent to the Court for such release. 

Nothing in this Article contained shall affect any proceedings 
instituted or to be instituted for the condemnation of any ship 
detained under this article where such ship is liable to forfeiture, 
subject to this provision, that if such ship is restored in pursuance x)f 
this Article all proceedings for such condemnation shall be stayed ; 
and where the Court declares that the owner is to be indemnified by 
the payment of costs and damages for the detainer, all costs, charges, 
and expenses incurred by such owner in or about any proceedings for 
the condemnation of such ship shall be added to the costs and damages 
payable to him in respect of the detention of the ship. 
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Nothing in this Article contained shall apply to any foreign non- 
commissioned ship despatched from any Protectorate after having come 
within the same under stress of weather or in the course of a peaceful 
voyage and upon which ship no fitting out or equipping of a warlike 
character has taken place in the Protectorate. 

24. Where it is represented to any local authority as defined by 
this Order, and such local authority believes the representation that 
there is a reasonable and probable cause for believing that a ship 
within a Protectorate has been or is being built, commissioned, or 
equipped contrary to this Order, and is about to be taken beyond the 
limits of the Protectorate, or that a ship is about to be despatched 
contrary to this Order, it shall be the duty of such local authority to 
detain such ship, and forthwith to communicate the fact of such 
detention to the Governor. 

Upon the receipt of such communication the Governor may 
order tne ship to be released if he thinks there is no cause for 
detaining her, but if satisfied that there is reasonable and probable 
cause for believing that such ship was built, commissioned, or 
equipped, or intended to be despatched in contravention of this 
Order, he shall issue his warrant stating that there is reasonable and 
probable cause for believing as aforesaid, and upon such warrant 
being issued further proceedings shall be had as in cases where the 
seizure or detention has taken place on a warrant issued by the 
Governor without any communication from the local authority. 

Where the Governor orders the ship to be released on the receipt 
of a communication from the local authority without issuing his 
warrant, the owner of the ship shall be indemnified by the payment 
of costs and damages in respect of the detention upon application to 
the Court in a summary way in like manner as he is entitled to be 
indemnified where the Governor having issued his warrant under this 
Order releases the ship before any application is made by the owner 
or his agent to the Court for such release. 

25. The Governor, may, by warrant, empower any person to 
enter any dockyard or other place within the Protectorate and enquire 
as to the destination of any ship which may appear to him to be 
intended to be employed in the naval or military service of any 
foreign state at war with a friendly state and to search such ship. 

26. An appeal may be had from any decision of the Court under 
this Order to the same tribunal and in the same manner to and in 
which an appeal may be had in cases within the ordinary jurisdiction 
of the Court. 

27. Subject to the provisions of this Order providing for tJ^e 
award of damages in certain cases in respect of the seizure i)r 
detention of a ship by the Court no damages shall be payable, anjd 
no oflScer or local authority shall be responsible, either civilly 
criminally, in respect of the seizure or detention of any ship 
pursuance of this Order. 

28. The Governor shall not be responsible in any action or other \ 
legal proceedings whatsoever for any warrant issued by him in pur- 
suance of this Order, or be examinable as a witness, except at his own 
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request, in any court of justice in respect of the circumstances which 
led to the issue of the warrant. 

Interpretation Clause, 

29. In this Order if not inconsistent with the context the 
following terms have the meanings hereinafter respectively assigned 
to them, that is to say : — 

" Court " and " magistrate " mean respectively such court and 
such officer as the Governor may by notification published in the 
Protectorate from time to time prescribe. 

" Foreign State " includes any foreign prince, colony, province, 
or part of any province or people, or any person or persons exercising 
or assuming to exercise the powers of government in or over any 
foreign country, colony, province, or part of any province or people. 

** Military Service " shall include military telegraphy and any 
other employment whatever in or in connection with any military 
operation. 

" Naval Service " shall, as respects a person, include service as a 
marine, employment as a pilot in piloting or directing the cours3 of 
a ship of war or other ship when such ship of war or other ship is being 
used in any military or naval operation, and any employment 
whatever on board a ship of war, transport, store-ship privateer or 
ship under letters of marque ; and as respects a ship, include any 
user of a ship as a transport, store-ship, privateer or ship under 
letters of marque. 

"The Governor" shall mean the officer by whatever name 
designated for the time being administering the government of a 
Protectorate. 

" Ship " shall include any description of boat, vessel, floating 
battery, or floating craft ; also any description of boat, vessel or 
other craft or battery, made to move either on the surface of or 
under water ; or sometimes on the surface of and sometimes imder 
water. 

" Building " in relation to a ship shall include the doing any 
act towards or incidental to the construction of a ship, and all words 
having relation to building shall be construed accordmgly. 

" Equipping " in relation to a ship shall include me furnishing 
a ship with any tackle, apparel, furniture, provisions, arms, munitions 
or stores, or any other thing which is used in or about a ship for the 
purpose of fitting or adapting her for the sea or for naval service, 
and all words relating to equipping shall be construed accordingly. 

" Ship and Equipment " shall include a ship and everything in 
or belonging to a ship. 

" Master " shall include any person having the charge or com- 
mand of a ship. 

" Hard Labour " shall include such punishment in the nature 
of hard labour as may be awarded under any law for the time being 
in force within the Protectorate. 

30. Nothing in this Order contained shall subject to forfeiture 
any commissioned ship of any foreign state, or give to the Court 
over or in respect of any ship entitled to recognition as a comlnis- 
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sioned ship of amr foreign state any jurisdiction which it would not 
have had if this Order had not passecL 

And the Eight Honourable the Marquess of Lansdowne, K.G., 
and the Eight Honourable Alfred Lyttelton, two of His Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of State, are to give the necessary directions 
herein accordingly.

WHEEEAS by an Order in Council bearing date the twenty- 
fourth day of October One thousand nine hundred and four 
and known as the British Protectorates Neutrality Order in Council, 
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1904, provision was made for the regulation of the conduct of the 
inhabitants of British Protectorates and other persons residing 
therein during the existence of hostilities between foreign states 
with which His Majesty is at peace :

1. No permit for the withdrawal of any fire-arms or ammunition 
intended for exportation shall be granted imder Section 8 of ** The 
Somaliland Fire-arms Regulations, 1899," if there is ground for 
suspicion that the arms or ammunition may be fraudulently brought 
back into any part of the prohibited zone.

EEGISTEATION OF BIETHS AND DEATHS. 

Registration of Births. 

1. The District Officer of every district shall keep a register, Register to be 
and shall enter therein every birth of a child bom alive within his kept in every 
district after the commencement of these Eegulations, whereof the ^^^ict. 
prescribed particulars are reported to him. 

2. Every person registering the birth of a child shall, to the Mode of 
best of his knowledge and ability, give the prescribed particulars, registration, 
and shall certify to their correctness either by signing, or, if he be 
illiterate, by affixing his mark to the register, or if the registration 

is effected without personal attendance, by signing, or affixing his 
mark to, the prescribed form on which the prescribed particulars are 
reported to the District Officer. 

3. In the case of every child born alive after the commence- Duty to 
ment of these Eegulations, the registration of whose birth is register 
compulsory, it shall be the duty of the father and the mother, and ^^*^S' 
in default of the father and mother, of the occupier of the house 

in which to his knowledge such child is born, and of each person 
present at the birth, and of the person having charge of such child, 
to register the birth within three months of the birth. 

4. No person shall be bound as father to register the birth of ^legitimate 
an illegitimate child, and no person shall be entered in the register child.

5. The District Officer shall not enter in the register the birth

8. The District Officer of every district shall keep a register, 
and shall enter therein every death occurring within his district 
after the commencement of these Begulations, whereof the prescribed 
particulars are reported to him. 

9. Every person registering a death shall, to the best of his 
knowledge and ability, give the prescribed particulars, and shall 
certify to their correctness, either by signing, or, if he be illiterate, 
by affixing his mark to the register, or if the registration be effected 
without personal attendance, by signing or affixing his mark to the 
prescribed form on which the prescribed particulars are reported to * 
the District Officer. 

10. In the case of every person dying after the commencement 
of these Re^ulafions, the registration of whose death is compulsory, 
it shall be tne duty of the nearest relatives of such person who were 
present at his death, or in attendance during his last illness, and 
in default of such relatives, of every other relative dwelling within 
the district, and in default of such relatives, of each person present 
at the death, and of the occupier of the house in which to his 
knowledge such death took place ; and in default of the persons 
hereinbefore mentioned, of any inmate of the house, or of any person 
finding or taking charge of the body of such person, or causing such 
person to be buried, to register the death within one month after the 
death or finding of the body, or where the District Officer is satisfied 
that from any cause registration could not be effected within the 
said period, and that no undue delay has taken place, within three 
months after the death or finding of the body. 

11. The District Officer shall not enter in the register a death 
more than six months after the date of the death, except that where 
the registration of such death is compulsory the District Officer shall 
enter it upon receiving the written authority of the Eegistrar, and 
upon payment of the prescribed fee.

12. — (1.) The Commissioner shall appoint a Eegistrar-General Appointment 
of Births and.

It shall be the duty of the* Eegistrar to compile, after the 
close of each year, a summary of the births and deaths of such 
year, and a report on the increase or decrease of the population of 
the Protectorate, and on any special causes appearing to affect the same. 

(3.) The Eegistrar shall have the custody of all filled register 
books and of all quarterly returns made by the District Officer of a 
district. 

(4.) It shall be the duty of the Eegistrar to provide the District 
Officer of a district with such book and forms as may be required, 
and with such instructions as he may consider necessary, for the 
registration of births and deaths in his district. 

13. The District Officer shall forward to the Eegistrar a Quarterly 
quarterly return in the prescribed form showing the births and deaths ^^^^^ 
registered in his district during such quarter, and shall also forward 
to him all registers so soon as the space in the same available for 
registrations has become exhausted. 

14. — (1.) The Eegistrar shall cause to be prepared from the indexes, 
returns made to him alphabetical indexes of the births and deaths ®®^^2' 
registered. ^ ^ copies. 

(2.) Any register, return, or index in the custody of the 
Eegistrar shall, on payment of the prescribed fee, be open to inspec- 
tion, subject to such regulations as the Commissioner may by rule 
prescribe. 

The Eegistrar shall, on payment of the prescribed fee, 
furnish a certified copy of any entry in any register or any return in 
his custody.

of either kind, or to both. 

19. The Commissioner may make rules with regard to the 
following matters, and generally for carrying into effect the provisions

(1.) The place in each district and the hours at which births and 
deaths may be registered. 

(2.) The conditions under which, and the mode in which, 
registration may be effected without personal attendance. 

(3.) The forms of all registers, returns, and other documents 
required for the purposes of these Regulations. 

(4.) The amount of any fee where a fee is prescribed by these 
Regulations. 

(5.) The inspection of registers, returns, and indexes, and th^ 
provision of certified copies. 

(6.) The places at which births and deaths occurring on board 
ships while wimin the territorial waters of the Protectorate shall be 
registered. 

20. In these Regulations " prescribed particulars " means : — 

(1.) As to any birth, the sex, name, date, and place of birth, the 
names, residence, occupations, and nationality of the parents, and 
such other particulars as the Commissioner may by rule prescribe.

FOEEIGN SEAMEN DE8EETEE8. 

Where it appears to the Commissioner that due facilities are or 
will be given by the Government of any foreign country for 
recovering and apprehending, seamen who desert from British 
merchant ships in that country, the Commissioner may by notifica- 
tion, stating that such facilities are, or will be, given, declare that 
these Eegulations, shall apply, in the case of such foreign country, 
subject to any limitations, conditions, and qualifications contained in 
the notification. 

2. Where these Eegulations apply in the case of any foreign 
country, and a seaman or apprentice, not being a slave, deserts when 
within the Protectorate from a merchant ship belonging to a subject 
or citizen of that country, any Court, magistrate, or officer that 
would have had cognizance of the matter if the seaman or appren- 
tice had deserted from a British ship, shall, on the application of 
a Consular officer of the foreign ^country, aid in apprehending the 
deserter, and for that purpose may, on information given on oath, 
issue a warrant for his apprehension, and, on proof of the desertion, 
order him to be conveyed on board his ship or delivered to the 
master or mate of his ship, or to the owner of the ship or his agent 
to be so conveyed ; and any such warrant or order may be executed 
accordingly. 

8. Any person who harbours or secretes any deserter liable to 
be apprehended under these Eegulations, knowing, or having reason 
to believe, that he is a deserter, shall for each ofPence be hable to 
a fine not exceeding 150 rupees.

EEGISTEATION OF VESSELS. 

1. These Eegulations may be cited as " The Somaliland Short title. 
Eegistration of Vessels Eegulations, 1904." 

2. In these Eegulations — Interpreta- 

" Vessel " means any description of vessel used in navigation ; 

"Prescribed" means prescribed by any rule or order imder 
these Eegulations; 

" Master " includes every person (except a pilot) having command 
or charge of any vessel. 
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3. Every vessel employed in navigation in any waters of the 
Protectorate which belongs to, or is used by, any native of the 
Protectorate, or any person residing or to any Company or partner- 
ship carrying on business therein, shall, unless exempted, be 
registered, lettered, and numbered in manner hereinafter provided. 

4. Application for registration of a vessel shall be made by the 
owner or master in such manner and at such place and to such 
officer as shall be prescribed by the Commissioner. 

5. For purposes of registration, numbering, and lettering, vessels 
shall be divided into three classes : — 

1st Class : Vessek of 15 tons burthen and upwards ; 
2nd Class : Vessels of less than 15 tons burthen, navigated 
otherwise than by oars, paddles, or poles only ; 

3rd Class : Boats navigable by oars, paddles, or poles only ; 

Provided that the officer to whom the application to register is 
made may, if he think proper, place any small vessel occasionally 
navigated or propelled by sail in the 3rd instead of the 2nd 
class. 

6. The prescribed officer shall, on receipt of the application and 
of the prescribed fee, inspect the vessel and register her in the 
Eegister of Shipping, which shall be in the Form A in the Schedule 
hereto, or to that effect, and shall contain the particulars therein 

. appearing. 

7. On registration of the vessel, such officer shall issue to the 
applicant a certificate of registry in the Form B in the Schedule 
hereto. 

8. Once in every year the owner or master of every vessel shall 
submit his certificate of registry for examination by lie prescribed 
officer, who shall sign his name on the back of the said certificate, 
together with the date of examination, as a record of its authenticity 
and correctness. 

9. On change of ownership a fresh certificate of registry must 
be appKed for, and the former certificate be given up, in order that 
the same, together with the former registry, may be cancelled ; and 
on a change of master due notice shall be giveti of such change, 
which shall be duly noted in the Register, and be endorsed on the 
certificate of registry. A failure on the part of any owner or master 
of any vessel to comply with the requirements of this section shall 
subject the owner or master to the ^ame penalties as would have 
been incurred if the certificate of registry had never been applied for. 

10. The master of every vessel registered under these Regula- 
tions shall have the certificate of registry on board his vessel at all 
times ; and any master not having such certificate on board, or 
failing to produce the sanie when required, as provided by Article 19 
of these Regulations, shall, in the absence of any reasonable excuse 
(proof whereof shall lie on him), be liable, together with his vessel 
and crew, to be taken by a Customs officer or commander of any ship

Eegulations, 1904," No. 6 of 1904, it is enacted that where it appears 
to the Commissioner that due facilities are, or will be, given by the 
(Government of any foreign country for recovering and apprehending 
seamen who desert from British merchant ships in that country, the 
Commissioner may, by notification, stating that such facilities are, or 
will be given, declare that the said Eegulations shall apply in the 
case of such foreign country : 

And whereas it has been made to appear to me that such due 
facilities are, or will be, given for the recovery and apprehension of 
merchant seamen deserters by the foreign (Governments named ill 
the Schedules annexed to this notification : 

Now I, by virtue of the above-mentioned powers conferred upon 
me, hereby declare that the sUid Eegulations shall apply in the case 
of the said foreign states, and that seamen, not being British sub- 
jects or natives of the Protectorate, who desert from merchant ships 
belonging to subjects or citizens of the said foreign states shall be 
liable to be apprehended and carried on board their respective ships 
as provided by the said Eegulations : 
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Provided always that if any such deserter has committed any 
crime in the Protectorate he may be detained till he has been 
tried by a competent Court, and until his sentence, if any, has been 
carried into effect.

3. — (1.) The Protectorate ports for registration shall be —

(2.) Vessels registered at Berbera shall have the letter " B " 
prefixed to their number on the hull, and the letter " B *' prefixed to 
their number on the mainsail.

REGISTEATION OF VESSELS. 

1. These Eegulations may be cited as " The Somaliland Regis- 
tration of Vessels Regulations, 1905." 

2. In these Regulations — 

" Vessel " means any description of vessel used in navigation ; 

" Prescribed " means prescribed by any rule or order imder 
these Regulations ; 

" Master " includes every person (except a pilot) having com- 
mand or charge of any vessel. 

3. Every vessel employed in navigation in any waters of the 
Protectorate which belongs to, or is used by, any native of the 
Protectorate, or any person residing or to any Company or partner- 
ship carrying on business therein, shall, unless exempted, be regis- 
tered, lettered, and numbered in manner hereinafter provided. 

4. Application for registration of a vessel shall be made by the 
owner or master in such manner and at such place and to such 
officer as shall be prescribed by the Commissioner. 

5. For purposes of registration, numbering, and lettering, 
vessels shall be divided into three classes : — 

1st Class : Vessels of 15 tons burthen and upwards ; 
2nd Class: Vessels of less than 15 tons burthen, navigated 
otherwise than by oars, paddles, or poles only ; 

3rd Class : Boats navigable by oars, paddles, or poles only ; 

Provided that the officer to whom the application to register is 
made may, if he think proper, place any small vessel occasionally 
navigated or propelled by sail in the 3rd instead of the 2nd class. 

6. The prescribed officer shall, on receipt of the application and 
of the prescribed fee, inspect the vessel and register her in the 
Register of Shipping, which shall be in the Form A in the Schedule 
hereto, or to that effect, and shall contain the particulars therein 
appearing. 

7. On registration of the vessel, such officer shall issue to the 
applicant a certificate of registry in the Form B in the Schedule 
hereto. 
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8. Once in every year the owner or master of every vessel shall Annual 
submit his certificate of registry for examination by the prescribed ®f ^^^^^^x^ 
officer, who shall sign his name on the back of the said certificate, 
together with the date of examination, as a record of its authenticity 

and correctness. 

9. On change of ownership a fresh certificate of registry must change of 
be applied for, and the former certificate be given up, in order that ownership or 
the same, together with the former registry, may be cancelled ; and ™*^*®^- 

on a change of master due notice sliall be given of such change, 
which shall be duly noted in the Eegister, and be indorsed on me 
certificate of registry. A failure on the part of the owner or master 
of any vessel to comply with the requirements of this section shall 
subject the owner or master to the same penalties as would have been 
incurred if the certificate of registry had never been applied for. 

10. The master of every vessel registered under these Eegula- Certificate to 
tions shall have the certificate of registry on board his vessel at all ^ ^^ep* o^ 
times ; and any master not having such certificate on board, or *^*^^^ 
failing to produce the same when required, as provided by Article 19 

of these Regulations, shall, in the absence of any reasonable excuse 
(proof whereof shall lie on him), be liable, together with his vessel 
and crew, to be taken by a Customs officer or commander of any 
ship belonging to the Government of the Protectorate, without 
warrant, summons, or other process, into the nearest or most conve- 
nient port or place, and there to be ordered by the Court on any 
proceeding in a summary manner to pay a penalty not exceeding 
300 rupees. 

11. After registration no change shall be made in the name of No change in 
any vessel, except with the consent of the Commissioner or of such ^^^^^^ 
officer as he may appoint. 

12. Every vessel shall be lettered and numbered on the hull and Lettering and 
on the mainsail in the prescribed manner. numbering. 

13. When vessels carry, or have attached to them, small boats, ships' boats to 
as tenders or otherwise, such boats must be marked with the same be lettered 
numbers and letters as the vessels to which they belong. numbered 

14. All vessels, of whatever class, shall have their names, and Name on 
those of the ports or places to which they belong, painted on the stem, 
outside of the sterns, in letters which shall be at least 3 inches in 
height. 

15. The letters, numbers, and names placed on vessels, and on Letters, &c., 
the sails of vessels, shall be clearly painted in white paint on a dark ^^^^ 
ground, or in black paint on a light ground, and shall not be effaced, 
covered, or concealed in any manner whatsoever. 

16. If any vessel required to be registered, lettered, and num- Penalty for 
bered, in pursuance of these Regulations, is not so registered, non-registra- 
lettered, and numbered, in the manner prescribed, the owner and the *ion, &c. 
master shall each be liable to a penalty not exceeding 300 rupees. A

as aforesaid until it is duly registered, lettered, and numbered ; and 
may, for that purpose, take it back into the nearest or most convenient - 
port or place within the Protectorate. 

17. The names, letters, and numbers of vessels shall be inserted 
on the certificate of registry or other official papers of those vessels. 

18. The certificate of registry or other official papers of vessels 
shall contain the description and tonnage of each vessel, as well as 
the names of its owner and of its master: 

19. The master shall, whenever required, exhibit his certificate 
of registry and crew list to any Protectorate officer and to the 
commander of any ship belonging to the Protectorate. 

20. — (1.) Every vessel registered under these Eegulations shall 
fly the red ensign with the Protectorate badge on the fly in the 
prescribed form. 

(2.) Every vessel, when registered for the first time imder these 
Eegulations, shall be entitled to receive from the Protectorate 
Administration one such flag, of a size appropriate to the vessel, free 
of charge. 

21. In all proceedings against the owner or master of or any 
person belonging to any registered vessel for offences against these 
Kegulations, and in all actions or proceedings for the recovery of 
damages for injury done by any such vessel, such register shall 
be conclusive evidence that the persons registered at any date as 
owners of such vessel were at that date owners thereof, provided that — 

(1.) This provision shall not prevent any proceedings or action 
being taken or instituted against any person not registered who is 
beneficially interested in the vessel ; 

(2.) This provision shall not affect the rights of the owners 
among themselves, or the rights of any registered owner against any 
person not registered who is beneficially interested in the vessel ; 

(8.) Save as aforesaid, the registry of any vessel shall not confer, 
take away, or affect any title to or interest in the vessel. 

22. All penalties, offences, and proceedings under these Regula- 
tions may be recovered, prosecuted, and taken in a summary manner 
in any of the Protectorate Courts. 

23. The Commissioner may, by rule or order — 

(a.) Exempt any vessel or class of vessels from the operation of 
these Regulations or any part of them ; 

(6.) Prescribe the fees to be taken under these Regulations ; 

((?.) Generally give any directions necessary or expedient for 
carrying these Regulations' into effect. 

24. "The Somaliland Registration of Vessels Regulations, 
1904 " (No. 7, 1904), are hereby repealed.

King's Eegulations under Article 32 of " The Somaltland 
Order in Council, 1899/' 



No. 2 of 1905. 
FIRE-AEMS. 



It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

Part 1.— -Introduction of Arms at Protectorate Ports, 

1. All fire-arms and ammunition introduced into the Pro- 
tectorate at any port shall be deposited at the cost, risk, and 
peril of the owner in a public warehouse. 
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2. No fire-arms or ammunition shall be withdrawn from a 
public warehouse, except in accordance with a permit in writing 
signed by a Sub-Commissioner or District Officer. 

3. — (1.) Before a permit for withdrawal for use in the Pro- 
tectorate is granted, every complete fire-arm, and where the fire- 
arm is not complete, CTery part of a fire-arm, and every package 
of ammimition shall be stamped with a distinctive mark and 
nimiber, and registered according to such mark and number, and, 
if necessary, according to any other existing marks and numbers. 

(2.) A fee of 1 rupee shall be paid for stamping and regis- 
tering each fire-arm or part of a fire-arm or case of ammunition. 

4. — (1.) No permit shall be granted for the withdrawal of 
any fire-arms or ammunition intended for exportation, unless the 
Sub-Commissioner or District Officer is satisfied (1) that they will 
be immediately exported to some place beyond the limits of the 
prohibited zone, and that they will not be fraudulently brought 
back into any part of the said zone, or (2) that they are destined 
to some place within such zone for the service or with the approval 
of the Government haviag authority there. 

(2.) The Sub-Commissioner or District Officer may specify in 
the permit the time within which the arms and ammunition are 
to be exported after withdrawal, and the place or places in which 
the same are to be secured in the interval. 

5. No permit shall be granted for the withdrawal of any 
arms of precision or any ammunition suitable thereto intended for 
use within the Protectorate unless the Sub-Commissioner or District 
Officer is satisfied that they will not be given, designed, or sold 
to any person within the Protectorate except as provided in these 
Eegulations. If the person applying for the permit is a subject 
of any European power, a declaration by the competent authority 
of his Government that the arms or ammunition are destined ex- 
clusively for his personal defence will be accepted, and no other 
security will be required. 

6. A permit for the withdrawal of fire-arms or ammunition 
(other than arms of precision and ammunition suitable thereto) in- 
tended for sale shall specify the store or depot within which the 
same are to be kept before sale, and the region or district in 
which they may be sold. 

7. The Sub-Commissioner or District Officer may require any 
person applying for a permit for the withdrawal of any fire-arms or 
ammunition to be used by him for the purpose of killing game or 
other animals to take out a licence under " The Game Regulations, 
1901,*' and may refuse to issue the permit until such licence is taken 
out. 

8. Before issuing a permit, the Sub-Commissioner or District 
Officer may require such security to be given as he thinks fit that 
the provisions of theso Regulations wiU be complied with. 

9. Every permit shall specify the number and description of the 
fire-arms and ammunition authorised to be withdrawn. The Sub- 
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Commissioner or District Officer may in his discretion limit the 
number of fire-arms and quantities of ammunition permitted to be 
withdrawn at any one time. 

10. The storage of fire-arms and ammunition in a public ware- 
house shall be free of charge for six months after deposit. There- 
after a rent of 1 anna for each complete fire-arm, or each part of 
any incomplete fire-arm, and 2 annas for each package of ammu- 
nition, will be payable for every month during which the same is 
stored. 

11. For the purpose of cleaning any fire-arms deposited in a 
public warehouse, access at reasonable times, to be fixed by the 
Sub-Commissioner or District Officer, will be given to the owner 
or his agent. Such cleaning may be done at the owner's request 
by the persons in charge of the warehouse at reasonable charges to 
be fixed by the Commissioner. 

12. A permit for withdrawal shall not be granted until all fees, 
rent, and other charges are paid, and where any such fees, rent, or 
charges are in arrear and unpaid for a period of six months, the 
fire-arms or ammunition may be destroyed or otherwise disposed of 
as the Sub-Commissioner or District Officer, with the approval of the 
Commissioner, may direct. 

Part II. — Introduction of Arms hy Land, 

13. The introduction of arms and ammunition into the Pro- 
tectorate across the foreign inland frontiers is prohibited except in 
accordance with the provisions of this part of these Regulations. 

14. Travellers provided with a declaration in accordance with 
Article IX. of the JBrussels Act by a duly authorized official of the 
Government of the country of which they are subjects or citizens, 
that the arms and ammunition are destined exclusively for their per- 
sonal defence, may introduce into the Protectorate the arms and 
ammunition specified in the declaration. 

' 15. — (1.) Askaris, or natives accompanying a caravan entering 
the Protectorate, may carry arms and ammunition for the protection 
of the caravan, provided that the number so carrying arms do not 
exceed one for every two transport animals. 

(2.) The leader of any such caravan shall report to the nearest 
Government Officer on the frontier, or if there be none at the actual 
frontier, then at the nearest Government station on or close to the 
route followed by it, the exact number of rifles or other arms carried 
by the men comprising it. 

16. — (1.) Any European wishing to lead an expedition of what- 
ever nature overland into the Protectorate from adjacent Abyssinian, 
French or Italian territory must, before such expedition is permitted 
to pass the boundary of the Protectorate, obtain permission for it to 
do so from the Commissioner, or from the Sub-Commissioner, of the 
province which it is proposed to enter. 

(2.) The application for such permission must be addressed to 
the Sub-Commissioner of the district, and must state the objects of 
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the expedition and the number of men and arms proposed to be 
introduoed into the Protectorate. 

17. Any person introducing arms or ammunition into the Pro- 
tectorate in breach of this part of these Eegulations shall be guilty 
of an offence, and the arms and ammunition shall be liable to 
confiscation. 



Part III. — Illicit Introduction of Arma by Water, 

18. The Captain or officer of any vessel in the public service 
of the Protectorate may board any ship, vessel, or dhow in the 
territorial waters of the Prgtectorate, and may demand her papers, 
and may search her for the purpose of seeing whether or nay she is 
carrying arms. 

19. Any ship, vessel, or dhow which is hailed by a vessel in the 
public service of the Protectorate shall immediately heave to. 

20. The Captain or other officer of any vessel in the public 
service of the Protectorate desirous of making any vessel, ship, or 
dhow heave to, may hail her, or may signal, or fire blank charge, or 
may fire a shot across her bows, or take such other measures as he 
may think necessary for compelling her to heave to. 

21. Any ship, vessel, or dhow disregarding the signals or other 
proceedings referred to in section 20, or attempting to escape, or in 
any way resisting being boarded and searched, or in any way 
obstructing the Captain or other officer while acting in the execution 
of his duty, may be seized and taken to Berbera or Zeyla, and on 
the proof of the facts to the satisfaction of a Magistrate shall 
be forfeited, and all or any of the members of the crew shall be 
liable to imprisonment of either kind not exceeding twelve months. 

22. — (1.) Any ship, vessel, or dhow refusing to produce her 
papers, or without papers, or whose papers are irregular, or which 
there is good reason to believe has been illegally carrying arms, 
or has thrown overboard arms that she was illegally carrying, may 
be seized and taken to Berbera or Zeyla, and a complaint laid before 
a Magistrate. 

(2.) If the Magistrate finds that the facts alleged in the com- 
plaint are proved, he may make an order detaining the ship, vessel, 
or dhow until a fine not exceeding 2,000 rupees is paid, or may 
sentence all or any of the members of the crew to imprisonment of 
either kind not exceeding twelve months. 

(3.) If the Magistrate finds that the facts alleged in the com- 
plaint are not proved, and that there was no reasonable cause for 
seizing and bringing in the ship, vessel, or dhow, he may award 
compensation to her owners and crew. 

23. — (1.) Any ship, vessel, or dhow foimd with arms on board 
of her which are being illegally carried may be seized and carried 
to Berbera or Zeyla, and dealt with as the Commissioner may direct, 
and her crew shall be guilty of an offence and liable to imprisonment 
of either kind not exceeding twelve months. 
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(2.) Any cargo not being illegally carried shall be landed, and 
may be claimed by its owners at any time within six months, or 
within such shorter time as the Commissioner may by rules prescribe ; 
if not claimed within such period, it shall be dealt witn as the 
Commissioner may direct. 

(3.) Any arms or other cargo being illegally carried shall be 
forfeited and dealt with as the Commissioner may direct. 

24. Any ship of His Majesiy's Navy, and its Captain or 
officers, shaU have all the powers conferred by this Part of these 
Regulations on the Captain or oflBcers of a vessel in the public service 
of the Protectorate. 

Part IV. — Dealing in Mre-Anm. 

25. Arms of precision, and any ammunition suitable to or 
intended for them, shall not be sold, transferred, or received within 
the Protectorate except by permission of a Sub-Commissioner or 
District Officer in writing, sigiiified by him on the note of sale or 
transfer or otherwise as seems fit. 

26. If any person imports, exports, sells, buys, transfers, keeps, 
uses, possesses, or deals witii any fire-arms or ammunition in contra- 
vention of these Regulations, he shall be guilty of an offence. 

27. Every person dealing in arms or ammunition for sale (other 
than arms of precision and ammunition suitable thereto) shall forward 
to the Commissioner a half-yearly return in the prescribed form at the 
prescribed dates, giving the number and amount of the arms and 
ammunition sold during the preceding period, and the region or 
district for use in which they were purchased, and also the number 
and amount of the arms and ammunition in stock. 

28. All fire-arms imported solely for the purpose of sale shall 
be registered as such at the office of a Sub-Commissioner or District 
Officer. 

29. A Sub-Commissioner, or such person or persons as may 
be appointed by a Sub-Commissioner for the purpose, shall have 
power at all times to inspect any fire-arms possessed solely for the 
purpose of sale. 

Part Y.—Oun Tax. 

30. Every person in the Protectorate who possesses, uses, or 
carries a fire-arm, and is not provided with a licence under the G-ame 
Regulations in force in the Protectorate, shall pay a yearly tax 
(hereinafter called the gun tax) of 3 rupees in respect of each 
fire-arm so possessed, used or carried by him : Provided that no 
tax shall be payable in respect of a fire-arm possessed by a recognised 
dealer in fire-arms solely for the purpose of sale within the 
Protectorate. 

31. The gun tax shall be payable upon the day the fire-arm is 
withdrawn from the public warehouse under Part I. of these 
Regulations, or introduced into the Protectorate under Part II. of 
these Regulations, or, if required in the Protectorate, on the day 
on which it first comes into the possession of any person, and there- 
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after upon the 1st January in every succeeding year during which 
it remains therein. 

32. Persons holding licences under the Game Begulations shall 
be exempt from the gun tax, and any person who has paid the gun 
tax, and who may be allowed thereafter to take out a Koence under 
the Game Eegulations, shall have such sum as he shall have paid in 
respect of gun tax due on or after the 1st January immediately 
preceding the date of his licence under the Game Eegulations, 
deducted from the cost thereof. 

Part VI. — General, 

33. It shall be lawful for any Magistrate, if satisfied by in- 
formation on oath that any fire-arms or ammunition are being 
unlawfully kept, conveyed^ landed, or sold in contravention of these 
Eegulations at any place, whether a building or not, or in any ship 
or vehicle to grant a warrant to enter at any time, and if needs be, 
by force, on Sundays as Well as on other days^ the place, ship, or 
vehicle named in such warrant, and every part thereof, and to 
examine the same, and to search for any fire-arms or ammunition 
unlawfully kept therein, and to demand from the owner or occupier 
thereof the production of his licence or authority for keeping, convey-^ 
ing, landing, or selling the same. 

34. When the officer or other person executing such warrant 
has reasonable cause to believe that any fire-arms or ammunition 
foimd by him in any such place, ship, or vehicle are being kept, 
conveyed, landed or sold in contravention of these Eegulations, he^ 
may seize and detain the same until a Magistrate has decided 
whether they are liable to be forfeited or not. 

35. Any person acting under such warrant shall not be 
liable to any suit for seizing or detaining any fire-arms or 
ammunition, subject, or presumably subject, to the provisions of 
these Eegulations. 

36. Fire-arms and ammunition belonging to, or imported for 
the use of, the Government of the Protectorate are exempted from 
the provisions of these Eegulations, but any person unlawfully 
possessing or dealing with any such fire-arms or ammunition, shall, 
nevertheless, be guilty of an offence against these Eegulations, and 
punishable accordingly. 

37. Every officer of the Somaliland Protectorate shall be per- 
mitted to introduce one rifle, one shot-gun, one revolver, and 300 
rounds of ammunition into the Protectorate free of duty. 

38. Any person contravening any provision of these Eegula- 
tions shall be guilty of an offence, and shall, on conviction, be liable 
to a fine not exceeding 1,500 rupees, or imprisonment, which may 
extend to twelve months, with or without hard labour, and all the 
fire-arms, parts of a fire-arm, or ammunition in respect of which the 
offence is committed may be forfeited. 
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39. In these Regulations : — 

"Fire-arms" means any cannon, gim, rifle, machine-gun, or 
other fire-arm, whether whole or in detached pieces. 

" Ammunition " means any gunpowder, cartridges, balls, caps, 
and any other materials for loading fire-arms. 

" Arms of precision '' means any breech-loading or other rifle, 
or any magazine-gun or machine-gun. 

"Public warehouse" means any building or place which the 
Commissioner shall by proclamation appoint for the deposit and 
storage of fire-arms and ammunition, and for the other purposes of 
these Eegulations.

GUANO ON MEITH ISLAND. 

Whereas a licence dated the seventh day of June, 1904, ha» 
been granted by His Majesty's Commissioner to Guy H. Kirk- 
patriok of the Colonial Club, Whitehall Court, in the C5ty of West- 
minster, to Mine for Guano on Meith Island off the Coast of British 
Somaliland, East of Berbera, subject nevertheless to the provisions 
of the " Somaliland Mining Eegulations, 1903," and whereas the 
said license has, on the twenty -fourth day of September, 1904, been 
assigned by the said Guy H. Kirkpatrick to the Meith Island Com- 
pany, limited, having a registered office at 16, St. Helen's Place in 
the City of London, and wfiereas it is necessary to make provision 
for the payment by the said Company of a certain sum by way of 
duty on the export of the Gxiano taken from Meith Island. 

It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. From and after the fifth day of May, 1905, the said Com- 
pany shall pay into the Eevenue of the Protectorate duty on the 
export of Guano at the rate of seven per cent, ad valorem^,

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Baid Company in Aden shall submit to the Chief of Customs at 
B^rbera a monthly return certifying the quantity of Guano received

«t Berbera shall assess the tax and receive the duty &om the Agents 
of the Company. 

3. No duty shall be charged upon empty sacks imported at 
Heis for the purpose of being fified with Ghiano for export.

Discovery of Minerals. 

In aocordanoe with instructions received from the Secretary of 
State, all officials in the service of the Protectorate are informed 
that it is their duty to' report to the Commissioner any discovery 
which they may consider to be of valuable minerals. 

All officials are prohibited under pain of dismissal from deriving 
any benefit or taking any payment from any syndicate, company or 
individual as a reward for giving information. 

In accordance with the Public Officials Kegulations of December 
5th, 1901, no officer in the service of Government may purchcwe 
shares in any local land or mining company nor take part in the 
management of any commercial undertaking. 

2. If a supposed discovei^ is reported by any official it will be 
within the discretion of the Commissioner to appoint an expert to 
examine and repcnrt upon the area in question and to print and 
publish the report in the Official Gazette, or otherwise, for the 
information of all concerned, in order to invite applications for 
licences, a distinct disclaimer of all responsibility on the part of the 
Government being inserted. The Commissioner may, in case the 
discovery turns out to be valuable, give a reward, to be fixed at his 
discretion, to the officer who originally made the discovery. 

3. If an officer desires to resign his appointment in order to 
take up the area he has discovered, he may, in the absence of 
exceptional reasons to the contrary, be allowed to do so, in which 
case and provided that the area is not already covered by a 
Prospecting Licence, the Commissioner may grant such a licence 
under the conditions of the Mining Eegulations in force for the 
time being.
